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LONDON, Feb. 5.—Despite their promises 
that the question regarding the Parnell iet- 
ters should be brought to an issue af once, 
the Times’s lawyers to-day began to intro- 
duce the American section ef their. testi- 
mony with the statement thatit would all 
be exhausted before the other things are 
taken ups 

The solitary witness of to-day whose 
cross-examination to-morrow is looked for- 
ward to with great interest must be known 
to many people all over America. He is 
known there as Dr. Le Caren of Braidwood, 
Ill, 58 miles from Chicago, where he says 
he is still the chief officer of the Clan-na- 
Gael camp. His réal name is Thomas Philip 
Beech, and he is a native of Colchester, 
England. 

He left this country for America in 1861, 
entered the Northern Army as Honoré 
Le Caron, and became a Major during the 
war. Then he joined the Fenians, and 
played a prominent partin organizing the 
raid against Canada, in the meantime in- 
forming the Canadian Government daily of 
all he could learn of the doings of the 
Fenians. This double policy he has main- 
tained ever since, mixing deeply with the 
Clan-na-Gael business and keeping the 
English Government informed of every de- 
tail. It seems that nobody ever suspected 
him of double dealing, and when he came 
to England in 1881 Mr. Parnell and Mz. 
Egan were both friendly te him. 

Thus far his testimony has contained 
nothing but his own assertions of Mr. Par- 
nell’s conversations with him in private, 
which, of course, are of no value as against 
Mr. Parnell’s denials. I hear from one of 
the Times’s lawyers to-night, however, that 
there will be something sensational about 
the dynamiters to-morrow. There is much 
curiosity to know what this gentleman is 
going te do after the inquiry is over, for it 
is everywhere assumed that Chicago will 
not be a healthful vicinage for him. 

Little by little the real story of Archduke 
Rudolph’s death is coming to the surface. I 
find now by mail that the Italian story of 
murder which I cabled at first was based 
upon a cipher dispatch sent to King Hum- 
bert’s Chamberlain, which mentioned the 
fact that there was another corpse found 
at the same time. Itis now explained that 
this body was that of a beautiful Bohemian 
Baroness, in the witchery of whose love 
Rudolph lost his mind. Her brother chal- 
lenged the Prince, and the two tossed dice 
to determine which should commit suicide. 
Rudolph lost, and the woman chose to share 
his fate. Perhaps later stories will be more 
exact than this, but cegtainly none can be 
more picturesque. 

Sir Edwin Arnold, who latterly-has been 
shreatened with a big tumor on his fore- 
head, to-day underwent an operation which 
was highly successful. He is getting on 
well, 

Great reliefis to-night felt among the 
London Liberals at'the outcome of the elec- 
tion inside the County Council fer Alder- 
men. Despite the threatened split, over 
which such heated words have been passed, 
out of 19 Aldermen elected only one is not 
a Liberal. One woman was chosen, and 
she is probably the first female Alderman 
in the history of the world. Of the rest 
there are three Lords and one clergyman. 

The ceremony of requiem mass at the 
Catholic church, Farm-street, Berkeley- 
square, for Archduke Rudolph to-day, was 
the mest imposing functien seen in Lendon 
for many years. Asa mere ceremonial it 
was far more effective and impressive than 
any real royal burial I have seen in Europe, 
not excepting the funeral of the old Kaiser.

LonDoN, Feb. 5.—At. the opening of to-day’s 
session of the Parnell Commission Attorney- 
General Webster said he had finished with the 
Irish portion of the Jimes’s ease, and would now 
take up the American part. 

A witneas named Beach then testified. He 
said he joined the Fenians in 1865, and was ap- 
geinted Military Organizer. After the failure 
of the invasion of Canada by the Fenians he 
joined a society known as the ‘** V. ©.,” the ob- 
jeet of which was to provide money to carry on 


the Irish agitation and to ship arms te [reland. 
Wisness said he remembered tne visit of Messrs. 
Dillon and Parneli to America in 1880, Tho 
meetings held during their stay in the United 
States were organized exclusively by the United 
Bretherhood or Clan-na-Gael. itnesa attended 
several meetings at which Messrs. Dillon and 
Parnell were present. Mr. Parnell attended 
the demonstration in Chicago at whieh bodies 
ef the Clan-na-Gael and the Hibernian Rifle 
Guarde were undar aring. 

Beash here produeed a copy of the constitu- 
tion of the “V. C.,” or Clan-na-Gael, This pro- 
vided for concerted aetion with the Irish 
Brotherhood and kindred societies to bring 
about & combination of the Irish revolutionary 
movements in all parts ofthe werld to act de- 
cisively against England. The witness said that 
in 1878 Devoy and Millen were sent as dele- 
gates to Ireland, reosiving $10,000 from the 
skirmishing fund and a further sum whioh does 
not appear in the official lists. 

Attorney-Generat Webster read Devoy’s offi- 
eial report, in which he urged that before any 
large quantity of arms was sent to Ireiand three 
delegates should be sent to prepare Irishmen to 
use them. 

Beach further testified that Egan teld him 
that Mr. Parnell desired to join the brother- 
heod, but it was thoucht that his connection 
with the organization would destroy his useful- 
ness, aud on this account he was not allowed to 
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Beach said that Egan also télid him that there 
Were many payments made by the League which 
it was impossible to make pnbiie, and he in- 
staneed the paying ef Dutch officers who were 
acut from Amsterdam to assist the Boers during 
the Transvaal war. The witness had twe inter- 
views with Mr. Parnell. The first was held in 
the house of A. M. Sullivan at Clapham, and the 
nextin the lebby of the House ef Commons, 
where, after conversing with O’Kelly and Par- 
nell together, he had a talk with Parnell alone. 
Parnell said it rested wholly with the leaders of 
the revolutionary party to bring both parties 
inte line. He asked witness to get Devoy to meet 
him in Paris, aud offered to defray Devoy’s ex- 
ponses. He also desired to meet Alexander 
Sullivan Hines and others. 

“Doctor,” Parnell said to Beach, who is a 
physician, “I have long since ceased to believe 
that anything but force of arms can ever noe 
about the redemptioag of Ireland.” Mr. Parnel 
went on te esy that he did net see why a suc- 
eessful insurrection should not happen in [re- 
land, adding: “I think we have, at the end of 
the year, £100,000 in the League treasury. 
That's a pretty good nucleus. You people 
might do something more.” On seeing Mr. Par- 
nellathira time, he conversed with him for a 
few seconds only, and on bidding him good-bye 
he gos his photograph, signea * Yours truly, 

)}. 8 Parnell,” as a memento. He would pro- 
duce the photegraph. 

Witness then weat to Duplin bearing letters 
of introduction to Mr. Kenny, member of Par- 
liament, and other members ef the League. He 
diseussed an open movement with Saxton and 
Kexny. He was driven by Keany to Kilmain- 
ham Jail, where he saw Dillon, Sheridan, and 
Boyton. He revarnel to New-York in June, 
1881, and tried to see Bevoy and Carney with 
Parnell’s mossage.

Army during the civil war. He was also a 
Major in the Irish Republican Army. Ho was 
graduated M. D. after the failure of the raid on 
Canada. When he returned to America he got 
a circuler from the “V. C.,” meaning the Exee- 
utive Council of the Clan-na-Gael, announeing 
that it had been decided te callup the 25 per 
cent. D, fund, or eamp subscriptions,to expedite 
military preparations. 
The commission adjourned until to-merrow. 
The action brought by My. Parnell against 
Mr. John Walter, registered proprietor of the 
Times, for libel came up before the court at 
Edinburgh again to-day and the cass was dis- 
missed, the costs being taxed against the 
plaintiff.

Mr. Devoy said that neither Attor- 
ney-General Webster nor any one else had any 
documents written or signed by him that could 
injure Mr. Parnell ia any way. Mr. Devoy gave 
up his Fenian and “ physical force” ideas leng 
before Parnell came to America, and he has 
been a astickler for order and constitutional agi- 
tation ever since, 





THE RAILROAD. 


ITS FATE DEPENDS ON THE 


APPEALS. 

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—A contest between intel- 
lectual giants wili take place befere the Oourt 
of Appeals to-morrow to test the constitu- 
tionality ef the Arcade Railway charter. Thus 
far the company has won in the lower courts, 
and its existence depends upon the desision of 
the last court of resort. Its speakers in to- 
morrow’s fray will be James OC. Carter, Charles 
P. Daly, and ex-Senator Thomas. The counsel 
for the opposing property ownora, who reside 
along the line of the proposed road, aro ex- 
Judge John F. Dillion, ex-Judge Noah Davis, 
and W. Db. Auerbach. The special client of 
these latter gentlemen is Orlando Potter. Mel- 
vilie C. Smith, President of the Arcade Road, 
said to-night to THE TIMKS’s correspondent: 

“This is a fight for our existence, and we have 
secured the best legal talent. If the eourt de- 
cides our wav we shall begin work at once ou 
the first seotion. If we are beaten we will have 
to abandon the preject. We lave raised all the 
money needed for that sestien, whichis to ex- 
tend from the Battery to Fifty-ninth-street, 
with a branch to the Grand Central Station, 
anmounting to $25,000,000. This sumisa in the 
hands of French, English and German. eapital- 
ista, and will be paid over for our bonds as soon 
as the legality of the road’s existence is estab- 
lished. The foreign people who areinterested in 
the project sent over an expert engineer, who 
made & most thorough investigation of our sys- 
tem. It was on his recommendation that a 
large part of the eapital was eubsoribed.” 
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DEFAULTER MOORE INDICTED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 5.—The County Granda 
Jury this afternoon returned an indictment 
against Joseph A. Moore, charging him with 
embezzlement, and there is reason te believe 
that another indictment will be returned 
against him for forgery, the alleged crime 
having been committed in a.real estate transac- 


tion with a gentleman from Ohio, in which the 
Connectieut Mutual was interested. Should 
the latter indictment be returned, it will permit 
ef the extradition of the fugitive, a thing that 
the policy holders here much desire. 

President Greene’s statement telegraphed from 
Hartford to THE TIMES last night that he had 
authorized the arrest of Moore, while here, is 
denied by the prosecuting attorney of this coun- 
ty, who says that if the officers of the company 
had filed information against Moore, or fur- 
nished the necessary facts, he would have been 
promptly arrested before he had an opportunity 
torunaway. The indictment returned to-day 
was brought about by Secretary Abbett ef the 
insurance company, who went before the Grand 
Jury yesterday afternoon and toid them his 
tale of woe. To-day President Greene tele- 
graphed a column statement of the whole affair 
to a local paper, in which he says that he three 
times gave Mr. Abbott instruetions to have 
Moore arrested, but it was not done, and that 
Moore left the city the day the exposé was made. 

SATURATED WITH DANGER. 

New-HAvEN, Feb. 5.—Prof. Daniel C. Eaten 
of the scientific department of Yale University 
has presented to the Legislature strong objec- 
tions te the granting of acharter to a newly- 
organized eempany in this city for the running 
of atreet cars by electricity conducted through 


overhead wires. Prof. Eaton says that he is ep- 
posed to the use of any naked wire carrying a 
ourrent ef electricity atrong enough to runa 
street car because of the great danger to life. 
Electric wires for other purposes sre ever the 
streets, and their insulation is so imperfect that 
to touch them would almost surely mean death. 
Nothing more dangerous could be allowed. 

New-Haven streets are lined with majestic 
trees, and if a limb from one of these should 
fall across @ bare wire used for oar traction it 
would kill anybody who might touch It. Should 
a@ telephone or telegraph wire fall across one of 
the naked wires the instruments would be 
burned, and the shock might kill anyDody who 
should touch one. On wet days people might 
receive shocks from the trees along the line 
Prof. Eaton advocates instead of the overhead 
wire system some system of storage batteries, 
which, if not advantageous to the company, 
would insure safety to the public.

&@ creamer, and a tray 19 inches iong. 

They are of Turkish design and very beanti- 
ful in finish. The inscription will be: “ Pre- 
sented to the United States cruiser Chicago by 
Chisago gentlemen.” Besides the foregoing 
there is a large case of hard wood, lined with 
pale-biue satin, eonsisting of four trays or 
drawers, and containing 224 pieces in knives, 
forks, spoons, end other flat ware. 

The service will be kept in the city for a short 
time, or at least until the Chicago is ready for 
sea, Whon the formal presentation will be made.

He has answered, thanking his 
friends for their kindness, but refusing to allow 
them to say a word to Gen. Harrison in his be- 
half; He does net believe that Caibnet appoint- 
mnents should be treated in that way, but thinks 
that Gen. Harrisen shouid be left absolutely un- 
trammeled and unsolicited. 

Senator Allison’s declination, in consequence 
of which Gen. Harrison has had to consider the 
— of the Treasury Department again, has 

elayed him a good deal,ané he has not deen able 
to give much time to the minor Cabinet places. 
Only two men have as yet been selected, Blaine 
and Wanamaker, although there ia little doubt 
of “Uncle Jerry” Rask. Gen. Harrison will 
dispose of the Treasury before he does any- 
thing else. But this may be depended upon: 
Thomas ©. Platt will not be a member of the 
Cabinet. Platt has made every possible play 
that he could think ef, even the desperate one 
of cansing it te be announced that the Post- 
master-Geperalship had been offered te him and 
had been accepted. This was a poor imitation 
of the tactics to which Mr. Blaine resorted 
about two months ago, and had no eifect what- 
ever upon Gen. Harrison. Platt may have 
some kind of a political bone thrown te him, 
but it will not be a place in the Cabinet. 

Col. John 8. Mosby, the great rebel guerrilla, 
was Gen. Harrison’s most distinguished visitor 
to-day. They are relatives, Col. Mosby’s grand- 
mother and Gen. William Henry Harrison, old 
Tippecanoe, being cousins. Cel. Mosby now 
lives in San Francisco, and he is quite positive 
that California should have a representative in 
the Cabinet. He does not care whether Estee 
or Swift be appointed, and cheerfully remarked 
that there ure plenty of Republisans just as 
good as they are. Although Col. Mosby has 
been away from Virginia several years now, 
having been on diplomatic service in China 
through President Hayea’s Administration and 
having lived in San Franciseo since his return 
to this country, he takes great interest in 
Virginia’s politics and thinks that she should 
have a Cabinet piace. His affection for Gen. 
eager is not at all ardent. Speaking of him

* When I left Virginia I was a Republican and 
@ Union man. Mahone was still fighting on the 
other side.” 

Col Mosby has a claim of $16,000 against the 
Government, growing out of some of his diplo- 
matio work, which has been allowed by the 
Coart of Claims.

WILL BE CREATED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Mr. Warner Miller’s 
arrival in Wasbington as the guest of Senator 
Palmer of Michigan has given afresh impetus 
to the gossip of the politicians who think they 
knew ail about the make-up of Gen. Harrison’s 
Cabinet. Additional interest is taken in the 
subject from the fact that Mr. John ©. 
New sent word a day or two ago to a 
friend here that he would be im Wash- 
ington very soon, while it has been persistently 
reported that Mr. Thomas C. Platt waa already 
in town, but Keeping hia presence a profeund 
seeret from all but two or three persons. Duill- 

ent searches for both My. Platt and Mr. New 

ave been made by numerous anxious poli- 
tictans and others who would like to talk with 
elther of the gentlemen, but nobody can be 
found whe has discevered them. 

Mr. Miller and his host disappeared from view 
early in the evening, and all sorts of rumors are 
atioat eonccrning the movements of the ex-8en- 
ator. Those who atill feel sure that Mr. New 
and Mr, Platt are hiding somewhere in Wash- 
ington are talking’ glibly about a conference 
between the three gentlemen on the subject 
of the Cabinet, with Mr. New acting as 
the special representative of Gen. Har- 
rison. There is still considerable talk about 
two Cabinet places for New-Yerk based on the 
declination of the Treasury portfolio by Mr. 
Allison, and the idea that the next Cabinet will 
contain a Secretary of Agriculture, which it 
will not. This includes the assumption that 
when the bill maxing the Agrioultural Depart- 
ment an executive eftice goes to the President 
it will meet with -his approval. There 
are, however, numerous cool-headed _ poli- 
ticians here who are not at all sure 
that the measnre will meet with Mr. Cleveland’s . 
approval. They think it quite likely that Gen. 

arrison may have eight advisers in his Cab- 
inet, but they will not be surprised if the eighth 
member has to wait until a new Congress has

JUDICIAL SCENE. 


WHICH WAS WITNESSED IN A JUSTICE’S 


COURT AT STONINGTON. 

NorwIicn, Conn., feb. 5.—The jpeople of the 
Sea-washed village of Stonington, have been 
amused by an unprecedented judicial scene, 
which ocourred Saturday last For some time 
past temperance advocates have been busying 
themselves by prosecuting elandestine liquer 
dealers—the town being a no license one. The 

.expenses incurred have fallen upon the town 
and fallen heavily. Already the Treasury has 
been depleted to the amount of $2,000 or more 
and the situation threatens to become serious. 

H. H. Burnham ia the prime mover in the 
prosecuting line, Last Saturday, surrounded by 
@ number of officers, he swooped down upen 
Louis Celia andconfiscated the eontents of jugs 
ana bottles. Itis also alleged that he drew a 
pistol and rubbed its chilly barrel upon Mr. 
Cella’s cheek. This done, Burnham and his men 
departed to secure warrants fer Cella’s arrest 
ene charges of ‘‘actual sale’ and “ reputa- 
tion. 

During the interim Mr. Cella was by no means 
idle. His spirit was wounded; buts warrant, 
issued by a Grand Juror for Burnham’s imme- 
diate appearance in court, proved a panacea for 
his grief. The papers had hardly been placed in 
Constable Whaien’s hands to be served when 
another efiicer eame upon the scene and un- 
ceremoniously hastened Cella to Justice Bab- 
cock’s dingy little court room. 

While Cella was being slowly jozgied over the 
rough and ragged road of justice Coustable 
Whalen shambled in and spoiled one of Mr, 
Burnham’s eloquent periods by arresting him 
for simple assault, assaults and battery, and as- 
sault with intent to kill. Burnham was looked 
up in an adjoining room until the arrival of an- 
other Justice, Dickens by name, but Justice 
Babcock’s court still continued tojsit. 

Justice Dickens soon arrived upon the scene, 
meunted the bench beside his colleague, and 
erdered that the prisoner be brought forth for 
trial. Burnham was bronght forth and then 
Justice Dickens, addressing Justice Babeock, 
said: “Justice Babeock, was your court im ses- 
sion when the warrant was served?” 

**Yes,” answered that Justice, “and, what's 
more, it basa’t been adjourned yet, and is in ses- 
sion now.”’ 

After this Justice Dickens proceeded with his 
cass. Justice Babcock endeavored to do like- 
wise, while the erowd tried to drink in the du- 
vlex proceedings. Justice Babcock, however,gave 
up in dispair and virtually gave way te Justice 
Dickens, who disposed of Burnham summarily, 
finding probable cause for holding him and 
binding him ever to the Superior Court under 
$1,000 bonds, Sheriff Billings of North Stoning- 
ton becoming his surety. 

With this verdict Justice Dickens arose and 
stalked majestically out of the room, while 
Jastice Babcock reascended his throne and con- 
cluded Cella’s case, sentencing him to 80 daysin 

jail and to pay a fine of $50 and costs in ono 
ease and to $10 in another. Cella appealed and 
furnished bonds in the sum of $400.

‘WORK ON THH NEW ORUISERS 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


HER 8PBED TEST--PROGRESS ON THE 
OTHER WAR VESSELS, 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 5.—The board of naval of- 
_ficers detailed to examine the United States gun- 
‘boat Yorktown, both as to her speed qualitica- 
tions and general fitness for acceptanee into the 
“United States Navy, convened to-day at the 


organizatien. The board of officers as detailed 
by Secretary Whitney consists of Commodore 
W. E. Fitzhugh, Commander E. M. Sheppard, 
Lieut. Sidney A. Staunton, Chief Engineers 
George F. Kutz, Robert Potter, Cipriana An- 
drade, and Naval Constructor Robert Steele. 
all of the United States Navy. 

The board having in charge the report on the 
machinery and boilers 1s distinct from the main

duty of observing thse construction werk on the 
machinery of the Yorktown ever since the jatter 
was commenced. It was the general belief 
during the past week that the speed trial of the 
Yorktown would take place either on Monday 
or Tuesday of this week, asshe has for some two 
=e been in readiness for her Government 
est. 

The board decided, however, before getting 
the vessel under way to preceed with the ex- 
amination of the machinery, boilers, general 
structure, and compicteness of engineers’ tools 
and other articies, the providing of which was 
specified in the centract. This examination 
will last some two or three days, and even if 
ended by Thursday evening it is not at all prob- 
able that the vessel will then be ordered to sea 
befere the beginning of next week. 

The report of the examination now in prog- 
Tress will most likely be forwarded to the de- 
partment before waiting for the result of the 
speed run, and in this ouse the Secretary of the 
Navy will undoubtedly issus an order to pro- 
ceed With the sea test 80 soon as it is seen by 
the report that all the appurienances specified 
have been provided and the specifications of 
the contract met in the structural require- 
ments. 

As is generally known, the contract de- 
mands an indieated horse power on trial of 
3,000, to be maintained durmnag a four hours’ 
raninthe lower Delaware Bay or at sea; and 
for every unit of horse power obtained over the 
required amount the contractors are to be paid 
$100. Mr. Charles Cramp to-day stated that 
the firm expected to realize $40,000 extra by 
reason of developing greater horse power than 
called for. 

The Yorktown lies in one of the slips not far 
from the berth of the Vesuvius and less than 
100 yards from the magnificent cruiser Balti- 
more. As far as Work about decks ia concerned 
there is apparently nething to be finished that 
could not De done by a crew while at sea. Her 
battery is not yet. mounted, and it is mot likely 
that it will be until the vessel is accepted and 
taken to one of the navy yards. The gun car- 
riage for the 6-inch breech-loading rifle in the 
port waist was mounted to-day, and, if this is 
any sign, it may be the intention of the depart- 
ment to hurry up ber ordnanee by sending it in 

fecemeal. A lot of ship chandlery was recent- 

y brought around to the Yorktown from the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. The vessel carrying 
the stuff was 10 days making the trip, 
and certainly, if some of the material sent to 
the Yorktown can be takea 2s a sampie of the 
cargo valuation, the loss in the latter would 
have been little had the vessel gone to the bot- 
tom during the passage. The Yorktewn’s boats 
were in the shipment, and, with the exeeption 
ofthe steam launoh, are fair looking in make. 
The former, however, as it rests in its eradie 
above the rail, 1s little else than an eyesore and 
a boat not at all deservingatine new vessel 
such as the Yorktown is. The chances are that 
this same steam launeh would have been con- 
demned had it been furnished by the Cramps. 

Among the navy yard shipment were aiso 
two ancient-styled chests, one a signal locker 
and the other for a shellac tank. These two 
white-painted, unseemly chests were placed on 
uarter dock alongside handsome mahogary 
skylights, presénting a picture of incongruots 
hideousness amid the handsome fittings of 
the vessel’s poop. It seems strange that the 
contractors have not been permitted to furnish 
such details as this, knowing full well what is 
necessary to be in keeping with the vessel’a sur- 
roundings. As the matter now stands the only 
way in which such items can be filled out is:to 
bring into requisition steres piled up years ago 
iy many yard lofts, ak d belonging mere, prop- 
erly to the: requisition lists of the old battered 
hulks which are falling into decay alongside 
the navy yard docks. 

The Cramps aredoing very thorough work on 
the Government cruisers, if @ cursory glance 
throughout the vessel enables one to forma 
correct opinien. In even such details as door 
knobs, hinges, and hooks the workmanship is 
of tne finest pattern, and it is safe to say ex- 
ceeds in value four times the worth of like ma- 
terlalin some of the new vessels at the New- 
York Navy Yard. The stem rail ot the York- 
town, intended more especiaily for a sea break, 
has been found to be too high for perfset steer- 
ing from the fighting turret. It will according- 
ly be reduced in height, 

The Cramps have at present at work in the 
yard 2,200 men. This force is engaged in con- 
struction work on & gross tonnage of 24,257 
and a total horse powor of 45,280. ‘This work 
includes the construction of two new steamers, 
the Caracas and El Mar, and aaide from the 
great number ef vessels constantly putting in 
for repair. The Government vessels at the yard 
are tne Vesuvius, Yorktewn, Baltimore, Phila- 
delphia, and Newark. 

With the ex¢eption of somo trifling work on 
the firing valves of the Vesuvius, the speedy 
little crulser awaits the acceptance of the Navy 
Department before her name appears on the 
ofiicial naval list, About nine-tenths ef her 
contract price has been paid to the Cramps, ex- 
tending over the peried of her construction. 
The payment of the final one-tenta will com- 
plete the purchase, and as the eruiser has ful- 
filled the contract requirements of speed her 
advent to the navy may be expected at any 
day. It is understood that she will receive her 
otiicers aud crew at the yard and proceed 
thence to Hampton Roads for a series 
of experiments with the guns on board. 
At the conclusion of@this trial she will go to the 
Washington Navy Yard and receive her seeond- 
ary battery. This seeondary battery was ortg- 
inally specified to eonsist of two 3-pounder 
rapid-fire guns, one l-pounder rapid-fire gun, 
two g37-milimeter revolving cannon, and two 
Gatlings. It is not at al) likely that this sec- 
ondary battery will be the one now mounted. 
The quarter from whieh the Vesuvias is most 
likely to’ meet danger is the night attack of 
awift torpedo boats. Against such craft Gat- 
lings are wholly useless, especially when the 
enemy is under cover. Revolving canfon are now 
beginning to be considered little better, inasmuch 
as the labor ef turning the heavy crank does not 
insure the accuracy ef a single-barrel rapid-dre 
Hotehkiss, or a Driggs-Sehroeder rapid-tire gun. 
For this reason it is mest probable that the 
secondary battery complement of the Vesuvius 
will eonsist wholly of rapid-fire guns, and as 
Lieut. Seaton Schroeder, whose name is con- 
nected with the Driggs-Sehroeder invention, is 
to be her sommanding cllicer, there could be no 
better way te learn their eficieucy than by giv- 
ing the Vesuvius a complement of guns which 
have been designed by her own commander. 

The engines of the Baltimore have been placed 
in the vessel and ereéted, and it is expected 
that steam ean be got for wogning. before the 
expiration of three mouths. The Baltimore is 
the largeat of the new cruisers as yet launched 
for the Government, with the exception ofjthe 
Ohieago, the latter being of 4,500 tons displace- 
ment, while the Baltimore falle short of this 
amount by 87 tons. She isguaranteed for 9,000 
horsejpower. 

The Philadelphia is a sister ship to the Baiti- 
more and intended to carry identioally the 
same battery. Her hull is nearly all completed 
and the main work now progressing on the in- 
terior of the vessel. She will be ready for 
launching by April l. Sne is guaranteed for 
9,500 horse power and a 19-knot speed. b 

The Newark’s design is a trifle less in tonnage 
than elther the Baltimore or Philadelphia 
Her tonnage is to be 4,083. Her hull is half 
completed. She, too, will be ready for launch- 
ing in April. 

Besides the Philadelphia and Newark, the 
two passenger steamers Elmar and Caracas will 
also be launched in April, making in all four 
vessels to be shipped from the ways within the 
first 10 days of April next. The Elmar and 
Caracas will bo the first two American steamers 
puils on the specification of the English Lloyds, 
and they are each 20-year-gusranteed vessels. 
The now steamship Elmar is for the Southern 
Development Company of New-Yerk, and will 
be engaged in the coastwise trade. Her dimen- 
sions are: Length, 352 feet; breadth, 42 feet 
and 8 inches; depth, 31 feet and 8 tnenes, wish 
a mean draught of 18 fest.

THE DEAD UROWN PRINCE. 


TAFT’S 
OF HIM. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 5.—Talking to THE TIMES’S 
correspondent to-day about Prince Rudolph, 
the Hon. Alphonso Taft, ex-United States Min- 
‘4ster to Austria, said: 

“Some of the papers have it thatthe daughter 
of the late Crown Prince, aged about 6 years, 
would succeed to the throne in case of the death 
of Franois Joseph. There is not the least 
likelihood that the daughter will ever reach the 
‘throne. In fact, her reaching 16 1s practically 
-impossible. Coming before ker in lMne of 
succession are at least a score, and probably 
many mere, of Princes and Arehdukes, males, 


with the blood of the Empress Maria Theresa 
in their veins. While women are not exciuded 
from the throne in Austria, the chanees 
of ascending it for female members 
of tho royal family are rendered almost 
infinitisemaliy small by the law of succession. 
In 1848 a serious rebellion caused), Ferdinand, 
,unole of Francis Joseph, to abdicate the throne. 
The father of the present Emperor was next in 
the line of suecession, but he deeiined toe accept 
the responsibilities of the position, coinciding, I 
believe, with the generally prevailing opinion 
that he was not well fitted for them. Francis 
Joseph thereupon beeame Emperor at the axe

“When he became a little older he married a 
beautiful Bavarian Princess, the present Em- 
press, who is still counted the handsemest 
woman of Europe. Prinee Karl Ludwig. brother 
of the Emperor and a few years his junior, is 
now the real heir to the throne. Now, the gen- 
eral understanding in Vienna seemed to me to 
be when I was there that. Karl Ludwig would 
Pattern after the example of the father of 
-Franois Joseph and waive his rights in favor of 
his oldest son, Franois Ferdinand. 1 did not 
clearly see why the opinton should prevail, for 
Prince Karl Ludwig is by no means « mar lack- 
ing in ability. Isaw Franz often, and a hand- 
some, merry-hearted stripling of 20 or therea- 
bout he was. The Emperor is a very honest, 
industrieus sovereign. He searcely knows what 
it is to havea holiday. Tbe Empress talks fiu- 
ently in English, and is a bright and witty 
woman, but always becomingly dignified. 

“Tne Crown Prince’s onild was born not long 
after I took up my residence in Vienna, in 18382. 
I remember that there was general disappeint- 
ment because it was a girl. The child was 
named Elizabeth. The Crown Prince was of a 
literary and philosophical bent and had written 
books of weight and value. He was of military 
training and generally appeared in uniform. 
He had been associated with the army in suen 
a practical manner as to be held in especial re- 
spect and estcem in competent military circles. 
His somewhat liberal ideas were carried into 
military life, and I remember that innovations 
suggested by the Prince and Archduke John 
were of such & radical nature as to meet vory 
vigorous opposition from the veteran circles. 
Had he lived and become Emperor I can see no 
reason for thinking that his reign would have 
been a less successful one than that ef his 
father. 

“T think the stories of his immorality have 
been exaggerated, as doubtiess have been those 
of an estrangement between himself and his 
wife. He appeared by no means a person atf- 
flicted with melancholia, and [ am loth to be- 
lieve that he took his own life. [ am inclined 
rather tothbiuk that he was assassinated. The 
last time I saw Kudolph he was on a ‘hunting’ 
expedition and he was banging away at a lively 
rate at quails.” 


THE WEST VIRGINIA FIGHT. 


SENATOR KENNA’S CHANCES ARE NOT 
GROWING BRIGHTER. 
CHARLESTON, West Va, Feb. 5.—The Demo- 
crats received a decided set-back to-day in 
their efforts to prevent the reading of the vote 
on Governor by counties. It has been settled 
that there will be no publication or declaration 
of this vote, apd without either Goff cannot 


have a shadow ofa ciaim to the Gubernatorial 
chair, except such as he establishes through a 
contest. 

The question arises whether a simple reading 
of the vote without being ontered upon the 
journal amounts to a publication. The Speaker 
of the House decided that it wasnot. There 
was a division of sentiment, and in order to 
make assurance doubly sure the Democrats 





not read atall, It was debated all day, but 
when the vote was taken threo Democrats 
voted with the Republicans and the Speaker 
refused to vote, thus defeating the resolution. 

The reason given by the Democrats who voted 
against the reselution was that they did not 
think it was necessary, and that the vote should 
be read for information which would not 
amount to publication in the legal sense. 

The matter is not one of vital importance, but 
the Republicans affect to be highly elated at the 
result. This elation will be shortlived, for on 
ali the main questions of the Gubernatorial 
contest the Demecrats are united. 

The Republican leaders claim to-night that 
they will have Goff sworn in befere a justice if 
necessary, and that he will claim the Gover- 
nor’s Chair en Mareh 4. On ak appeal to Wash- 
ingten, the National Government would recog- 
nize him. 

This plan is simply revolution. Until Goff 
has a eertificate he has no more right to swear 
in than any other man has. The act of the Leg- 
islature establishes the cortificate, and it can- 
net be granted until the Gubernatorial contest 
is decided. 

The Democrats do not anticipate serious 
trouble from any move of this Kind, but if 1% 
comes they will be prepared to mees it. 

The vote for United States Senator to-day 
showed some surprise. Mr. Kenna lost two. 
The reault was: Goff, 43; Kenna, 41; scatter- 
ing, 7. Five of the scattering were Democrats. 
There is ne immediate prospect of an election, 
though a dispositien to take Kenna down 1s 
manifest. This course may be pursued, and if 
80 tke caucus will be abie to unite on some | 
other man. 


A POLITICAL COMPLICATION. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 5.—A peculiar political

tested the seat, and the Democratic majority in 
the Senate uuseated Carpenter, but refased to 
seat;Ray. A new election was ordered, and 
Carpenter was renominated by his party, but 
the Democracy shelved Ray and put up Cortez 
Ewing, who is one of ex-Gey, Gray’s warmest 
supporters. Thia has preeipitated the struggle 
between Voorhees and Gray for the Uni 
States Senate in 1291, and Gray and his fol- 
lewers are already in the district working fer 
Ewing and against Ray, who has announced 
bimeelf an independent candidate. Twenty or 
more members of the Legislature, all Gray mer, 
are to make speeches next week. 

Things were further complieated to-day by 
the arrest of Carpenter on @ warrant from the 
Federal court, charging him with bribery, the 
same charge on whioh he lost his ssat in the , 
Senate. He gave ball, and says it ia a@ political J 
persecution. The Democratic Senaters ar y 
they will again unseat Carpenterif he sheul 
be re-elected.

PRIOE TWO OENTS. 


IN DRESS OF BYGONE DAY 


A’LAVISH DISPLAY OF WEALTH 
AND COSTUMES. 
THE GREAT FANCY DRESS BALL WHICH 
SOCIETY ENJOYED AT THE ACADEMY 
OF DESIGN. 

Itis doubtful if in the history of New- 
York society thero is recorded an event: so suc. 
cessful in regard to the magnificence of the 
costumes, the lavish display of wealth, the as- 
sewbling of such exclusive sets within more 
beautiful surroundings than characterized the 
bali given at the Academy of Design last night- 

The desire to benefit the Society of Decsora-’ 
tive Art and to make it the independent organ- 
ization it alms to be, brought tegether the very 
highest cireles of soeiety, as well as the most 
distinguished artists of the country. For many 
days has theidesof giving a thoroughly artietic 
ball in the nominal home of American.art-been , 
discussed and elaborated. } 

The results last night more than justified the 
efforts which had been made. The rooms, al- 
ready handsomely decorated by the Water 
Color Seciety for ita annual exhibition, were 
made so beautiful by the combined efforts.of the 
members of that organization as well as other 
indweliers in the artistic community, that the 
eftect, unassisted by the gorgeous costumes of, 
the merrymakers, has never been rivaled here. 

The festivities began officially at 10 o’cloek, 
but it was some little time after that when the 
interior of the building began to show promise 
of what it was two hours later. As midnight 
sounded, it is doubtful if ever a.scene like thé 
fancy-dress benefit ball has been witnessed on 
this continent. The cestumes were by far the 
richest and most effective word here, and the 
ensemble was many degrees more splendid than 
the one which made the Vanderbilt-bdall, a few 
seasons back, the talked-of event in society cir 
cles both in this country and in Europe. 


ABLAZE WITH COLOR AND LIGHT. 

Entering the main hallway, one was con 
scious of the same feelings as;,are inspired 
by one of Paul Veronese’s master works. There 
were bewildering masses of color everywhere; 
here a group of greens and salmon tints, there 
gorgeous primary celors whose splendor was 
made delicious by their adjacent subdued sur- 
roundings; 1n one corner bronze Cupids- uphold- 
ing golden candsglabra, glowing with countless 
tapers, stood against plush and velvet stufts, 
which had actually hung from the galleries of 
Flerentine: palaces in the Rermaissance. Wher- 


ever one stepped there were still more hiding 
places of eoior, the,blending of whieh had been 
made se perfest by the artist decoraters that 
one was more conscious of the beautiful 
entirety than of any special elegance. 

Entering fromthe side doorway the guests 
passed through a bower of e xotics, which was 
inhabited by men and women of all the most 
luxurious epochs ofhistory. Doges, all erimsen 
and gold, courtiers of Italian princelings of the 
fifteenth, sixteouth, and seveuteonth centuries, 
ladies who might have won the prizes in all the 
tournaments of beauty that Louis the Great or 
Louis tne Well Beloved ever held, the realiza- 
tions of the fatreet dreams of myth makers, as 
wellas the revivifications of the famous men 
and women of the courtly ages were all repre- 
sented, and were united in waiting for who 
should come next, and wero then ready for a 
discussion of another revelation ef spiendor in 
anew costume of a specially-arranged shade or 
making. 

About the vestibule of the entrance hall were 
ranged palms, rubber plants, ana oleanders, 
none flewering, but allof the freshest foliage. 
Atthe right two great twisted pillars stood 
guarding the doorway ofthe supper room, and 
from the little balcoay which they upheld fella 
variety of rich brocades which only*haif ob- 
scoured the blaze of lights within. 

Aboat the vestibule were hung priceless Flem- 
ish and French tapestries, each bordered by the 
Sheen of the richest sort of drapertes and 
bronht inte full appreciation by a pair of can- 
delabra, upheld on either side of the main stair- 
way by brenze Cupide four feetin height. The 
balustrades were freed frem deceration until} 
the first landing was reached, where the great 
Hermes stood in bronze, tiptoe in weleome. 
From there on there was simply a succession of 
color sueh as New-York has never known. Over 
the balustrades of the galiery fell in the softest 
festoons the majority of the rare specimens of 
silk and velvets, tapestries, and the finest rugs 
which have been collected from all parts of the 
world during artist rambles. There was ne 
woodwork shown there—only an aggregation oi 
beautiful fabrics such as only the most luxuriant 
love of color could accomplish. Over this came 
a tringe of beautiful faves with the most vari- 
ous settings, all leaning over, curiously, so that 
they, too, might see who was to swell the throng. 

The second floor of the building still bors 
upon its wails the works of the Water Color So- 
ciety. But above them, in the outer gallery, 
were festouns of the most fanciful descriptions, 
whose key was the decorations of the door 
which led into the South Gallery. .There were 
procedes of a delicate creamy shade, which 
were partly separated by a fringe of cloth of 
gold. Above stood a platform, also festooned 
with the creamy broeade, where a snow-white 
peacock looked preuély down on the festival; 
above the bird were great draperies of the same 
brocade surmounted by a heraldte shield. Be- 
tween the central clyster of lights and tae atair- 
way was drawn the pink banner bearing the 
red sun embiem of the Water Coior Society. 
Through it the light camo with a rosy tint. 

The South Gallery itself was denuded of the 
big steam radiators usually in it and the fleer 
prepared, as were the floors inthe adjoining 
galleries alse, for dancing. Above the triple line 
of water colors the brown and cold Japanese 
paper shone, while just below the gasolier and 
in every quarter of the ceiling were suspended 
huge golden Japanese umbrellas and palm 
branehes defiecting the direct rays of the lignt 
from the dancers, but making their surroundings 
iridescent. 

The East Gallery was in buff and gold, the 
Japanese paper giving a sheen to the walls thas 
made them gieam like copper. A great butt 
scart was drawa beneath the central oluster of 
lights, and through it the biaze was softened. 
At two doorways were pértiéres of bronzefpro- 
eade, at the other of gold cloth. 

The West Gallery was in chocolate and old 
gold, so absorbing the light that the lines of 
etchings and studies in black and white apon 
the wall provided a considerable relief. Here a 
banner bearing magenta-celored orabs was 
drawn beneath the central lights, amd in the 
glow which was filtered through the Water 
Color Society's banner for 1888 the gay throng 
danced or talked. Somewhat in accord with 
the sombre surroundings, a female Egyptian 
figure stood upon a radiator surrounded with 
plaats whose leaves ali but hid it. 

Perhaps the prettiest ef all the rooms, how- 
ever, was the one which William M. Chase and 
Robert Blum decorated. By them the North 
Gallery was turned into what might have been 
a boudoir for &t Cecelia. The walls were 
cevered with white cheese cloth, plaited with 
exceeding nicety, and fastened here and there 
with big brase-headed natis. Here a white 
scarf was drawn. beneath the gas, caught in the 
middle by a globular Chinese tantern of silk. 
A marble figure of Hermes stood in the eentre 
ef the room. 

But there was a nook beneath the stairways 
which Mr. Satterlee had found and bad turned 
into a flirtation room, and enough vows were 
exchanged there iast night to keep the bells 
ringing merrily after Easter. There were big 
— here and convenient nooks for contfi- 

ences, but it was berdered by walis hung with 
the richest fabrics that the Society of Associated 
Artists eould bestow upon the occasion. 

Beyond the great gilded pillars were the three 
rooms whieh are known as the lib , bus 
whieh last night were thrown into one and used 
as the supper room. The ceilings had boen cov- 
ered by buff stuff, the radiating plaits of which 
eentred at each gasolier. Below this, as a 
frieze, were broad strips of daintily-tinted 
tapestry, and then, as the wall decoration, 
=— and yards of tapestries which could not 

ave been replaced fer any price. Between 
each expanse of old German, Flemish, Freneh, 
or Itailan needlework were scarfs of varieus- 
hued atuffs, both relieving and adding ta, the 
general effect of gergeeus color. [In this room 
the servants wore costumes of Tyrolean peas- 
ants, while the raen who attended the hat and 
eloak rooms, as Well as the maids who attended 
to the ladies’ wants, were attired as tans. 
From the supper room, whence the Hungarian 
orchestra furnished the musio, the strains could 
be heard nearly everywhere in the building. 

It was very soon after 10 0’c) that Mrs. 
Richard M. Hunt, on behalf of the Society ef 
Decorative Art, attired in an elaborate gown of 

ellow brocaded silk and blaek lace, of the time of 

lizabeth of England, Mra. Kinnieutt, Mrs. Fred- 
eriok Goddard, and Mise Newbeld, F. Hopkin- 
son Smith as Henry VIIL, Daniel Huntington, 
J. G Brown, and Henry Farrell, representing 
the Water Color Seciety, took their pleces in 
the middle of the north gallery to receive their 
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every imaginable figure and round dances with- 
out number, 


LIKE SOLOMON'S GLORY, 
The variety of costumes was beyond any 


promise that the managers had given; it was ! 


beyond any similar bali this city has ever had. 
The restriction as to the period later than 
which the costumes must not be, thus exeluding 
the present century and its accumulation of 


flower girls, clowns, dominoes, and other mean- | 


ingless mummery, had compelled the pleasure 
seekers to think concerning their attire, and the 
resulé was wonderful. The gentlemen, as a 
rule, appeared as Venetians, Florentines, 
Freneh, or English noblemen, and used the réch 
possibilities of these cestumes tothe utmost. 


But the ladies had gone to the mest prominent 
designers of the city, directed them to originate 
semething surpassingiy beautiful, and then, 
with: the sketeh, te thelr modisies and given 
them carte blanche as tothe realization of it. 
Almost without exception the resuits Were sat- 
isfactory beyond their vaguest hopes. 

Among the costames noticed were these: 
The two charming débutantes of the season, 
Miss Hargous and Miss Shepard, were attired, 
respectively, as a “ Lady entering Antwerp in 
the time of Charles Y.’’ and Titian’s ‘* La Bella.” 
Miss Hargous’s petticoat was of pale olive- 
green velvet, with baude of jewels about the 
bottom of the skirt; the train and bodice were 
of heary old pink brocade, the former bordered 
with bands of jewels; pulfed sleeves and ruff. 

Miss Shepard wore a short-watsted gown 
of terra-eotta aud gold brocade, with white silk 
gauze veil. 

Mra, Seward Webb wore a Court costume of 
Henry 1V. The petticoat was of yellow bro- 
cade, hand. embretdered, with gold beads, the 


Waistand sleeves with puffs to match; there ; 


was a Court train of Nile-green velvet, embroid- 
ered with figures and bullion, aud edged with 
Russian sable; the bodice was also of Nile-green 
velvet, embroidered to match the train.

Mrs. Hildreth Bieodgood’s gown, of tha six 
teenth century, Was cenmposed of a petticoat of 
gold brocaded with pink roses, ruby velvet 
train lined wita white satin; the bedice was of 
ruby velvet and the girdle was of jewels.

The second quadrille was 
maodeled after the period daring which Sir 
Joshua Reynolds worked, and the gay costumes 
of that epoch were reproduced with a vivid 
faithfulness. At was under the direotion of Mrs. 
Elliott Roosevelt, The third quadrille was 
Venetain in ite charaeteriaties, and in it colors 
of ever known shade was comingied in the whirl 
of the dauce. Mrs. Nicholas Fish led this. 

The guadrilles were called by ushers clothed 
as heralds of the time of the Doges, who at the 
same time directed that the floors be given over 
to the dancers. There was an effort on the part 
of the great crowd to do this, but the attempt 
met with considerable of a failure. Neverthe- 
less, the south, east, and west galleries were 
used quite successfully. The effect of tho filtra- 
tien of the light threuch the scarf bung below 
tke central gas fixtures was very beautiful. 
The absence of the direct light upon the dancers 
not alone added to their comtort, but also so 
aifected the scene that it seemed an exquisite 
picture of the courtly times which had been.

[i was a little after 1 o’clock this morning 
that Cel. Berger. the caterer of the Newport 
Casino, announced supper. The entrance to’ 
the supper room was made by the same ladies 
and gentlemen who received the merrymakers 
earier in the ball. The menu was very elabo- 
rate, and the room did not lack groups of feast- 
ers until it lacked a very little of morning. 

The afrangements for the entrance to the 
main hallway were calculated to create the most’ 

leasurable sensations when it was reached. 
Juests were obliged to zointo the building by 
means ofthe smail door on Fourth-avenne, an 
then, passing threugh the narrow corridor into 
which the students’ classrooms open, arrive 
finally, after ascending two flights of steps, at 
the left of the vestibule of the grand stairway. 
Thus the whole splender of the marvelous scene 
burst upon one with its complete luxury of 
color and form.

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BUYING VOTES WITH SEEDS 


Ae, clanmelpecnbllbenelaciestss 
A PROPUSED REFORM THAT 
MEETS WITH FAVOR, 

WHY SEEDS SHOULD BE DISTRIBUTED 
BY AGRICULTURAL STATIONS—THE 
NICARAGUA CANAT BILE. 

WaAfEInNGTON, Fov. 5.—When tho Agricultural 
Appropriation bill is taken up in the House an 
interesting debates may be expected on, the 
clause inserted at the suggestion of Mr. Burnett 
of Massachusetts, proposing to correct thé pres- 
ent clumsy and wasteful system of distributing 
seeds and plants tothe country. Just why the 
Government should be in the seed business at 
all is; not at all clear to everybody in Con- 
gress, But eveds and plants are only another 
sortef campaign document, more useful than 
the printed sort because they can be safely sent 
to men of both parties without danger of giving 
ofense. One member of the present House, 
who is elected to the next, is reported to have 
sent 22,000 packages of secds to 22,000 per- 
sons in his district during the last campaign. 
The receipt of a package of turnip seeds, carried 
under a frank, is supposed to rivet the affection 
of the recipient to the sender. 

Representatives who take that viow of the 
seed business do not like Mr. Burnett’s prepusi- 
tion to send the quota of each State to the agri- 
cultural experiment stations of the States or to 
State Commissioners of Agriculture where 
there are uo experiment stations organized. 
The advoeates of this plan believe that the 
sevds and plants will, under it, be distributed 
more intelligentiy and to better purpose than 
by the present baphazard method. The views 
ofsome of the leading senators and Repre- 
sentatives on the subject were obtained to-day, 
es they are all generally favorable to its adop- 
tion, 

Mr. Plumb, who is an active member of the 
Scnate Comnilttes en Agriculture and who will 
also have a good deal to say when the Agricult- 
ural Appropriation bill is discussed in the Sen- 
ate, said that be thoucht the idea ef distribut- 
ing the seeds through the various State agri- 
Guiturai experimenters was an excellent one. 
It would result, he believed, in & much more in- 
tolligent and satisfactory distribution than the 
present method, which did not carry out the 
theory of thelaw. The stations would be able 
to place the seeds where they would produce 
the beat results and thus be of real Yalue to the 
tarmers of the country, while the mails of Sena- 
tors and Representatives would be relieved of 
hosts of letters calling for seeds. 

Mr, George, another prominent member of 
the Ayricultural Committees, agreed with Mr. 
Plumb that the preposed plau was a good one 
because the seeds weuld thus be intelligently 
distributed. Ho added that it would help to 
bring the peopie into correspondence with the 
experiment stations and thus awalen intorest 
in the latter to the benetit of allconeerned. It 
would, Mr. George said, do tway with what 
had becomes a great annoyance to both Senatora 
and Congressmen, who frequontiy sent seeds to 
the same constituents. 

Mr. Gibson, who is also a member of the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture, is a2 warm friend of the 
experiment stations and, like Mr George, 
thinks that to send out seeds through them wil 
be to their edvantage while aiso proving more 
satisfactery to the farmer. Mr. Gibson there- 
fore regards the proposed change as very de- 
sirable and will support it heartily. 

A good many Senators have not given the 
subject any special consideration, but most of 
those who have looked into the matter give the 
change their approval. Mr. Paimer, however, 
whois Chairmen of the Agricuitnral Commit- 
tee, is inclinea to prefer the present plan of dia- 
tribution through members of Congress. He 
thinks that if members did their duty in the 
matter the distribution would be more equitably 
made than by the experimont stations, 

Speaker Carlisle, after reading the propost!- 
tion, deciared promptiy and with emphasis, “I 
am in favor of if, as [amin favor of relieving 
members of Congress from w great many other 
tasks with which they are improperly bur- 
dened.” The Speaker waa of the epinion that 
ihe seed business was an outcome of the ques- 
tionable development of the Bureau of Agri- 
culture from a small part of the Patent Oftice 
to a braneh of the Government that it was now 
oxroposed to convert into adepartment. It is 
Nr. Carlisie’s opinion that the Government 
ought not to be im the seed business, and so he 
appreves the Burnett proposition because tt 
modifies an abuse fhat is the result of embark- 
ing in that business. 

Mr. W. UC. P. Breckinridge says that he isin 
favor of the proposition not only for personal 
ressens and because he will be giad to see the 
bother of distribution taken out ef the hands of 
Representatives, but because the employment 
of the agricultural experiment atations in the 
work wHl previde a new bond of interest be- 
tween the stations and the farmers. He was in 
favor of a similar proposition in the Ferty-ninth 
Congress. Le does not see why the Govern- 
ment should distribute at all, butif it is to do 
so it ought to see that the work is done in such 
a way a8 to be moat beneficial to the people for 
whem it is undertaken. 

Mr. R. R. Hitt is in favor of the proposition, 
but not wholly eommitted to it. He Delieres 
something should be done to make the distribu- 
tien appropriate to the soil and climate. For 
his own distrist he feels perfectiy competent, 
as he is a farmer, to seo that his constituents 
do not receive seeds they cannot use. He ad- 
mits that the distribution imposes great annoy- 
ance upon membera, but he would not take the 
7 ho ggg away frem those who choose to exer- 
cise it. 

Mr. R. Q. Mills heartily appreves the Burnett 
proposition, He thinks that the men who get 
the seeds could got better ones cheaper than the 
Government does and that they have theirchief 
significance in being the means of polite recog- 
nition of the existence of constituents. He 
does not regard see! distribution as a function 
of the General Government, but if seeds are to 
be given away the experiment stations and 
Commissioners ef Agriculture will probably dis- 
tribute them more usefully than Representa- 
tives with the best possible intentions, 

Mr. Willlam L. Wilson of West Virginia heart- 
fly approves Mr. Burnett’s proposition and will 
tavor its adoption in the House. The experi- 
ment station will see to it that cotton seeds are 
not distributed in localities where the climate 
forbids cotton culture er the consignment of 
turnip seeds exclusively to an entire State.

There in a great deal of speculation being in- 
dulgedin from day to day about a so-called 
Compromise Tariff bill that is to be reported by 


the Committee on Ways and Means. Chairman 
Mills says heisat a loss to comprelend the 
talk, for he has no notion of compromising. He 
has not yet received from the Treasury experts 
theresults of their conmiparison ofthe Senate 
bili with that of the House, but he savs that he 
does not see how the Ways and Means Commit- 
teo ean undertake to compromise on a bill 
that proposes to inorease the duty on tin 
plates $7,000,000, as the Senate dill does, 
if the effect of the rates is te be ealculated upon 
the basis of last year’s importations. Lhe Ways 
and Means Committee may take all the reduc- 
tions made by the Senate, its administrative 
features, and its free list, and chunge its sugar 
schedule, striking eut the bounty previsions 
and the proposed reduction ef internal revenue. 
That would #earcely eonstitute a compremise 
measure, andit would fall so far short of it 
that the Senators who havo undertaken to pay 
the manufacturers for the support thev gave 
the Kepublican ticket last Fall would very 
promptly regret it if it should happen to reach 
them, As things look now, it is extremely 
doubtful whether any tariff or tax reduction 
measure will go te the President from the 
Fiftieth Congress. 


An effort was made by Mr, Riddleberger this 
afternoon to secure an executive session ofthe 
Benate in order to remove the tnjunction of 


secrecy from the vote by which the British ex- 
tradition treaty Was rejected last week. Sineo 
that vote was announced many of the 
Senators havo received letters asking if 
they were among the 15 who voted for 
the treaty. To these inguiries the Senators 
have been compelled to reply that they are net 
able, under the ruies of the Senate, to answer 
directly, but most of them give assurances that 
it would greatly delight thom if their constitu- 
ents could be advised of the facts in the case. 
There ia a general feeling in favor of making 
the vote public, and the refasal of the Senate to 
agree to do se to-day eaused some surprise. It

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THE CABLE ROAD’S DEMAND 


"HE BILL TO BE OFFERED 
IN THH ASSEMBLY 10-DAY. 
SENATOR GRADY’S OBJECTION TO A PO- 
LITICAL PRAYER—A PROJECT TO 

TUNNEL THE EAST RIVER, 

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—Mr. Hamilton has decided 
to stand sponsor to the Cable bill, and it will 
come before the House to-morrow. He said to- 
day that in the past the only interest he ever 
took in the measure was that which he gleaned 
from the newspapers, but that he had investi- 
gated the subject with partioular eare, and had 
come to the conclusion that the present pro- 
moters of the cable company intended to act 
differently from the men- who have managed it 
in the past; that they intended to make con- 
cessions to the city which the old company 
would mot do, and that their transactions 
wenld be upon a bona fide basis. He was eon- 
vinoed that it went a great way toward solving 
the rapid transit problem in New-Yerk, and so 
far as he was concerned he was perfeetly will- 
ing to take ail ‘the responsibility. 

The bill which he will tntreduce is practically 
the same as Senator Pierce’s, now before the 
Senate. It legalizes all existing contracts of 
the old company, perfects the defects in its 


charter, and pledges the company to pay 5 
er cent. of its grvss reveipts to the city. But 
t goes farther, and exempts the company from 

that pars of the Cantor act which compels the 
franchise to be seid at public auetion to the 
highest bidder. The reason advanoed by the 
cable peeple for asking this coneession 16 that 
under the Cantor act spurious bidders could 
raise the limit to such a prieé as to prevent the 
cable read from constructing its lines. 

The “striking” members of the Legislature 
are ourious to know who is to back the Cable 
bili this year. It is the first time im the history 
of the coneern that its backers have come out 
openly and asked for legisiation. Heretofore 
their actions have been ceonspicueus for trick- 
ery, device, and fraud, and their unexpected 
frankness and openness this time have led those 
members who are looking fer piunder to be- 
lieve that something more substantial than 
wind and promises are behind this bill. The 
queries of the “strikers” are “Who is behind 
it?’ and “‘ What will they pay for votes?’ The 
promoters have up to this timé carefully con- 
cealed themselves, which proves that they are 
adepte in the art of hamdiing, or more properly 
speaking, buying, Legislatures. Every. one who 
ig at all familiar with Albany legislation knows 
that the only way for acabie rallread bill to 
pass the Legislature, after the unsavory and 
dishonest methods hitherto employed, will be 
by corruption, 

Itis known that the companyis capitalized 
to the “extent of $15,000,000. It is declared 
that a certain rer rg 2 house, whose name is 
not mentioned, holds bonds suflicient to con- 
struct the entire road, slevated and sable, lat- 
era! and longitudinal If,as common rumor 
puts it, those adeptsin Legislature manipuia- 
tlen, Addition, Division, and Silence Kemble, 
W. L. Elkins, and Peter A. B, Widener, of Phila- 
delphia, Vhicago, and San Francisco fame, are 
behind it, then the greed ef the striking mem- 
bers ¢an be easily understood. 

These gentlemen ewn to-day every street 

ailway of any profit in Pennsylvania, and the 

est paying roads in Chieage, St. Louis, 8t. 

Paul, Minneapolis, San Francisco,and Washing- 
ing, D.C. It is net surprising that they are 
reaching out for New-York where they are 
only too quick to realize that a large and pro- 
fitable fleid is before them. ‘They tried to come 
in in 1884, but Jacob Sharp had too good a 
grip on the State Legislature and the New-York 
Cemmon Council, and it was necessary for 
them to defer their ambition till the more glar- 
ing episodes in the history of the Broadway 
Road had passed from the people’s minds. 

Now the question is, not what does this com- 
pany propose to do, but what does it not pro- 
pose todo? It will pay to the city, as hag been 
said, 5 per cent. of its gross receipts, which is 
reasonable,in return for its modest request that 
the best part of the Cantor act shall not apply 
toit. Anditis always willing to abandon the 
foliowing routes: Madison-avenue, above Forty- 
seeond-street; Forty-second-strect, east of Mad- 
ison-avenue; Fifty-ninth asd Twenty-second 
streets; East Broadway, from Chambers-street 
to the East River, as the promoters incorrectly 
say, forgetting that East Broadway only runs to 
Grand-street; the exterior line, from Barrow- 
street along Thirteenth-avenue to Seventy-sec- 
ond-street, and the route from King’s Bridge to 
the Yonkers oity line. The company is also 
willing that no line shall be abandoned without 
the consent of the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund. If the technieal defeot in the oharter is 
corrected the company will give three routes 
running north d soath from Twenty-third- 
strest. Some ef the lines will be by jelevated 
roads, the remainder by cable. 

It ia proposed to run the main eleva road 
from the Battery along West-street to Tenth- 
avenue, thence to One Mundred ana HRighty- 
ninth-street. The main cable lMnes will run 
along the Boulevard, Lexington and First ave- 
nues. The first, or the Boulevard line, will be- 
gin at Central Park and Fifty-ninth-street and 
run up the Boulevard to the King’s Bridge road, 
to Broadway, and to the Yenkers city line. 

The second or Lexington-averue line will be- 
in at the South Ferry and run up Broad te 

all street, to the Wall-Gtreet Ferry, being di- 
verted at William-street to Frankfort-street, 
where the cabis ends and the elevated railway 
begins. The elevated will run from Frank- 
fortand William streets to Park-row, to the 
City Hall Park, through Gentre to Thomas, to 
Elm, to Grand, to Crosby, to Bleecker, from 
Bieecker to Great Jones-street. The elevated 
will cut through the two solid blecks terminat- 
Ing at the latter street and Lafayette-place. 
Here the cable takes ite grip again, running 
through Lafayette-place to Astor-place, to 
Feurth-avenue and Twenty-third-street, to Lox- 
ington-avenue, thence to One Hundred and 
Thirty-first-street and the Hariem River. 

The third cable route is that along First 
avenue. Beginning at Madison and Chambers 
streets the road will run to Catharine, thence to 
Division, to Chrystie, to Houston, to Second- 
avenue, to Twenty-third-street, to First-avenue, 
to One Hundred and Twenty-eighth-street and 
the Harlem River. 

The laterallines are numerous and embrace 
the best and most popalar orenenee in the 
oity. Here they are: Liberty, Maiden-lane, 
Cortlandt, Chambers, Duane,Watts ana Breome* 
Barrow, Fourth, West and East Thirteenth, 
West Fourteenth, East Twenty-third from Madi-

2, The manner in which and by whom the plans 
end specifications for such —s were drawn up, 
to whom such plans and specifications were ex- 
hibited or sent, and whether auch plans and apecifi- 
cations were altered or changed, and if so, when 
and by whom, and in what manner, 

3. If any bids for doing said work were presented 
to the committee appointed in 5 emcgy ony of the act 
of 1888, or to any of its members, or to Superin- 
tendent Andrews before the propesets for the con- 
tract were advertised, and ifseo, by whom, and at 
what time. 

4. The relative cost of a papier-maché ceiling, a 
quartered oak ceiling, and a carved oak ceiling. 

That said committee shall have full power to 
prosecute its inquiries in any and every direction 
in its judgment necessary and proper to enable it to 
ebtain and report the informatior required. Said 
committee shall have power to send for persons, 
booka, and papers, and employ a stenegrapher. 

Mr. Hamilton introduced the Ives Senate bill 
to permit the Contary Club of New-York to hold 
$500,000 worth of real estate, instead of $300,- 
000 as now. The bill was ordered to a third 
reading.

The bec hay gentleman, who was 
Chaplain of the Senate during the sessions of 
1884 and 1885, and who last year made an in- 
effectual and most unehristianlike attempt to 
secure the appointment again, consumed 11 
valuable minetes in informing his maker of the 
moral turpitude of the average city legislator.

ebate. 

Mr. Grady rose to a question of privilege. 
He said: 

“Task unanimous consent at this time to 
make a motion that the officer in charge of the 
invitation of clergymen to open the proceedings 
of the Senate with prayer be directed to omit 
from the invitation for the rest of the session 
the gentleman who hae just assaulted the threns 
of mercy with a very peouliar petition. Ido 
not think that under the guise of a prayer we 
ought te be required to sit here and have the 

olitical majorities of our eities assailed as being 
tenacnat immigrants committed to superstition. 
That is a little heavy upon our consciences here, 
Ihave no objection to any prayer that calis 
down from the throne of mercy such grace as 
may be required fer this body.” 

Mr. Erwin—Was not the prayer offered for the 
gentleman from the Sixth District ? 

Mr. Grady—I hepe not. 

Mr. Erwin—I think it was. 

Mr. Grady—I don’t think so. Aurvety who 
thinks that prayer was offered fer him is wel- 
come toit. The prayers Ihave been brought 
up to respect and believe in were somethin 
other than political speeches. I’ve never in al 
my public experience beén required to listen to 
‘such an iasuit to the members of a repreaenta- 
tive beady and their eonstituencies. Fur no one 
can defend any such utterance as we have lis- 
tened te to-day upon the supposition thatitisa 
prayer. If they can their prayers must be 
a up with a good deal of selfishness, That 
is all. 


prayer. He said: “Itis time such a document 
asthat should goto the people of this State. 
Why should seven or eight men representing 
censtituenscies of this State as good and pure 
and intelligent as any other constituencies of 
the State have their religion insulted and their 
constituencies insulved by the elaptrap politt-

Mr, Erwin—I would like te know as one mem- 
ber of this body what particular thing it was 
that was objected to in the prayer. I under- 
stood the reverend docter to pray against ballot- 
box stuffing, and he uttered a petition against 
intemperance and vice. Is it possible that this 
Was crime, or that there is anything in it which 
is insulting to these gentlemen that sit here? I 
must eonfess that I thought it was avery elo- 
quent prayer, a very good and avery wise 
prayer, and I would like te knew what the par- 
ticular ebjection of the Senator is * 

Senator Raines rose to continue the discus- 
sion, but the Lieutenant-Governor said that the 
whole debate was out of order, and that the 
regular order of business must be proceeded 
with. The Lieutenant-Governor ruiéd out Sen- 
ator Grady’s motien and the debate was stopped. 

Mr. Grady’s second attack of verbosity was

Against the bill were Deputy 
Bogivet James I. Martin, County Clerk Reilly 
of New-York, County Clerk Kaiser of Kiags, and 
several County Clerks from the interier ef the 
Btate. Messrs. Martin and Reilly alao opposed 
the Hamilton Bloch Index bill, which was sup- 
ported by Dwight Olmstead and Judge Arnoux 
befere the same committee. 

The Assembly Committee ‘on Banks gave a 
hearing this afternoon on Mr. RKhodes’s bill 
making Saturday a whole holiday in the months 
of June, Jaly, August, and September. Many 
letters from banks and other financial inatita- 
tions received by the committee favored the 
repeal of the present half-heliday law, while 
many favored the proposed billin ite entirety. 
The majority, however, favored amending the 
bill so that Saturdays in July and August enly 
be made whole holidays. President Stephenson 
of the Eighth-Avenue Bank, New-York City, 
addressed the committee. He thought it would 
be better to confine the whole holiday to July 
and August, but would prefer giving up the 
Saturdays in all four months to the present 
half-holiday law. 

A number of Buffalo banks sent a petition 
against the bill, hoiding that it would cause 
great inconvenience and delay to Captains of 
vessels by depriving them of the privilege of 
getting money from banks on Saturday. 

Samuel Gompers, President of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, opposed the repeal ef the half- 
holiday law. The cemmittee will give another 
hearing on Tuesday afternoon next. 

The arrival of Cornelius N. Bliss, whose name 
has been mentioned at odd intervals in conneo- 
tion with a Cabinet position, set the politicians 
to speculating to-night. Several thought he was 
a messenger plenipotentiary from Mr. Warner 
Milier on the temperance tangle in which the 
Republican members of the Legislature are now 
involved. But as a matter of fact.Mr. Bliss saw 
none of the Republiean leaders, although many 
ef them were in the same hotel with him, and 
his mission here is to oppese Mr. Connelly’s 
bill to pave the Beulevard. 

Judge Noah Davis snd Walter Howe will be 
the principal speakers at the exeise hearing 
Thursday night. The Republican caucus has 
been postponed to next Tuesday night in order 
not to interfere with Thursday nicht’s hearing.

ORGANIZED WORK THH BEST. 


HOW OBARITY IS SYSTEMATICALLY 
DISPENSED IN THIS CITY. 

With a well-filied stage and a good-sized 
audience in the body of the room the Charity 
Organization Society of the City of New-York 
met in Association Mall,.in East Twenty-third- 
street, last night for its eighth annual publte 
meeting. Robert W. De Forest, President of the 
society, was Chairman. With him on the plat- 
form were Bishop E. G. Andrews, William 
Smith Brown, the Rey. Dr. E. C. Bolles, Charles 
Hauselt, Herbert B. Turner, Dr. 8. F. Morris, 
John Paton, Francis H. Weeks, Henry Holt, O. 
T. Bannard, M. 8. Thompson, Constant A. An- 
drews, the Rev. Sumuel M. Jackson, Dr. 8. H. 
Cernnecens, besides the speakers of the even- 

ne. 

“The society has its enemies,” said President 
De Forest, ‘‘and we are proud of our enemies. 
We cannot do our duty without making enemies, 
We have our critics and we welcome them. We 
know where we are weak and we think we know 
when we fail. We are all learners, humble learn- 
ers. All we olaim is that we are doing the best 
we can with the means at our command.” 

Letters were read frem President-elect Har- 
rison and Mgr. Preston regretting that they 
could not be present. Mr. Harrisen wrote that 
frem his attendance ata similar meeting in In- 
dianapoiia it could be judged that he sympa- 
thized with the society’s aims. 

Charles D. Kellogg, General Secretary, read 
extracts from the annual report. It showed 
that, exclusive of a legacy of $500, which waa» 
added to the permanent fund, the incomeof the 
society for the year was $30,605 39, a falling 
off of $1,136 89 frem the previous year. Its ex- 
Penses were $33,370 53. The exeess was met 
by the balance oarried ever from previous years, 
and tne society began 1889 with a emall sur- 
plus. There were 325 new contributions during 
the year. It will cost not less than $32,500 te 
carry on the work of the society upon its pres- 
ent scale during 1889. Two new district offices, 
each involving an expenditure of $1,500, are 
required to include the entire olty south of the 
Hariem River in the society’s distriet system, 
but they will not be added antil the neeessary 
means are assured. 

Twelve churcnes and societies have been 
added to the co-operating agencies, making a 
total of 244, The list comprises 47 sooleties 
for general relief, 7 national relief societies, 24 
medical obarities, 13 institutions for indoor ro- 
lief, and 153 churches and corperations. 

The registration bureau had 15,056 cases 
during the year. In district work volunteer 
committees have dealt with 4,625 cases, and 
4,901 others have deen referred to the proper 
eharities, Fifty-one families were sent to dis- 
tant places, and 507 were raiscd from mendi- 
ounucy toseli-support. Four hundred and fifteen 
eases Of fraudulent mendicancy were exposed. 
The visits made in behalf of the poor amount 
to 21,638, and 14,025 letters were written in 
their behalf, The society’s wood yard had been 
fairly successful, and a guarantee fund of 
$5,009 having been obtained a laundry will be 
opened at 1,083 Park-avenue. Over 195 volun- 
teers have taken part in the district work of 
the society. ’ 

President Gilman of Jehns Hopkins Univer- 
aity apoke strongly in favor of organizatien in 
charitable werk. The Rey. Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke and the Rev. Dr. D. H. Greer also urged 
the need of organization to make charity effect- 
ive aud suecessful, 





ADVIOE FROM MAYOR GLEASON. 


IN HIS THIRD ANNUAL MESSAGE HE 
FORETELLS MORE TROUBLE. 

At the regular meeting of the Long 
Island City Board ef Aldermen last evening 
Mayor Gleason sentin his annual message. It 
israther lengthy and decidedly interesting. It 
is the Mayor’s third annual message, and the 


‘recommendations are many. Speaking of the 
city’s financial eondition he says: 

“The bonded debt amounts to $913,000, of which 
$16,500 are public school bonds issued under the 
act of 1887, authorizing the erection of three public 
achoolhonses. The Treasurer reports that there 
wasin his hands on Deo, i, 1885, to the credit of 
the several funds an wunexpended balance of 
$255,510 46. Some $26,000 only of suel sum has 
oe appled by you toward the current tax 

6 . 

He dwells for some length upon the fact that 
the city has no Board of Health, despite his at- 
tempt to organize one. He reiterates the state- 
ment of his previous messages regarding the 
public buildings. In the Police Department he 
advises the appointment of twenty more patrol- 
men and two Sergeants. He impresses upon the 
board the value of the olty'’s water front and 
pays the Long Island Railroad a compliment in 
the conolusion. He says: “ Efforts will be made 
again, no doubt, this year by certain corpora- 
tions to ‘gobble up’ through some act of the 
Legislature a large part of our water front. In 
the interest of the city I shall oppose and re- 
sist the passage of any such act to the utmost, 
as heretofore, and I hope yeur honorable body 
will take such action to oppese the same as the 
ocession may demand.”

TO HELP THE MINER,

more than $2,000,000 in wages by the system 
ot “docking” that revails at every col-. 

The introdaction of a bill .which 
if passed will change that »@system 
and increase the amount to be paid 
annually by the operators to their employes by 
that enormeus sum, has brought a powerful 
lobby of wealthy coal mine owners and Super- 
intendents to Harrisburg to. defeat the bill if

The bill to do away with the dockage system 
at mines and compel the operater to 
weigh both the ooal and slack in each 
car, Charging the miner with the exact 
weight of the waste found among his 
coal, has been reported from committee to the 
House. The coal operators here who will make 
desperate efforts to defeat the bill represent a 
capital of $50,000,000,

THE DISPLAY OF TEMPTING DISHES AND 
SHAPELY M@DELING LARGER AND 
FINER THAN EVER BEFORE.

Two or three flow- 
erDieces mounted in frames or s8e6 1n baskets, 
all of paste or candy, are worthy of notice, and 
there are several pavilions anu allegorical de- 
signs besides eatable dishes. ©. Ranhofer, 
Twenty-sixth-street; C. Laperraque, Beaver- 
street, and L. Ragot ana A. Dubois, Broad- 
way, are the chefs. ! 

The Hoffman House, of which O. Laperruque 
is chef, makes a large exhibit, but lts crowning 
work, as well 28 the most artiatie piece ‘in the 
hall, wag the wild boar hunt modeled in white 
paste. Nearit were two other very oreditable 
pieces of modeling. A Oupid standing 24 inches 
high was like a marble sculpture. 

Next in order of merit was the individual 
work from the Café Savarin, A. Tenn, chef.

THE ORPHAN OF TH SOLDIBR. | 


HOW THE SENTIMENT OF GRATITUDE 
IS MISUSED IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
HARRISBURG, Feb. 5,—A year or so after the 
close of the rebellion a number of schools, inde- 
pendent of the regular common achools of the 
State, but supperted by the State, were estab- | 
hsahed in Pennsylvania for the care and edu- , 
cation of the orphans of soldiers and sailors 
who had been eltizens of this Commonwealth, 
The appropriation annually made for the carry- 


ing on of these schools was exceedingly liberal, 
and the persons who had the management of 
them were able to make them so protitable 
to themselves that through politieal influence 
and 4 persistent use of the sentiment of | 
“gratitude te the old soldier’ the time set 
by law for the expiration of these schools | 
has been several times extended, although the 
original purpose of the institutiong had been | 
served by the orphans of the war having 
reached tbe age set by the law. ! 

The management of the Pennsylvania sol- 


unsevory scandals, and dur- 
the administration of Gov. Pattison 
of corruption and jobbery and 
diversion of the schools from their legitimate 
uses were wade, and an endeavor was 
made to investigate them by a_legis- 
lative committee. Many of the charges 
were backed by evidence that impli- 
cated a number ef prominent Republican 
politicians in the mismanagement of the insti- 
tutions, but the movement te have an official j 
investigation made was defeated by the Repub- 
lican Lexislature, and another ten years’ lease 
of the scheols was given to the syndicate 
that asked for it. The time will expire next 
July, and the same managers are again in Har- 
risburg asking tor five yéars more on the same 
old plea that “the wards of the State” have 
net all yet been cared for, and that 
Sympathy fur the ‘‘old soldier’ and gratitude 
for his services demands still longer care by the 
State of his erphaus, although the orphans that 
were orixinally made the State’s charge have 
all reached their majority long ago. 

This demand of the soldier's orphan syndi- 
cate for another milliop or two of the publis 
money is being opposed strongly by many Re- 
publicans in the Legislature, and a committee 
has been appointed to investigate oharges that 
have been made against the management of 
the schvols. ‘ : 

Trere are five “old soldiers’ on the commit 
tee, and while a majority in the Legisiature ls 
undoubtedly of the mind that the ssheols have 
allply served the purpese for which they were 
feunded, the “sympathy and gratitude” sen- 
timentis being se stronely worked through the 
State by the lobby directly interested in the 
matter that the chances are the extension will 
be recommended. 

This Svidier’s Orphan’s School bill is 
not the only measure that is being pusned at 
Harrisburg this session, for whieh the * erati- 
tude te the old soldier’ sentiment is made 
the pies. <A bill making it a misde- 
Meanor punishable with beavy fine or im- 
prisonmeat for any pubiie otticer, either State, 
city, County, or townsbip, to failto prefer vet- 
eran soldiers in making appointments to office, 
and providing that such appointees suall not be 
removed during good behavior, will come up 
to be acted on this week. These two bills, 
with one making it mandatory on every school 
board in the Staio to keep at all times the Amer- 
icau fag fiying from eueh audevery schoolhouse, 
under severe penalty for faliure, have given the 
Republicarg orators in the Legisiature opportu- 
nity to indulge themselves in much buncombe 
in referring to tue measures as indications of 
the upseltiish patriotism of their party.

KILLED BY A MADMAN. 
RATES 
A PEANUT VENDOR THE VICTIM AFTER 
A FIERCE STRUGGLE. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 5.—A madman last night 
stabbed an luoffensive peanut vendor here, who, 
from the injuries received, died to-day. 

‘“*T see blood, blood on the moon,” excitedly 
exclaimed Lee Willey, a young Man who came 
here from Gloucester Point, Gloucester County, 
Va., last night shertly before 8 o'clock, as he 
daneed about wildly in the cabin of the pungy 
Silver Star, lying at Pratt-street wharf. 

He suddenly bolted out of the eabin and went 
across Pratt-street to Calvert-street, where 
Francis Valentine for 35 years Kept # fruit and 
candy stand. Valentine was 62 years old. 

Going up te the stand Willey took a handfal 
of peanuts from atray. The old man remon- 
strated, when Willey without a word 
rushed to the opposite corner, and break- 
ing open a glass case at the stand of 
William Hill pulled out a broad sheath 
knife with a blade five inehes in length. Hill 
attempted to seize him, but the fellow made a 
atroke with the knife, eutting Hill’s coat at the 
shoulder. 

Willey then dashed over to Valentine, and 
savagely attacked him. The old man was 
huried to the ground with Willey on top, 
making gashes with the knife upea his head 
Valentine threw up his left hand to shield 
his head and Willey hacked the back of the 
hand almvost to pieces. Valentine received half 
a dozen deep euts in the back of the head, ope 
extending down and below the right ear. 

Hardy, 
a colored walter, grasped a heavy knotted club 
and brought it down with all bis force upon 
Witley’s skull, causing an indentation mene 
aninch deep, The police then came up, and, 
after a fierce struggle with the madman, con- 
veyed him to the station nouse.

NEW-YORK IN 1789. 

At a well-attended meeting of the His- 
torical Society last night, under the Chairman- 
ship of President John A. King, an interesting 
paperon “ New-York City in the Year 1789” 
was read by Mr. Thomas E, VY. Smith. 

The city contained at that time, according to 
the beat estimates obtainable, about 27,000 or 
28,000 inhabitants and some 4,200 buildings. 


It did not extend mueh north ef Canal-street on 
the east side or of Chambers-street en the west 
side, The fashienable residence neighborhood 
was seuth of Chumbersa-street to Bewling Green 
aud between Pear! and Greenwich strecis. 
There wae one newspaper, the Laily Advertiser, 
one bank, and one instrance company. There 
were 17 ehurches, and about as liberal 
@ provision of schoolhouses, relatively, as at 
present. The commerce of the country bad 
been practically ruined by the Revolution, the 
imports in 1788 amounting to only $1,900,000. 
One ship was built in the city in 1789, but thera 
were 17 fire engines and 320 firemen. The 45 
watehmen were Kept busy Chasing roughs and 
marauders from Philadelphia. There were nine 
courts, including a Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
that passed nine sentences of death in 1789 for 
burglary, robbery, and forgery. 

President Washington lived in a large but an- 
comfortable mansion at 3 Cherry-street, facing 
Franklin-square, where ne held receptions twice 
a week. Mrs. Washington did not muen like her 
residence in New-York City, and appeared is 
public only once in 1789 with ber husband ata 
theatre. The inauguration ceremonies were de- 
seribed by an eye witness from a neigboring 
housetop as impressiveand beyond descriptien.

distribution of seeds. Mr. BURNETT ot 
Massachusetts proposes that the seeds now 
scattered over the land by members of Con- 
gress shall hereafter be distributed from 
the agricultural experiment stations of the 
several States or by the State officers in 
States that‘have no experiment stations. 
Undoubtedly the seeds ought not to be dis- 
tributed on the plan thus far followed, and 
Mr. BURNETT’s plan is greatly to be pre- 
ferred. It does not appear that the depart- 
ment’s seeds are worthless—like those sent 
out under a preceding Administration—or 
that there was any jobbery connected with 
the purchase of them. But, under the 
system now used, the distribution is a 
farce. The. really valuable seeds are neg- 
lected. Last year 253,739 packages of tur- 
nip seed were sent out by members of the 
House, and only 354 quarts of wheat and 
26 quarts of millet. The packages are 
scattered without much regard for pe- 
culiarities of climate or soil. Seeds that 
could be useful only in the South have 
been sent to Northern States. Not long ago 
the virtuous letter of rejection from a 
member whose district is in a thickly- 
settled part of this city showed that 32 
quarts of a new kind of seed wheat had 
been set apart for distribution among his 
constituents. The seeds should be intrusted 
to competent agents who will put them 
where they are needed and can be used, or 
the Gevernment should go out of the seed 
business. 








It appears that our Government has con- 
sented to a new conference on Samoan 
affairs, to be held in Berlin. As the former 
conference was held here it was regarded 
as no more than reasonable to comply with 
the request to have the newone at the 
German capital. It is presumed that Great 
Britain will take part, and as she has no 
Minister at Washington at present, that 
was an additional reason for consenting to 
the proposition. There is no reason to 
doubt that a conference will lead to the 
settlement of the difficulty in the Samoan 
Islands on a satisfactory basis, which will 
at once afferd protection to all foreign in- 
terests and maintain the independence of 
the native Government under conditions of 
stability and security. 








The Revised Statutes prescribe that the 
Secretary of War shall lay before Congress, 
on or before the first Monday in February 
of each year, an abstract of the returns of 
the militia of the several States as received 
by him from the State military autherities. 
The report of Adjt.-Gen. Drum, embodying 
this information, which. Secretary ENpI- 
coTr transmitted to Congress en Monday, 
may be a little disappointing as to the 
number of the organized militia force. The 
totals are 8,397 commissioned officers and 
98,109 enlisted men, making an aggregate 
of 106,506. This is a gain over the returns 
of a year ago, yet lessof a gain than had 
been hoped by some in view of the doub- 
ling of the annual militia appropriation by 
Congress. Still, many of these returns 


‘from State authorities date back a year or 


two, so that the full eftect of the liberal 
legislation of Congress cannot be seen in 
the present consolidated report. Perhaps, 
also, the principal effect of that legislation 
ought not to be looked for in the increased 
numbers of the militia, and such gain as 
there is may be more lasting for being 
gradual. 








The shooting of a riotous striker yester- 
day in the Boulevard appears to have been 
entirely justifiable. The officer who dis- 
charged his pistol had shown great forbear- 
ance under very strong provocation. *The 
mob of which the man shot was a member 
had injured persons and property, and 
showed no disposition to disperse or to desist 
from its. unlawful acts. The officer had 
twice fired in the air, and when he finally 
fired with an aim, it was after warn- 
ing and after he had himself been assault- 
ed and injured. His discharge by the 
police magistrate was a matter of course, 
The self-control of the police since the strike 
began has been as remarkable and as cred- 
itable as their courage and efficiency, and 
fer its behavior on this occasion the city 
has reason to be proud of the ferce. 











EX-SENATOR MILLERS CRITICISMS. 

Ex-Senator WARNER MILLER is at pres- 
ent engaged in an effort to prevent the pas- 
sage of any law at this session of the Legis- 
lature which shall accomplish anything in 
‘tthe way of a further restriction of the 
liguor traffic. The immediate object ef his 
attack is the bill reported by the Excise 
Revision Commission. This bill would be 
a substantial gain in restriction, as it 
would increase the minimum fee for liquor 
licenses from $30 to $300 in cities and 
from $30 to $100 in towns, andit would 
compel an advancein the fees now actually 
required of from 50 to 900 per cent. in dif- 
ferent parts of the State. This decided 
gain in restriction is entirely ignored by 
Mr. MILLER in the criticisms which he con- 
veys to the public through the Tribune, 
because it does not amount to real high 
license, which he very well knews cannot 
be obtained from the present Legislature. 
He says that the Republican Party is 
bound by every consideration of hon- 
or to vass “high license or re- 
strictive laws and leave the respen- 
sibility of their defeat, if they are 
defeated, with the Governor.” Very well, 
there is nothing to prevent its doing so, 
even though the utmost inthe way of re- 
strictive legislation which has a chance ef 
the Governor’s approval were first secured. 
But we wish the party pledge were a little 
more specific. Mr. MILLER says that it 
is ‘‘ pledged to the passage of a measure 
which shall not be less restrictive than the 
law passed last Winter.” Itis, unfortunate- 
ly for his argument and his veracity, 
pledged to nothing of the kind. The con- 
vention condemned the Governor for veto- 
ing the bill of last Winter and approved of 
its passage for him to veto, but its utmost 
in regard to future action 
was in these’ ambiguous words: ‘‘ We 
believe that such charges [imposed upon 
the liquer traffic] should be advanced to 
standards similar to those successfully en- 


} forced in other States under Republican 


control.” Itishard to make any definite 





license nledze-eut of this language, — 


and it was not intended to be taken as 


binding the party to pass any particular 


grade of high-license law. 

Mr. MiLuEr’s first objection to the Com- 
mission bill is that if passed it would settle 
the liquor legislation of the State for a 
long time to come, meaning evidently that 
it would prevent raising fees to a high- 
license standard hereafter. We see no rea-. 
son why ‘it should have any such effect. It 
would greatly simplify and strengthen the 
existing law and make a substantial, ad- 
vance in the fees, but it would be subject 
to amendment at any time. It would not 
prevent the Republicans from sticking to 
the high-license issue if they are pledged to 
that or wish to pledge themselves to it. 
They could put the responsibility upon the 
Governor for defeating higher fees any 
time they saw fit, or secure an increase 
whenever they had the power. By passing 
this bill for the gain it would afford and 
then insisting upon high license as an issue 
not to be given up, they would ait once hold 
the ground which the ex-Senator claims 
that they have taken and avoid the re- 
proach of defeating such restriction as is 
now within reach. 

Mr. MILLER’s criticisms of some of the 
provisions of the Commission bill are hardly 
ingenueus, though one or two of them have 
some force. He says that its chief claim to 
be restrictive lies in the provision forbid- 
ding an increase in the existing number of 
licenses until the ratio}is reduced to 1 for 
500 of the population.. That is something, 
but if there is anything in the high-license 
theory, theraising of fees by from 50 to 900 
per cent. will have a decidedly restrictive 
effect. Besides, there are many new restric- 
tions upon the granting of licenses. Mr. 
MILLER says that these do not apply to 
licenses now existing, and implies that 
present licenses can be renewed without re- 
gard to them. Of course, they do not and 
could not apply to licenses now running, as 
they are already granted, but there is no 
such thing as renewing old licenses. 
When they expire new ones would 
have to be obtained under all the 
conditions of the new law, except 
that, petitions of residents of the district 
and the consent of the owners of the 
premises are not required from present 
licensees who continue to occupy the same 
premises, Mr. MILLER objects to having 
any special consideration shown te those 
who are already in the business, when they 


apply for new licenses, and there is some 


force in his eriticism on that point. But 
when he objects to allowing a man who has 
paid for a license to move or to transfer 
his license to another on a strict com- 
pliance with all the provisions of the law 
as to new licenses he is unreasonable. 
Some of his other criticisms are trivial, 
little more than quibbles, and it is apparent 
that he is not so anxious to secure actual 
restriction of liquor selling as to save 
intact what he thinks may still be made 
a useful party issue for keeping down the 
Prohibition vote. He wants high license 
in politics, but is in no hurry for restric 
tion in the law. Mr. MILLER is in great 
danger of making a muddle of his party’s 
position on temperance legislation. 











REWARDS. 


Mr. Harrison’s Cabinet continues to 
puzzle the politicians af Washington and 


-elsewhere, and there is a good deal of evi- 


dence that it:puzzles him no less. Accord- 
ing to our Washington dispatches the best- 
informed Republicans in the national cap- 
ital have settled down to the belief that 
the President-elect intends to patcel eut his 
Cabinet appointments so as to secure 
proper rewards for services rendered in the 
late campaigu. Wedo not like to believe 
that he takes any such shallow and per- 
nicious view of his responsibilities as this. 
If he does, he will need the prayers not only 
of the forty Indianapolis clergymen who 
have promised to remember him in this 
way, but of the entire Republican Party, to 
prevent him from making a failure of his 
Administration at once sad and ridiculous. 
It. is true that the selection of Mr. WaNna- 
MAKER can only be explained on this prin- 
ciple, but Mr. WANAMAKER is only one 
man, and there is no reason why the mo- 
tives that suggest his appointment should 
prevail with all the others. The possible 
selection of Mr. JOHN C. NEw is also cited 
as an evidence of Mr. HARRISON’s methed. 
But in the first place Mr. NEw has not yet ac- 
cepted aplace, and in the second place there 
are other reasons for preferring him than 
his political services. He has been a very 


faithful friend and champion of Mr. HARRI- 


SON; that gentleman has great confidence 
in his loyalty—which is a very rare quality 
among possible Cabinet Ministers—and in 
the coolness of his judgment and the extent 
of his knowledge of political matters. We 
do not think that Mr. New’s would. be a 
wise appointment, but if Mr. HARRISON 
were to make it, it would not necessarily 
be as a reward for party service. 

The most curious fact in connection with 
this matter is that those Republicans who 
attribute to Mr. HARRISON the intention to 
hand areund his Cabinet appointments in 
the manner indieated do not appear te see 
anything wronginit. Theone instance— 
that of Mr. WANAMAKER—in which the 
principle may be regarded as adopted, has 
not brought ouf any general expression of 
disapproval among Republican journals, 
though a good many individual Republicans 
have been scandalized. by it. The average 
‘active’ Republican apparently sees no 
reason whatever why the expenditure of 
money, or of time and labor, or the con- 
tribution of personal influence, should net 
be made the basis of an, administrative ap- 
pointment, however high. Indeed, it is 
probable that most of this class would look 
upon any condemnation of that notion as 
extremely absurd and impractical. They 
would ask, with FLANAGAN of Texas, 
“What are we here for?” In the earlier 
and better days of the party, when the Re- 
publican organization was working disin- 
terestedly for a well-defined public end 
that was worthy to excite the zeal of its 
members, political service had a very differ- 
ent meaning from what it has now. Mr. 
LINCOLN recognized it in putting into his 
Cabinet such men as Mr. SEWARD and Mr. 
CuHasz, and even Mr. Barres and Mr. 
WELLES. But we can hardly conceive of 





his appointing aman for having contributed | 


“money to corrupt the suffrage, or for having 


skillfully used the meney thus contributed 
for that purpose. 

If, however, Mr. HARRISON is really to be 
guided by this principle, we desire to urge 
very earnestly the claims of the Hon. War- 
NER MiLtuER. No man contributed more, 
or sacrifice niore, than he for the cause of 
the national ticket. He has in substance 
avowed that his nomination on the high- 
license platform was designed fo hold the 
Prohibitionists to that ticket. It also had 
the effect—if not intended—of facilitating 
the trade by which the saloon Republican 
vote on the State ticket was traded with 
Gov. Hitt for votes for HARRISON. These 
things made Mr. Harrison President. If 
there is to be a system of rewards, Mr. 
MiILLER should be given any place he 
wishes. 











THE NICARAGUA CANAL BILL. 

The House continued yesterday to diseuss 
the conference report upon the Nicaragua 
Canal bill, but a vote was not reached. The 
curious opposition that had been shown be- 
fore the passage of the bill was renewed. 
Its nature may be inferred from the fact 
that it was excited afresh by the confer- 
ence committee’s rejection of the amend- 
ment requiring the company to print 
across the face of every stock certifi- 
cate aud bond the statement that the 
United States will not be responsible for 
the company’s debts or the fulfillment of 
its engagements. Mr. Coss ‘assailed the 
committee for having taken this action, 
and intimated that the omission of the 
amendment would ‘ put it in the power of a 
set of men to go abroad and raise money on 
false pretenses.” 

This is absurd, for the bill declares in 
the plainest terms that the United States 
shall not be held responsible. ‘ Nothing 
in this act,” it says, ‘‘shall be so con- 
strued as to commit the United States to 
any liability whatever for or on account 
of said company; nor shall the United 
States be held in anywise lable or respon- 
sible in any form or by any implication for 
any debt or liability in any form which 
said company may incur, nor be held as 
guaranteeing any engagement or contract 
of said company, or as having assumed by 
virtue of this act or otherwise any responsi- 
bility for the acts or proceedings of said 
eompany in any foreign country, or con- 
tracts or engagements entered into in the 
United States.” All this is in the bill, but 
certain gentlemen insist that it shall also 


_ be on all thesecurities. Isitnotenough that 


so positive a statement is in the charter? 

No one who has brains will buy the shares 
or subscribe for the bonds believing that 
the Government is bound to insure to him 
both interest and prineipal The company 
eannot raise money upon the “false pre- 
tense” that the investor will be protected 
by the Government. Mr. Coss seemed to 
think that in the epinion of certain people 
having money to invest in interoceanic 
eanals the Government would become re- 
sponsible because of the passage of the act 
of incorporation by Congress. Does any one 
think of holding a State liable for the debts 
of the corporations chartered by State 
laws? Mr. Coss also contended that Con- 
gress had. no constitutional authority to 
charter such a corporation, although it ap- 
pears that. he had been willing to waive 
this little objection if the company should 
be required to print the general warning on 
its certificates. 

Undoubtedly the bill as originally intro- 
duced was not perfect, and as passed by the 
Senate if. may have required amendment, 
but there was an attempt in the House to 
kill it by indirect attack. The opposition 
displayed in securing the passage of 
amendments aimed xt the life of the bill 
was tar from creditable te those who made 
it. The company is fairly entitled to a 
charter, and in that charter it ought not to 
be so handicapped by absurd or unneces- 
sary restrictions that it. cannot make a 
canal. 








PARLIAMENTARY PRAYERS. 

The position of Chaplain to a legislative 
body is not a bed of roses, as several worthy 
clergymen have found at Washington and 
elsewhere. ‘The position of provisional and 
casual “supply” for the legislative pulpit 
iseven more troublesome, A regularly-ap- 
pointed and permanent Chaplain, by a rea- 
sonable attention to the run of legislation, 
can keep himself from seeming to pray for 
or against any particular project of law. 
General petitions in the interest of morali- 
ty are not resented by Legislatures. 
Even the Chicago Convention beldly 
and defiantly planted the Republican 
Party on the side of “temperance and 
morality,” with the express approbation of 
a representative of the “ Republican saloon 
keepers” then and there present. But there 
are occasions on which the denunciation of 
particular sins might seem to bear a direct 
relation to the business before the House, 
and a Chaplain who fell upon one of these 
at the wrong season might have to bear the 
odium of having been “fixed” by the 
friends or opponents of a pending measure. 

The Rev. Mr. LEECH of Albany is presum- 
ably an exemplary clergyman, though Sen- 
ator MikE MurRpPHY declares him to be a 
“clap-trap politician who has been a peren- 
nial candidate for Chaplain of the Senate.” 
Being, however, selected casually by a com- 
mittee to pray for the Senate, and paid per 
prayer, Mr. LEECH yesterday rambled into 
a remark that gave great offense to certain 
Democratic Senators from this city. He 
prayed that the Senate might be delivered 
from ‘the political gamblers who buy up 
the votes of the ignorant immigrants who 
comprise such a large proportion of the pop- 
ulation of eities.” 

As with the maxims of Bunsby, the bear- 
ings of this remark lay in the application 
of it, and its. application was acknowl- 
edged, by being resented, by Senators 
GRADY and MurpHy. The former, though 
he'refrained from interrupting the prayer 
by rising to a question of privilege, moved 
at its conclusion that the person who had 
just invoked so ambiguous a blessing upon 
GRADY and GRADy’S constituents should 
not again be invited to conduct the relig- 
ious services of the Senate. Senator Er- 
WIN, On the other hand, energetically sus- 
tained the prayer. Being from St. Law- 
rence County, the withers of Senator ERWIN 
were unwrung. The vices and corruptions 
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of great cities are a favorite theme of his 
own, and one upon which he would will- 
ingly see the jealous vigilance of the whole 
State concentrated. 

This very faet shows that the Chaplain 
of the day erred in judgment, although he 
aid not so far err as to offend a majority of 
the Sehate: He may have been thinking 
of the Excise bill or of the Ballot Reform 
bill or he may have been thinking of 
neither, but like the prophet in Mark 
Twain’s version, just “ praying along” with- 
out a thought of offending anybody or of 
“ progressing” or postponing any particular 
measure. Nevertheless it must now be evi- 
dent to him that he would have done bet- 
ter to pray for the State at large, than to 
pick out districts of it, either urban or 
rural, as either especially in need of 
praying for or past it. Personalities in pub- 
lic prayer are generally recognized to bein 
bad taste, and partisanship is equally out 
of place in prayers on behalf of a legislat- 
iye body. Even where the prayer is es- 
teemed,to be “ sound” by the majority, it 
can do nothing more than to beget,in them 
a spirit of self-righteousness, while the mi- 
nority who are prayed at, as we may judge 
from the demeanor of GrRapy and 
MuRPHY, are put into a_ state of 
rage that prevents them from _ deriv- 
ing any moral benefit from the devo- 
tional exercise. It is to be deplored 
that they showed so much temper, nat only 
in their own spiritual interests, but be- 
cause it is to be feared that the Republic- 
ans will take advantage of their irritability 
by employing ministers of approved and 
violent Republicanism, suggesting topics 
to them and instigating them to partisan- 
ship. This would convert the devotions of 
the Senate into a baiting of the’Lemecratic 
Senators, which no humane person nor any 
person solicitous for the dignity of the 
Senate can desire. 

If Mr. Lerrcu offended wantonly, of 
course the motion of GRADY was justifiable, 
If he offended inadvertently, his offense is 
one that, in some degree, any Chaplain is 
liable to commit who is not aware what is 
going on in the body of which he is the au- 
thorized petitioner. The incident indi- 
cates the desirableness of a regular Chap- 
lain. In the matter of parliamentary 
prayers either the “‘ contract system” or the 
“*State-account system” is preferable to the 
**piece-price” system. 








The reference of the House Oklahoma 
bill yesterday to the Senate Committee on 
Territories instead of to the Committee on 
Indian Affairs must be regarded, on the 
whole, as a triumph for the measure as it 
stands, although no doubt the question as 
to the jurisdiction was considered mainly 
on its merits and without exclusive refer- 
ence to the treatment which the bill would re- 
ceive in the one orthe othercommittee. The 
Committee on Indian Affairs would, how- 
ever, be the less likely to hurry the measure 
through in season for enactment, or, rather, 
would be more likely to take all needed 
time to see that the rights of the Indians 
are protected, and perhaps te collect infor- 
mation on this pofmt. There were two 
modes of going to work for the opening of 
aportion of the Indian Territory and ad- 
joining tracts to settlement, one ef them 


enibodied in the House bill and the other: 


providing for a commission to procure in 
advance the consent of the Indians to sell 
er exchange certain tracts which would 
make a tolerably clear division with whites 
in the western part of the Territory and red 
men in the eastern. The latter plan has 
obvious merits, but the House acted on the 
supposition that much delay had already 
been made on preliminary work. 





There can hardly be any dispute as to the 
advisability of establishing a Naval Re- 
serve. The question has recently received 
the serious consideration of a large number 
of experts, whose opinions were asked for 
by the Board of Trade and Transportation 
of this city. The answers of the persons 
consulted have been unanimous as to the 
necessity of organizing such aforce. There 
have been differences only in regard to de- 
tails. The committee of five appointed 
te consider the matter has drawn up a 
bill embodying the features generally 
agreed upon by the persons consulted. This 
bill provides for the establishment ef a 
naval reserve artillery, a torpede corps, 
and a navigating reserve, to be recruited 
from the officers and crews of merchant 
steamers. This bill is before the State Leg- 
islature, and in view of the great public in- 
terest in naval matters there is no reason 
why it should not be passed without a dis- 
senting vote. England has long enjoyed 
the existence of a similar organization 
whose eflicient value is undeniable. If the 
smart American seamen and yachtsmen are 
enrolled in a naval reserve and taught how 
to use the arms provided for them, they 
will form a powerful adjunct to the regu- 
lar marine force of the country, and can be 
relied upon in case of emergency just as the 
militia isat the present time. There is no 
stronger argument in favor of this bill than 
the impossibility of finding a rational ob- 
jection to it.

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PRINCE RUDOLPH’S BURIAL 

HIS BODY PLACED IN HE 

CAPUCHIN VAULTS. 

ALL VIENNA IN MOURNING—THRONGS 
WITNESS THE SAD CEREMONIES— 
TWO SCANDAL-MONGERS ARRESTED. 

VIENNA, Feb. 5.—This city was to-day entirely 
given over to mourning. A!l places of business 
were clesed and the shops throughout the city 
put up their shutters early in the forenoon. 
Many streets, usually bright and animated, 
wore a deserted look, the life of the tewn being 
concentrated around the spot where the obse- 
quies of the Crown Prince were held. The 
thoroughfares leading to the Hofburg bear am- 
ple evidence of the publie sorrow. Numberless 
emblems of mourning, black flags, and draperies 
float from the roofs or drsop from the windows. 
Busts of the Crown Prince, surrounded with 
flowers, are seen amid the sable adornments of 
the baiconies. Enormous crowds began to as- 
semble outside the Geurt chapel at an early 
hour in the morning. Perfect order prevailed, 
however, in contrast with the disorder of yester- 
day. The admission of the public into the 
ehapel ceased at 10 o’clock, when troops barred 
the streets leading to the Hofbarg. 

The Emperor and Empress and the Crown 
Princess attended a requiem maas in the oratory 
of the palace, at which the ‘‘ Miserere” was sung 
by the Court choir. The service was ended at 
noon. The church bells then began. to toll. The 
coffin lid was fastened at 2 o’clock, and the-key 
Was confided to Prince Hohenlohe as Court 
Marshal. Soon afterward the gates of the 
chapel were closed and the members of the 
imperial family gathered around the catafalque 
to take alast farewell. The Imperial Guard in 
the meantime had taken a position in. the 
Franzen’s King and the mourners invited to 
the funeral were arriving. 

Just before 4 o'clock the members of the im- 
perial house who had left the chapel stopped in 
front of the side entrance of the Capuchin 
Churoh, in the Kloster Gasse, where they were 
received by Pringe Hohenlehe, Prince Hunya- 
di, chief master of ceremonies, and the Father 
Guardian, crisceg yew by friends of the com- 
munity bearing lighted tapers. The imperial 

arty went through the cloisters to the chureh. 

he interior of the church was entirely draped 
in black. The benches and seats were covered 
with sable cloth and the floor waa carpetea with 
black, Three rowsof benches stretehed from the 
entrance along the nave on the left, or Gospel 
side, while the rest of the space on this 
side, nearer the high altar, was filled 
by a dais with three rows of prie-dieux. 

The first row wasfor the Emperor and the 

King and Queen of the Belgians, and the other 

two rows for the Archdukes and Archdnchesses. 

The catafalque was erected in the middle of the 

church and was surrounded by massive cande- 

labra. Near the catafalque was a tabouret for 

Archbishop Gang)]bauer, who celebrated a pon- 

tifical mass. To the right of the main aisle, on 

the epistie side and opposite tle imperial dais, 
were prie-dieux for the use of Mgr. Galimberti, 
the papal Nunoio, ana other Bishops. 

On the stroke of 4 the coflin was lifted from 
the bier, Dlessed, and carried to the funeral car. 
The cortége then started fromthe Hoftburg. 
Upon reaching the Augustine Chureh the priests 
assembled there placed thems@lves at the head 
of the procession and were followed by the 
Court and State officials and the municipal 
authorities. When the car bearing the body 
arrived at the cloister gates, Emperor Francis 
Joseph: and the King and Queen of the Bel, 


giaus, followed by the other mourners, entered’ 


the body of the church. The Ministers of the em- 
pire, headea by Count Kalnoky, Count von Taafe, 
and Herr von Tisza, and accompanied by the 
Privy Councilors, tookup a position to the right 
ofthe vatafalque. Next to them, nearer fre 
Main entrance, came in order the Presidents 
and Vice-Presidents of the Reichsrath, the Hun- 
arian Diet and the Provincial Committee of 
ower Austria, the Burgomasters of Vienna and 
Pesth, the delegates of both capitals, and other 
daeputations. In three rews of seats to the left 
of the entrance the chief Court officials took 
their ‘places, including the Captains of the 
guard, the Emperor’s Adjutant-General, the 
Mistress of the Emperer’s household, the princi- 
al Court ladies, Stephanie’s Court Marshal, and 
udolph’s Adjutants. 

Archbishep Ganglbauer, with the cathedral 
chapter, awaited the coflin at the entrauce of 
the church anda preceded it to the interior. 
Amida solemn siience he blessed the body, 
sprinkling holy water: on the eoffin, upon 
whieh the Emperor during the whole ceremony 
kept a fixed gaze. Presently the thrilling strains 
of “Libera me, Domine,” sung by the Court 
choir, broke the impressive hush When the 
choral was over, and just as the Chamberiains 
were preparing to carry the coffin to the vault, 
the Emperor, stepping up to the bier, kneltin 
prayer. On arising he was joined by Archduke 
Charles, Prince Franois of Este, Prince Leopold 
of Bavaria, and Prince Philip of Coburg, and 
all followed the coffin to the vault, where, after 
the final blessing, Prince Hohenlohe delivered 
the be gay the charge of the Father Guardian. 

The mpresa, Crown Princess, Prineess 
Gisela, and Archduchess Marie Valerie did not 
attend the funeral, passing the time in prayer 
within the Hofburg. 

Ata meeting of the Council having charge of 
the serial publication of Rudolph’s work on 
Austria-Hungary to-day, Herr von Szoegyenyi 
intimated that the Emperor was in favor of econ- 
tinuing and completing the work, whicb, he 
said, would probably be finished under the pat- 
ronage of Crown Princess Stephanie. ; 

Several persons nave been arrested in cafés 
here for repeating the rumors that Crown 
Prince Kudoiph met hia death at the hands of 
the husband of a woman he had betrayed. Two 
gentlemen who were conversing on the subject 
in loud tones in the Graben were taken into 
eustody. 

While descending into the crypt the Emperor’s 
self-control vanished, and he threw himself 
upon the coffin and kissed it many times, sob- 
bing audibly. All present were deeply af- 
fected. After Prince Hobenlohe’s fermal 
question, ‘‘Dost thou recognize in the de- 
parted the most illustrious Archduke and 
Capuchin,” and the Prior’s reply, “Yes. T 
body of the illustrious dead will be well guard 
by us here with due care,” Prince Hohenlohe 
handed the keys of the coffin te the Prior. The 
Emperor regained his self-possession upen leav- 
ing the crypt. 

It is announced that Crown Prircess Ste- 
phanie will return to Brussels. 

The Correspondence de l’ ist announces that 
the Emperor has deeided to devote the capital 
of 4,000,000 florins to the maintenance of Crown 
Princess Stephanis. The daughter will be edu- 
eated in Vienna. In acvordance with Rudolph’s 
will, if the daughter marries, half of her 
mother’s interest will be hers; if the mother re- 
marries she shall receive only a half interest, and 
in the event of either dying the survivor shail 
take the whole. , 


PESTH, Feb. 5.—The Nation (newspaper) pub- 
lishes the letter written by Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph a short time before his death to Herr von 
Szoegyenyi, the attaché ef the imperial house- 
hold to whom he had intrusted the preparation 
of his papers. The letter reads: 

DEAK SZOEGYENYI: I send you herewith a codicil. 
Execute its provisions and those of my. will drawn 
two years ago with the assent of my wife. in my 
study at the Nofburg stands a small table. With 
the inclosed goid key open the drawers and you will 
find my papers, the arrangement of which I in- 
trust te you, leaving it to your eee ms to decide 
what to publish. I can live no longer. Remember 
me to all my good friends. Farewell. God bless our 
beleved Fatherland. Yours, RUDOLPH. 

The above letter, although net dated, 1s 
knewn to have been written at Meyerling on 
Jan. 29. 

BERLIN, Feb. 5.—The question of the succes- 
s10n to the Austrian throne its causing increas- 
ing excitement in official and diplomatic circles, 
The papers quote an article from the /talia, the 
official journal of Signer Crispi, the Italian 
Prime Minister, declaring that the Salic law has 
been virtually abolished in Austria-Hungary 
since the Pragmatic Sanction, and that the 
Crown Prince Rudolph’s daughter is the heir to 
the throne. It is certain that Premier Crispi 
does not relish the prospect that the heir of the 
Duke of Modena, who was dispossessed by the 
unification of Italy, should beeome the pre- 
ur- 
thermore, both Archduke Karl and his son 
Franz are ultra-Catholic foes of the house of 
Savoy and enemies ef Italian unity, and are 
ardent allies of the Vatican. Apart. from these 
enmities, even if class interests did net raise 
the question of succession, it would be doubt 
ful if official opinion here would maintain the 
right of Emperor Francis Joseph in following 
precedent to declare, through an act of sucees- 
sion, the Princess Elizabeth the heir to the 
throne. 

Advices from Pesth say that the question 
already engages the anxious attention of the 
Ministers, although no official notification ra- 
Specting the succession will be made until the 
end of the year. The Government organ, Pesier 
Llovd, vaguely suggested yesterday the right 
ef Princess Elizabeth to succeed to the throne, 
The Vienna press in the mesntime treats the 
right of Archduke Karl as incontestable. 

The North German Gazetie publishes an articie 
in which it severely denounces those news- 
papers which have circulated the reports that 
the Crown Prince of Austria was slain on ac- 
count of bis relations with certain wemen. 


Lonpon, Feb. 5.—A requiem mass for the late 
Austrian Crown Prince was celebrated here to- 
day. The Prince of Wales, Prince Christian, 
Prince Henry of Battenberg, Lord Salisbury, 
and the Russian, French, German, Turkish, and 
Belgian representatives attended the service.

IS THIS THE TRUE STORY?

A BIG STEAMSHIP SCHEME. 





THE MISSION OF SIR GEORGE BADEN- 
POWELL TO CANADA. 

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Feb. 5.—Sir George Smith 
Baden-Powell, member of Parliament for Kirk- 
dale Division ef Liverpool, England, passed 
through yesterday on his way to the Pacific 
coast. His visit to Canada isin the interest of 
@ scheme to establish a through route from 
Liverpool to China. itis proposed te establish 
# line ef fast steamships on the Atiantie, mak- 


ing regular weekly trips between Liverpool 
and one of the Eastern Canadian ports of Mali- 
tax, Quebeo, or Montreal, there to connect with 
the Canadian Pacitio. Another line will make 
weekly trips between Vancouver and Yekohama 
and Hong-Korg. 

If Sir Geerge is favorably impressed with the 
scheme he and his associates will endeavor to 
secure subsidies from the British and Canadian 
Governments. The British Government has 
already consented te give £45,000 subsidy for 
® line of steamers to run monthly providing 
the Canadian Government gives £15,000, but the 
idea now is to increase this amount to £60,000 
or perhaps £100,000, providing that the Ca 
nadian Government make aneaual increase in 
its subsidy and that the service be weekly. 

This route, Sir George maintains, would be of 
great importance to England if engaged in war 
with any of the great Eurepean powers, as 
Canada’s coast defenses would of course require 
attention. 

The Imperial Parliament meets this mopth, 
and on hisjreturn Bir George intends making use 
of the infermation he obtains here in further- 
ance of the scheme. The subsidies the British 
Government will givedepend on what Canada 
agreesto do. Besides the adyantage to England 
and Canada in oase of war and its utility for 
through trafic, this route will be of great bene- 
fit to the Northwest as ee an outlet te 
another market for the produce ef this country. 
Already large shipments of flour have been 
made from Vancouver to Japan. 

Sir George is much pleased with what he has 
seen of the Canadian Pacitic Railroad and has 
great hopes for the success of’ the steamshi 
scheme. He denies altogether the report cabl 
from London before his departure that he was 
to act as plenipotentiary to Washington in the 
fishery question. In 1885, however, he in- 
quired into the whole matter and wrete several 
letters to the 7imes on the subject. He intends 
visiting Washington on private business. 





TO ACT AS LONE STARS. 


LOUIS JAMES AND MARIE WAINWRIGHT 
TO SEPARATE. 

This will be the last season that Louis 
James and Marie Wainwright will star to- 
gether. At a late hour last night they decided 
to separate professionally, and each to head a 
separate combination next year for very much 
the same reasen that Robson and Crane will ne 
longer travel as a pair—a belief that they can 
each earn separately, if not as much, nearly as 


much,asthey can jointly, and that they ean so ar 
range their respective repertoires a8 to each ap- 
ear to greater advantage. Miss Wainwright 
as decided to make a grand production of 
“Twolfth Night,” commencing in Chicago early 
in September nexf. 

Mr. James will not commence his season until

THE GREAT STRIKE ENDED

DECLARED OFF AFTER LAS‘. 
ING EIGHT DAYS. 

fHE MEN DISHEARTENED, AND SEEING 

THE PLACES FILLED BY OTHERS, 


MAKE A SCRAMBLE TO GET BACK. 


The great strike of the car drivers and 
jonductors of New-York, that has lasted just 
jight days, is off, and all the men who can get 
moployment will return te work early this 
morning. It was officially declared off by Dis- 
riet Assombly No, 226 at about 11:30 o'clock 
ast evening. 

The strike began early Tuesday morning of 
ast week, when all the surface railroads in 
bis city, with the exception of the Third-ayve- 
iue, the Bieecker-strect, the Twenty-third- 
itreet, and the Christopher-Street Ferry and 
Jnion-square lines, were tied up tightly by the 
Kulgkts of Labor, after a secret vote had been 
jaken by the local assembly ofeaeh of the roads, 
and which was said to have been in favor of a 
ve-up. 

One of the principal reasons given for this ae- 
tion was the refusal of the railroad companies 
to deal with the Executive Board of District 
Assembly No. 226 as the representatives of the 
men. The Presidents of the companies said 
that thoy weuld deal only with their own men, 
and refused to ratify the agreements that the 
Executive Board had presented. The men of the 
various roads said that they were afraid that if 
they sent committees from their own number 
the men would be diseharged and blackhsted 
by the companios, They also claimed that they 
had many other grievances againsteertain com- 
panies which had not adhered te the ¢ontracts 
made between the companies and the Executive 
Z0ardin 1888. They insisted that all nogotia- 
tions should be transacted through the Exceu- 
tive Board aud se the strize began. . 

The odds were against the etirikers from the 
very beginning. The police were very vigilant 
pnd very strict. Men who were out of work 
kept applying at the stables for work, notwith- 
standing the desperate attacks that were made 
vpon them by the strikers. Even ths 
weather iteelf was against the strikers. 
They hoped and longed for a snowstorn 
which would prevent the green hands that were 
pmployed in their plaees from driving the cars, 
foritis said that only an experienced driver 
con Manage acar in a snowstorn. But the 
weather persisted in remaising dry and to favor 
the railroad companies. 

The strikers made a desperate struggle, be- 
lisving that upon tke suceess or loss of the 
fight depended the life or death of their organi- 
gation, and thatin case of loss the companies 
would reduce wages and increase the 
hours of labor. The State Board of 
Arbitration and Mediation was appealed 
to, but was snubbed by the companies 
when it asked them te mediate. Thon the men 
asked the State Board to make an investigation, 
but the board seemed to bein no hurry to in- 
vestigato, and only decided to do so when it was 
apparent that the strike was lost unless a mir- 
acle should intervene. 

It was not before Sunday that some of the 
strikers showed signs of weakening. One road 
after the other was opened, firat with a oar or 
two, and the number was gradually increased. 
The men tried to keep up. their spirits 
and waited for a snowstorm that never 
came. Many had families and their funds 
were being exhausted So first & few ap-, 
plied for work and wore taken, and the number 
of applications of oldimen gradually} increased. 
Yesterday the number of applicants at the 
Sixth-avenue railroad and other stables in- 
creased largely, and at the first named places 
it was said that a number were turned away be- 
cause their places had been already given to 
new men. 

Teward evening the local assemblies of the 
various roads held meetings. The reports that 
several ola men had been turned away did not 
seem to alarm them mueh, as they felt that the 
pee. gc er would always prefer an old toa 
«reeb hand frem motives of economy. But 
they realized that the strike was a failure, and 
voted in favor of a resumption of work. 

A special meeting ef the district assembly 
was thereupon called at Forty-fourth-street 
and Minth-avenue, at whieh delegates from all 
the locals were present. Ali reported that their 
local bodies wanted to resume work, and there- 
upon the district assembly indorsed the action 
of the lucals and officially declared the tie-up off. 

The men on the varieus roads wero told to 
make the best terms they could with the com- 
panies in whese employ they had beon, 

Magee and the Executrve Board said that the 
Executive Board was net responsible for the 
strike. It had been voted for by all the locals, 
and the Executive Board simply had made an 
official publication of the decision of those 
loeals. 

Matters were in a badly mixed up atate among 
the strikers of the strect car lines last night. 
The general sentiment expressed was: ‘** Let 
every man who oan secure kis position again 
as soon as possible.” 

At the headquarters of the Eighth and Ninth 
avenue mon at Washington Hall, 781 Kighth- 
avenue, a large crowd had gathered. Nearly 
every man interviewed sg age te his deter- 
mination to report for duty this morning. 

A break was made among the Broadway and 
Seventh-avenue mon last night, and, as one of 
them described it, they went after Superintend- 
ent Newell to get their jobs back like a flook of 
sheep ny Bg? a fence. 

The Belt Line men are thoroughly disorgan- 
ized, and the events ef the past 24 hours are said 
to have disheartened the bravest of them. Such 
of them as would talk were in favor of immedi- 
ate resumption of work onany terms they could 


get. 

The Board of Aldermen yesterday appointed 
# special cemmittee of five to ascertain how the’ 
troubles began and how they might be reme- 
died. It consists of Aldermen Clanoy, Fitzsim- 
ons, Walker, Morris, and Shea. After the 
board adjourned the committee deeided te call 
upon the railread officials in a body and seek to 
open up sommervication through themselves 
between the companies and the men. ,. They will 
go first to the Sixth-avenue stables at 16 o’clock 
this morning. 


ONE STRIKER SHOT. 


KILLED WHILE LEADING A MOB ON THE 
BOULEVARD. 

The first death resulting from the rioting 
of the strikers occurred yesterday on the Boule- 
vard, near Sixty-first-street. A neisy crowd of 
men and boys had been lounging in the vicinity 
for some time. Seon after 1 e’clock an Eighth- 
avenue ear passed and was pelted with stones 
until allof the windows were broken. Just 


afterward car No. 9 of the Boulevard line, 
driven by Fred Kindorf, with Charles Walker as 
coaductor, came along. Patrolman Thomas K. 
Snyder of the Eleventh Precinct had charge of 
the ear. It carried two passengers, an unknown 
lady and Mr. Louis T. Brennan, @ Fifty-ninth- 
atreet undertaker and father of Charitios Com- 
missioner Thomas 8. Brennaa. 

When the car reached Sixty-third-street, the 
erowd ofidiers below began to yell and shout, 
2nd secon a shower of brieks and stones was 
hurled atit. The two passengers alighted. As 
the ey stepped om to the sidewalk she was 
struckin the head with a brick and knocked 
down. The injury was not serious, and she 
started for home. 

Meantime the car was approsehing Sixty- 
first-street. The crowd on the corner was keep- 
jing up a fusillade of stones and bricks. Every 
window was smashed. Between Sixty-second 
and Sixty-firstatreets a team loaded with dirt 
Was standing, evidently stopped there as a 
barricade. Patrolman Snyder jumped off the 
6ur to remove the obstruction, and immediately 
the rioters began to close in, continuing to 
throw everything they could lay their hands on. 
Matters got too warm for the driver and con- 
ductor, so they wont inside. A minute later 
the eonductor came out to the front platform 
and whipped out «a revolver. Officer Snyder 
Was just then coming back to the ear. and, as a 
fresh lot of brieke fell about him, pulled out a 
revolver and fired it into the air twice. The 
conductor also discharged his weapou—wit- 
Desses Say over the heads of the crowa. 

This promiscuous shooting did not frighten 
the rlotera. They Kept on throwing stones and 
threatened to overturn the car. Foremost 
among them wara brawny fellow, James Mc- 
Gowan, 3 striking stableman of the Belt Line 
Company. As ke approrched the car, with a 
brick in hand, Officer Buyder saw him and 
warned him back. The fellow raised the briek: 

“Tt you throw thai,’ cried the officer, “I'll 
shoot you.” 

McGowan did not hesitate, but threw the 
brick, cutting a fearful gach in Snyder's face. 
Snyder was nearly stunned. There was a fiash, 
& report, and MeGowan dropped to the greund. 
The bullet from Otteer Anyder’s revelver had 
passed clean through MeGownn’s head. 

This tragedy appalled the rioters, and in a 
minute they scattered and disappeared. A 
Roosevelt Hospital ambulance was summoned 
and the wounded policeman and McGowan 
were taken to that institution. McGowan was 
gasping at the time, but died before he could be 
taken from the ambuiance. After the gash in 
Ofticer Snyder’s face had been sewed up, In- 
spector Byrnes, who had been summonon from 
the Gelt Line stabies, directed that he be placed 
under arrest and taken to Headquarters. To 
Suparintendent Murray he related the story of 
the riet. He wes sent to Essex Market Court 
in charge ef Sergt. O’Toole, and, after a brief 
hearing, was discharged and put on the sick 
list. The cenduetor and the driver of the car 
were arrested later, and will be arraigned in 
Essex Market Polies Court to-day. 

MecGewan boarded with Hugh Gallagher, at 
412 Weat Fifty-fourth-street. He was about35 
yeara old and unmarried. By his neig hborshe 
was giver a good character. Before leaving 
home in the morning, he had said that he had 
intended to take no hand im any rew that might 
occur during the day. Inspeetor Byrnes, how- 
ever, says that Mc@owan is recognized by tho 
police as one of the leadersef the rieters in the 
First and Second avenue outbreaks of the past 
woek, 

There werea half dozen witnesses to the shoot- 
ing, andalltold the story as abeve except Under- 
taker Brennan, whose testimony differs material- 
ly on ene point. Mr. Brennan says that, after. 
ho jumped from the ear, he elbowed his way 
througa the crowd and witnessed the whele , 


affair. He says he is certain that the bullet 
which killed McGowan did not ceme from 
Snyder's pistol, bus from one of the ebam- 


bers of the condudter’s weapon. Hiv stor 
of the riot 1s the samo as 
witnesses, 


it was his bullet that killed McGowan. Whether 


the policeman’s or the conducter’s hand fired the 
fatal shot, however, seems to matter but little. 
It Was three men against a mob of one hundred 


or more, and ail outside witnesses declare the 
situation one of sufficient gravity to Warrant 
the step taken.

NEARLY EVERY LINE RUNNING. 


THE COMPANIES RAPIDLY GETTING 


INTO FULL WORKING @RDER. 

The Fourth-avenue line was operated 
yesterday for the first time since the tie-up, 
from the Post-Office to One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth-street. Only 20 employes re- 
mained on the day of the strike. Yesterday the 
cempany had, without baving made a conces- 
sion, regained a force of 550. Among them 
were 60 old hands, During the day the ap- 
plications for werk came in 80 fast that a notice 
was posted at the starter’s cabin in frent of the 
Thirty-second-etreet stables that ‘ No more 
applications will be received. Ex-Conduct- 
oraand drivers are requested to return badges 
and take up deposits witheut further delay.” 
Three yreen anda stupid employes were dis- 
misssd yesterday for the reason that they 
eould Dot handle a team of horses, The cars 
were run on good headway until 8 P, M. 

A siwilar condition ef activity was exhibited 
by the Broadway and Sixth-Avenue Companies. 
At beth places there was %. scramble for posi- 
tions by men who struck last week, but neither 
company offered much encouragement except 
to new men. One of the applicants at the effieo 
of the Sixth-Avenue Company was asked if the 
tie-up bad been declared off by Mauee. ‘ Not 
in those words,” he replied, “ bug the sugges- 
tion has been nade that there is little hope of 
a compromise and we had better get back to 
wort if we can.” Cars were run until dark 
over both lines. 

The Second-avenue road had 50 cars running 
yesterday, the first starting out at SA. M. The 
first Gar was run under Inspector Williame’s 
supervision. It made the trip to Fulton Ferry 
without any asecident. Others followed, and in 
@ short time ears were taking the round trip 
from Harlem to Fulton Ferry and Worth-streat 
and Broadway. About neon a few men tried to 
barricade the tracks in Orchard-street with 
everturned trueks, but these were s#09n re- 
moved and no other diifieulty was experienced. 
The old men are fast coming back, and the 
eompany expects to run its full complement of 
110 cars to-day and possibly those on First- 
avenue. Inspestor Williams and Capt. O'Con- 
nor with 195 offieers were on duty at the stables 
ali day yesterday. The last car wae housed at 
6:15 P.M. A green driver was arrested for 
running over a street peddler. One of the old 
conductors who returned to work was waylaid 
by strikers Monday night and beaten. 

Afew minutes before 7 e’eloek last night 
word reached Superintendent Murray that there 
Was trouble on the Second-avense line at 
Soventy-niagth-street, and a squad ef policemen 
under Capt. E. O, Smith of the Harbor Police 
was sent there. They found stones and timber 
and several vehicles onthe tracks and a mis- 
chieyveus mob, and before the tracks were 
cleared they had to make several charges and 
do some smart clubbing. : 

The Belt Line Company ran out 15 cara yes- 
terday, each manned by four policemen. Trips 
were made from the stables to the Seuth Ferry 
until4 P, M. The company now claims to have 
100 employes, a dozen of whow are old hands, 
Inspector Byrnes and 100 men made the stables 
their headquarters,and the services ef the officers 
were often called into requisition. The strikers 
seemed desporate and attacked everybody 
whom they suspected of being aseab. There 
were more assaults and more arrests on the 
line than en any previous day of the strike. 
There was no general outbreak, however. Late 
in tho afternoon, Local Assembly No. 7,714, 
to which the Belt Line men belong, sent word 
through the police that a conference with 
President Scribner was desired. Vice-President 
Wyman replied that the President would meet 
the men this morning. 

The Forty-second-street Green line ran 25 
ears, with two officers on each. There was but 
one assault made, and that at First-avenue, 
where the windows ef a car were smashed by 
stones. A committee of five, representing the 
strikers, waited on President Allen and asked 
to be taken baek ina boay. They were told that 
they could only return as indivi ls. There- 
upon the committeemen asked to De and were 
taken back ae individuals. 

The Eighth and Ninth avenue line ran 20 care 
on Eighth-avenue without wolestation. The 
strikers here declare their intentien to return 
to work. There wil] be a conference with the 
company this morning. 

Thirty-two cars were run on the Grand-street, 
and five on the East Broadway and Cortlanat- 
Street Ferry limes of the Dry Dock Railroad 
nme ostn on No disturbanees oecurred on the 

orty-secend-street Cross-town and Boulevard 
lines further than the unfortunate occurrence 
at Wost Sixty-fifth-street and the Boulevard, 
where a Striker lost his life. Everything was 
quiet on the Third-avenue, and the cars were 
running south of Bixty-fifth-street stables with- 
out pelice protection. The Central Cross-town 
line was operating its fulleompiement of ears 
yosterday, mostly by their old men. 


ONLY A SHADOW OF A STRIKE. 


** DEACON” RICHARDSON HAS ALL THE 
. MEN HE WANTS AT PRESENT. 
Three of “Deacon” Richardson’s Breok- 

lyn surface reads were operated yesterday with 

comparatively little trouble, and a large aum- 
ber eof men seeking employment applied at the 
railroad company’s office. The names of all 
who applied before 4 o’clock were taken down, 
but none was engaged beeause Mr. Richardson 
had agreed to wait until that hour to receive 


the answer of the strikers to his ‘ultimatum of 
Monday night. No answer arrived, so overy 
ene who applied after that hour was engaged. 
Seventy-five men were employed, and they will 
be put to work to-day. 

Among the number ware two of the strikers 
who resigned from the Knights. of Labor and 
signed the “* Deacon’s” iron-clad agreement to 
keep out ef all unions in the future, Every 
new man has todo the same thing.

The strikers held meetings in various parts of 
the city last night to consider the ‘‘ Deacon's” 
preposition. After debating the matter for 
several hours seme of the meetings rejected the 
ultimatum, while others adjourned without 
reaching a conelusion. Many were in favor of 
tying up every other road in the eity as a last 
resort toeompel Richardson to come to terms, 
but, 88 Was the case several days ago, this 
proposition was voted dewn. A member 
of the Executive Committee said last 
night that a general tie-up might be ordered 
within 24 hours. The aetion of the committee 
yesterday im levying an assessment of one day’s 
pay oneach member of District Assembly No. 75 
who is working makes such a result doubtful. 
The strikers’ treasury is getting low, and the 
3,000 men employed on the local railroads eould 
not be supported fer 48 hours except from their 
personal savings. 

Now that the strike is practically settled, the 
State Board ef Arbitration is to begin an in- 
vestigation. The board will meetin the County 
Conrt House this morning, and will subpmna 
witnesses from both sides. Counsel will algo be 
employed. 

Thomas Thane, the new driver who.shot at a 
crowd of strikers who assailed him, and was 
arrested for carrying concealed weapons, was 
discharged yesterday by Justice Walsh on proof 
that the weapon was not cencesled. 

Three Brooklyn lawyers called upon Judge 
Moore in the Sessions Court, Brooklyn, yester- 
day, and requested that, in charging the Feb- 
ruary Grand Jury, he should call special atten- 
tion to the murder of Henry W. Adams, the man 
whe was forced out of a window in one of ‘‘ Dea- 
con” Richardson’s stables by strikers and 
killed. The three assailants, it will be 
remembered, were released by Coroner 
Rooney, after that official had charged a 
jury to find a verdict of accidental death. The 
evidenee of the prisoners themselves showed 
that they nad forced their way into the room 
where Adama lay asleep, and, even if they did 
not actually threw him out ef the window, had 
assaulted him so violently that he had been 
compelled to back away from them and had 
fallen out of the window. 

These facts were represented to Judge Moore, 
bué the latter said that it wae not his eustom te 
charge special work forj the Grand Jury. Dis- 
trict Attorney Ridgway was visited by the same 
committee, and he assured the gentlemen that 
the Adams ease would come up in the regu 
way. He had net seen ths Coroner’s minutes 
and did net know the merits of the case. 

The following resolutiog, adopted by the Cen- 
tral Labor Union on Saturday, may have some 
infiuence upon the Adams murder case: 

Resolved, That we shall watch narrowly the be- 
havior ef our public officials im this relation and 
make it a Dinding duty upon ourselves to mark for 
political destruction at the polls any official found 
contributing in any manner or dogree to the suc- 
cess of the outrageous attack on law and labor alike 
mow being earried on by the Atlantic-Avonue Rail- 
road Company.

The now play at Daly’s Theatre last 


evening reseived a cordial greeting from the 
usual large and brilliant audience. It is a four- 


| act comedy of modern manners, exceptionally 


bright and witty in ite text, slow in. ac- 
tion, and slight In plot, There 1s not a nint of 


farco in “An International Match.” The com- 


edy is an adaptation from the German, and It 
has the Teutonic quality of deliberateness; but 
as a study of traits of human character it is a 
ereditaple work, and doubtless quite werthy ef 
thecare Mr. Daly has expended on it. 


The setting is a marvel ot luxury and good 
taste. The single scene, representing the draw- 
ing room ef a New-York dwelling, is as hand- 
some as any picture lately exhibited on our 
stage. The appointments of the apartment com-» 
prise the newest approved styles, the furniture 
and ornaments are all eostly and appropriate, 
and paintings of value hang upon the walls, The 
first view of this scene last evening causod the 
spectators to burst forth in a leng- 
continued tribute of applause. There- 
after no new scene is revealed. Tho ac- 
tien of the play is all confined to @ 
single room. But there is a constant succession 
of charming pictures with the same back- 
ground. The costumes worn by Miss Rehan as 
Doris Smith, the only voung lady in the play, 
are besutiful examples of the modiste'’s art, 
and Mrs, Gilbert as a wealthy widow, past tho 
meridian of life, is attired in. gowns scarcely 
less atriking and expensive. But all these 
things are not uncommon on the stace, eapoe@ially 
at Daly’s Theatre, where luxury, good taste, 
and a liberal expenditure of meney characterize 
each new production. 

The play is the thing, and, after that, the por- 
formance of it. Of the first we may honeatly 
say thatitis good enongh to demand respectful 
consideratien and to eompel no small share of 
admiration; of the second thatit is as fine in exe- 
oution, as delightfulin spirit, as replete with rare 
personal charm as any recent acnievement of 
this excellent company of comedians, The best 
of actors cannot transform long passagos of 
talk inte scenes of dramatic action. What Mr. 
Daly’s acters do is to make the well-written 
conversations of the play seem like transeripts 
of real life. 

The story of “An International Match” con- 
cerns the love and betrothal of Clive, Lord 
Ravensteke, an adventureus and penniless 
young Briton, dependent upon the goed favor 
of his unele, the Duke of Portsmouth, 
and Doris Smith, the orphaned daughter 
of an Englishman who settled in Vermont 
and married there. The Duke desires his 
nephew. and prospective heir to wed his cousin, 
Lady Guinevere, and has deputed sir John 
Smith-Chumley, unele of Doris, a sapient Brit- 
ish diplomat, to find the wandering lordling, who 
is wasting his time in the United States, and 
forward him, per steamer, to England and 
Guinevere, Knowing Sir John bungles sadly in 
the execution of his task. While constantly 
sounding the praises of his own keennés, he 
actually employs the services of Lord Raven- 
stoke himself to help in the seareh for the 
trospective heir of the Duke of Portsmouth and 
husband of Lady Guinevere. Meanwhile, in 
the guise of Tom Middleview, a simple and in- 
competent portrait painter, Lord Raven- 
stoke wins the hand and heart of Sir 
John’s niece, Doris. The love-making 
is carried on under Sir John's very eyes in the 
house of Mrs. Merriday, a wealthy New-York 
widow, who knows all the other persons of the 
play and a good deal besides, and whe 
finds time, in the midst of all the 
intrigue, to seleet and secure an eligible second 
husband for herself, one Quincey Caramel, a 

/middle-aged bachelor, who combines in his 
(Small and amusing person the traits of Sir 
Charles Coldstream and Mr. Toots. 

Theo merits of this play, viewed etrietly as an 
example of dramatic art, are feund in the 
devejopment of the eharacter of its hero, 
Lord Ravenstoke, a selfish, idle sort 
of fellow, with nothing much to ree- 
ommend him at first but ‘good form,” 
good leoks, and goed clothes, under the influ- 
enee of love; intheingenuousness, the variety, 
tbe high spirits, the generous disposition 
aud perfect sincerity of Doris herself, 
ana in the distinctness and individu- 
ality ef every other personage in the play. 
Sir John ja an excellent study of character, and 
his like, we have no doubt, is to be found ameng 
the Under Seeretaries and attachés of Brit- 
ish Legations in all coustries. A more 
‘grotesque figure (but surely a study from 
life, as =presested at Daly’s Theatre,) 
is Mr. Selvidge, Sir John’s private secretary, an 
obsequious but ¢rafty gentleman. Mrs. Mer- 
riday and Mr. Caramel) are entertaining and 
Jenny, the maid servant, so useful in affairs of 
the heart, is an engaging little body. 

The first act of ‘An International Match” 
introduces these personeges, naturally, and 
fereshadows their future doings. No stirring 
climaxes and no surprises are used in the de- 
volepment of the story. Thereis pretty senti- 
ment and human nature in the various love 
scones between Deris and Clive; the comings 
and geings of Mr. Caramel are watched with 
quiet amusement; the plans of Sir John 
are set forth with absurd gravity and 
pompous eelf-sufficiency; his humiliation, in 
‘the dénoument, is§ touching becauseg his 
kindly heart has made him an _ object 
of sympathy. The dénoument is breught 
about by the sudden arrival in New-York of the 
Duke of Pertsmouth nimself in an unpleasant 
frame of mind, fully cognizant of Sir John’s 
blundering and his nephew's disobédienes.

The performance of this play is, as has been 
intimated, an excellent exampile-ot the finished 
art ot Mr. Daly’s comedians. Miss Rehan is 

erfectly at case in the part of Doris, and so 
Tar as the text permits, Mr. Jonn Drew 
makes of the character of Clive a distinctly new 
individuality. His bearing and attitude,

CHICKERING HALL. 

The Thomas Concert at Chickering Hall 
last evening was the most commendable of the 
series thus far. The programme was compesed 
of interesting material and the performance 
was admirable througheuat.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Gov. David B. Hl, 
who has not found it convenient during the last 
four years to aceept several invitations to visit 
Washington, has managed just now, when the 
Demwoeratis Administration is abeut te give way 
for the ineoming of its opponents, to pay a brief, 
visit to this city.

SEVENTEEN MBN DROWNED. 





A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT CAUSED BY THE 
BREAKING OF ICE. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 5.—News has been re- 

ceived here of a dreadful accident at Pine 


Lake, Fulton County. The reports are in 
definite, but as far as can be Jearned the 
disaster resulted in the drowning of 17 men 
The victims were driving teams engaged in 
hauling logs across the ice, when the ice broke 
and the men and horses wers all lost. 

A dispatch from Canajoharie says that the 
following infermatien has been received there 
regarding the accident: Twenty-four teams 
were engaged in drawing logs across the ice, 
regarding the safety of which no fears had 
been felt. It gave way, however, after seven 
drivers and teams had reached the shore, and 
the remaining drivers and horses broke throngh 
the ice and sank out of sight. None of the 
bodies have yet beon recovered.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


ITALY WILL NOT DISARM. 

Home, Feb. 5.~—Signor Cavallotti,a member 
of the Extreme Left, led areneswed attack to- 
day on the Government's foreign pelicy. Dur- 
ing the debate in the Chamber of Deputies on 
the address in reply to the speech from the 
throne, he aeeused the Government of seeking 
te maintain peaeo by means of formidable 
armaments instead of by promoting friendship 
among the nations. 

Signor Crispi replied: ‘Noone desires peace 
more than we. For three years past nene bas 
toiled more than we to attain that object. We 
have not raised any question caleulated to 
jeopardize peace, confining our efferts to de- 
fense when attacked. For eur own part we 
Should like to disarm. But we eannos disarm 
when throughout Europe armaments are being 
pushed ferward with redoubled activity, and 
when fresh fortresses are beifig erected sleng 
the line of our own frontier. Italy cannot, 
from political, Areadian sentiments, be the first 
to disarm. That would be adopting a ohildish 
policy, & poliey unworthy of practical states- 
men,” 

Although the House warmly applauded the 
Preniioer, distrust grows on every side over the 
condition of the country, arising frem the finan- 
clal burdens due te armamexts. Signor Peraz- 
zis budget, which discloses an increased det- 
icit, has dispelled the ijlusions of the most san- 
guine of the Government supporters, who hew 
distrust the eapacity ef Signor Perazzi to bring 
about his promised financial! equilibrium. When 
the debate on the budget opens on the 15th 
inat. the Government will probably find a hos- 
tile majority arrayed against them, especially 
en the propesal to incrsase the taxation on 
landed property.

THE GEFFCKEN INDICTMENT. 

BERLIN, Feb. 5.—In the Relehstag to-day, on 
the third reading of the budget, Herr Munckel, 
a Progressist, raised the Geffcoken affair, con- 
tending that the publication of the indictment 
against Geffeken at the instance of Prines Bis- 
marek was quite incompatible with the laws of. 
the empire. 

Herr,von Schelling, the new Ministeror Jus- 
tice, reminded the house how the Progressist 
journals had at first clamored for the publica- 
tion of the indictment. Their demands, he said, 
had rot influenced the course taken by ‘the 
Government, which peresived that it was only 
by giving publicity to the document that the 
country would be enabled to see that there was 
no material divergence of opinion between the 
Public Proseeutor and the imperial tribunal, 
and that the tribunal regarded the ebjestive ex- 
istence of treason as proved. Although the 
document published was galled an indictment, 
it was in reality an objective statement of 
facts. The tribunal only diifered with the new 
Public Prosecuter on minor points. If there 
was any flaw in the indietment it was due to 
there being ne law to bring the accused to jus- 
tiee for committing an aunexampled breach of 
trust. 


FRENCH POLITICAL AFFAIRS.

THH SAMOAN CONFERENCE. 
SEGRETARY BAYARD ACCEPTS PRINCE 


BISMARCK’S PROPOSAL. 


Wasninaron, Fob. 5.—Seeretary Bayard has 
accepted the German proposition for a eou- 
ference to be held at Berlin to rencw donsidera- 
tion of the Samoan question. [n the eourse of 
two weoks, and probably in a day or two, the 


President will send te the Congress a message 


inclosing the proposition of the Imperial 
Government submitted by Count von Arco 
Valley and the reply made by Mr. Bayard. The 
suggestion that the renewal of the conference 
be at Beriin was not regardea@ as unreasonable, 
and 1p seme respects it suits the condition of 


affuirs, One gonference was’ held here, and in 


that instance the German and English Govern- 
ments listened to and accepted Mr. Bayard’s 
request that the treaty powers meet here. Itis 
regarded as ooly fair that in this instance the 
United States sheuld consult the convenience 
of Germany; and another reason is that Great 
Britain will desire to be represented. There is 
not now a British Minister at this capital and 
there may not be for several months. It is just 
possibile that Lord Salisbury may nurse his re- 
seutment at the dismissal of Lord Sacicville so 
long as to neglect to fill the place of that un- 
fortunate person in time to allow his successor 
to sit in the conference here. There would be 
no diffientty about sending a special representa- 
tive to Berlin in case it was decided not to de- 
volve upon the British Minister at that eapital 
the additional duties of a conference on the 
Samoaa question. 

As has been alroady stated in these dispatches, 
Secretary Bayard is contident that the renewal 
of the cenference will be only the beginning of 
& permanent settlement of @ dispute that he 
has insisted wonld be settled without resort to 
violence, and that must be settled by negotia- 
tion oventually, whether there was a collision 
ornot, The American proposition, made nearly 
two years age, wus clearly understood, but it 
evidently did not suit the Germans to aecept it. 
There has been an apparent avoidance of the 
Proposition since in all that has been done 
by the Germans in Samoa. That the 
Chancellor has become eonvineed of the gen- 
eral indignation in this ceuntry over the Ger- 
man lack of straightforwardness is plain. His 
anticipation, in his last telegram carrying the 
news of the withdrawai of Consul Knappe’s or- 
der of occupation ard martial law, of the de- 
mands of the United States is interpreted as be- 
ing an indication of his desire to appear to be 
willing to consider a method for obtaining an 
orderly government for Samoa in which the 
treaty powers will have an equal voice, yet re- 
spect the independence of the natives. 

The attention of the Secretary of State has 
been directed to the expression of some views 
en the Samoan question telegraphed from Ber- 
lin as having been obtained from Count Her- 
bert Bismarck, the aon of the Chancellor, and 
he has been pressed to give nls opinion of the 
views ef the younger man. Just why Mr. Bay- 
ard should be expeated to reply to anything 
that Count Bismarck sees fit to say on any sub- 
ject does not appear. The Samoan cerrespond- 
ence with Germany 1s being conducted by Prince 
Bismarek through the German Minister at this 
capital, and for that reason Mr. Bayard confines 
himself to that channel of intercoursé and ex- 
pression. ife considers the general tone of the 
reragrks attributed to Count Bismarck as 
friendly and in general agreement with that 
employed by the Prince Chanceilor in his com- 
munications @n the subject, 

As the resumption at Berlin of the amicable 
conference suspended at Washington on July 
26,1857, in accordance with the proposal of 
Prince Bismarcg, is acceptable to this Govern- 
ment, and there seems little ground to doubt 
that a peaceable and permanont settlement of 
all the questions of native rights In Sagnoa, as 
well as therights of the three treaty powers, 
will be attained, further commént, except ap- 
proval of the good temper shows by Count Bis- 
marck in relation to the United States, and the 
resolution to keep all the questions involved in 
the atmosphere of diplomatic settlement, will 
not be indulged in by Mr, sSayard, and he will 
show his respect for the Congress by making 
his communication to that body first, and 
through the Congress reach the public. 

The Mohican is net yet under way to join 
Rear-Admiral Kimberly’s fleet at the Samoan 
Islands, but s*e is expected to leave San Fran- 
oisco ina day ortwo. She will go first to Pan- 
ama, where her present crew will be relieved 
by a fresh detail of officers and men to be sent 
down from New-York by one of the Pacific Mail 
Company’s steamers to Aspinwall, and thence 
by rail to Panama. She will carry 18 or 20 
otficers and about 200 seamen and marines. 
Four ef her present officers, including her eom- 
mander, Capt. B. Coghlan, Lieut-Com- 
mander F. W. Crocker, Lieut. R. H. Galt. ana 
Paymaster Stephen Ryan, having been recent- 
ly ordered to the Monican, will remain on board 
for this cruise. The detail for the remainder 
has not yet been made cut. 

Telegraph notice of the arrival of the Trenton 
and Vandalia at Samoais expected in abouta 
week er 10 days. When the Mohican joins Ad- 
miral Kimberly he will have a much stronger 
fleet at the islands than that of Germany, and it 
will afterward be reinforced by the addition of 
the Monongahela, which will follow the Mehican 
out from San Franeiseo as a supply sbip, carry- 
ing out coal and other necessities for the fleet.

NEW-YORK’S UNITED WORKMEN. 

SyRAcusE, N. Y., Feb. 5.—The Grand Lodge of 
the State of New-York of the Ansient Order of 
United Workmen assembled in the Empire 
House in this eity to-day, the occasien bajng its 
sixteonth annual session. Grand Master Jabez 
i. Morton presided. The major portion of the 
session to-day was devoted to giving the Grand 
Lodge degrea to delegates and in considering 
the reports of offieers. The organization is in 
a most flourishing condition, and the attendance 
at this session is the largest in the history of 
the Grand Lodge. Grand Kecorder N. J. Horton 
of Dunkirk reported 377 lodges in the State, 
and in his summary of business for 1888 he said

NEW STEAHPROAT INSPEOTION RULES. 

WASHINGTON, feb, 5.—-The Board of Supervis- 
ing Inspectors of Steam Vessels, which con- 
cluded its thirty-seventh aunual session to-day, 
having meton Jan, 16, eonsidered and acted 
upon abouts 159 communications, reports, and 
resolutions, It stated that great pressure was 
brought to bear vy steel manufacturers to in- 
duce the board to change its form of sample 
test ef stecl, but, in view of the great number 
of interests such change would effect, particu- 
larly thatof Western river steamboat owners, 
the board declined to maks any change until it 
could hare longer epportunity to examine into 
ailths phases of the subject. The board, how- 
ever, partly to meet the wante of the manu- 
facturera Gkanged their requirements in regard 
to steel plate te the extent of rednoing from 45 
to 40 per cent. the reduction of area of steel 
plate three-quarters of an inch and upward in 
thickness. 

‘Lue board also adopted aruie requiring test 
pieces from each anid every plate of iran 
or steel used. in the shells or other parts 
of the boilers subject to tensile strain, whereas 
formerly only one or two pieces were tested 
trom the whole lot of plates used im a Doiler, 
aud if the sample meses were found delicient 
the whole lot ef plates was rejected, while, 
under the new rule, only the plates actually 
found deficient are to be rejected. Important 
changes were also made iu regard to the spacing 
distanes between stays of boilers in flat sur- 
faves. 

A rule was adopted requiring that the actual 
thickness of plates in boilers 10 years old and 
upward shall be aseertained by actual measure- 
ments af each annual inspection, and allowing 
only steam pressure from such ascertained 
thickness of plate, providiug the boilers are 
otherwise in good condition, 





VALUABLE HISTORIOAL PAPERS. 
New-HAVEN, Conu., Feb. 5.—E. 8. Dixwell of 
Cambridge, Mass., has presented te the New- 
Haven Historical Soeiety valuable papers which 
once belonged to his ancestor John Dixwell, one 


of the three New-Haven regicides of Charles I. 
The other two were Walley and Goffe, and the 
three names are prominent in New-Haven 
history. 

Among the papers are deads of John Dixweil’s 
estates in Kngiand, whieh are signed * John 
Dixwell, alias James Davids,” the last being the 
name by which he was known while hiding in 
this city. The documents bear the coat of arms 
of John Dixwell, whieh is identical with the 
coat of arms en the papers which condemned 
Charies I. to death and with that engraved on 
the tombstone in the rear of Contre Chureh, 
ereoted to Dixwell's memory. 

There are also in the cvllection letters from 
Dixwell’s niece, Elizabeth Westrowe, showing 
how he obtained his remittances while residing 
in New-Haven, and a letter from Cotten Mather 
introducing the son of the regicide to Mather's 
relatives in England. 

The ancient documents are exceedingly well 
preserved. The presentation was made at the 
meeting of the Historical Seciety Direstors to- 
day, Mr, Dixwell making @ very interesting ex- 
planation of each paper. 





TWO OLD OONTESTANTS. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Feb. 5.—The contest over 
the famous will of Frozee Lee, the Plainfield 
miser, was resumed to-day at Elizapeth, in the 
Union County Orphans’ Court. Lee, it will be 
remembered, bequeathed his fortune, estimated 
at $250,000, to the Baptist Church atScoteh 
Piains. His uncles, Ezra and Daniel Hetfield, 


contested the decument on the grounds that 
the old miser was insane when he dictated it. 
The Administrators, after weeks spent in lti- 
gation and taking of testimony, offered to pay 
the contestants $50,000 if they would discon- 
tinue proceedings and allow the will to be pro- 
bated. They accepted the proposition. 

Chancellor McGill, however, when the pre- 
posed settlement was submitted to him, refused 
to ratify iton bebalf of the Court of Chaneery 
on the ground thatit would establish a bad pree- 
edent.

THE WORK OF GATHERING IT BEGUN IN 


THE HUDSON RIVER COUNTIFS. 

Ronpovut, N. Y¥., Feb. 5.—Tons and tons of ice 
were cut on etrcams, ponds, and lakes in the 
Hudsoa River and inland tier of countics to-day. 
Inthe Catskill and Shawangunk mountainranges 
hundreds of mon are employed. The iee is 
being earted or shipped by rail to the water 
front. In several instances pond owners have 
received handsome amounts for the ice that is 
now being cut. 

The celd snap has also brightened the pros- 
pects for ice harvesters along the Hudson. The 
riveris now closed froma point near Rondout 
to Albany, with iee from one to five inches in 
thickness, At Schodack seven inches of ice ara 
reported. Another night of zero weather would 
permit ewnera of houses there to commence 
storing. The Glasco Ice Company has sevén 
inches in front of its property, and will cut as 
s00n 4s eightinshes form. The Mutual Benefit 
leo Company is cutting ice seven inches in 
thickness from the flat back ot the Hudson 

Liver Railroad at Barrytown. Very few of the 
companies will wait for mere than seven or 
eight inches of ioe before commencing to gtore. 

Though the weather has been mild and the 
cost of fuel to the poor has been comparatively 
light nearly all Winter, still there has been a 
large amount of suffering en account of no ice 
money being in eircuiagtion. There are nearly 
25,000 men along the Hudson and inland whe 
depend for sustenance for abou’ two months of 
the Winter on the few dollars they earn in tho 
ice harvest. Ina full-crop year about $500,000 
is expended in storing WW. To keep this 
amount of money out ot the pockets of the poor 
makes many cases of want. Every branch of 
Dusiness in tke river towns feels the lack of 
money and mourns the ‘‘duall times.” 

The most of the men who work en the brick 
yards during the Summer depend on this ice 
work in Winter, and with them the most of the 

distress is felt, as the past Fall was # poor oue 
for them, and many quit work with # store bill 
to comfort them in cold weather.

ST. MARO BOMBARDED BY 


LEGIUIME’S FLEET. 

THE SHIPS WITHDREW WHEN THE TOWN 
WAS AT THEIR MERCY, DESERTING 
THEIR LAND FORCE. 

News of the most exciting ‘conflict yet 
Waged in the Haytian rebellion came to this 
port yesterday by the steamer Harold, Capt. 
James Hutton, which arrived from the bleck- 
aded northern ports of St. Mare and Port de 
Paix. Accounts of battles In Hayti have all 
along been more or less eolored by partisan 
feeling, but from the information gleaned yes- 
terday from the officers and crew of the Harold 
there seems no room to doubt that Légitime’s 
entire naval forceattiacked, Jan. 26, the fertress 
of St. Mare, commanded by Gen. Abebe, and 
after a bombardment of five hours during which 
the American flag floating over the Consul’s 
house seemed the target of all the guns of the 


fieet, withdrew, leaving a military foree on 
land to the tender mercies of ippolyte’s 
soldiers. 

Meantime, the sky was ablaze the same even- 
ing with the conflagration of a neighboring 
town, which had been captured and burned by 
Légitime’s forces. ‘ne soldiers which had been 
landed at St. Maro were all slaughtered without 
merey, among them dying several of Légitime’s 
mostimportant Generals. The Harold had a 
most thrilling experience, having lain during 
the entire bombardment between the guns of 
the attacking fleet and those of the batteries on 
shore, the snelis shrieking over her mast heads 
and solid shot ricocheting within a few feet of 
her hull. 

The Harold left New-York, ostensibly for Port 
de Paix, Jan. 8 with a cargo of general provis- 
lons and guns. She was in charge .of Capt. 
James Hutton and Supercargo Ryder. That she 
intended to run the blvekade was evident from 
her clearanee papers, Port de Paix being one of 
the blockaded ports, but her eventual destina- 
tion was not generally known. 

“When we got elose to the island of Hayti, 
Jan. 16,” one of the crew said yesterday, ‘the 
Captain told us that we were not going to Port 
de Paix as yet. The lights were all extinguished 
and we ran all night without them. On the 
morning of Jan. 17 we entered the harbor of St. 
Marc—thbe first steamship in this port for four 
months—aud our provisions were very quickly 

‘landed and sold at remarkably high prices. 

“On Sunday, Jan. 20, Capt. Hutton sent us 
to work on shore mounting guns, some of which 
we brought down. Both officers, one seaman, 
nud the carpenter, John August Janssen, 
worked all night. On Monday morning the der- 
tick with which they were placing in position 
the biggest and best gun that Hippolyte had, a 
gun weighing 164,421 pounds, fell, and the car- 
penter was badly hurt and was taken to the 
house of one of the Generals and thence aboard 
the steamer. Atl1l A. M. Jan. 26 five men-of- 
war—the Grand Rivitre, Defense, Tousraint 
lOuverture, Dessalines, and Marcel—appeared 
eit the port. 

“ Almost immediately they began firing, start- 
ing with three single shots. The Dessalines 
threw sbelis which went right over our heads 
and plunged downin the townof St. Mare, in- 
side the fort, on their explosion evidently 
throwing everybody inte a dreadful fright, if 
not doing serious injury. We saw the reofs of 
seven or eight houses blown off, and almost 
every shot seemed to take effect, though the 
ships were fully two miles and a’half from 
shore. On the part of the Hippelyte forces the 
fighting was so far merely perfunctory, their 
guns being absolutely useless and carrying not 
more than half the distance io the ships. An 
Italian bark lay near us, the only other vessel 
in the harbor, and our two vessels tegether cov- 
ered one of the shore batteries, so that the 
Légitimists had to fire over our heads or be- 
tween us through @ narrow space. This made 
our position a very risky one, and we were very 
badly frightened. The solid ‘shot frequently 
firopped near us, and the shells, one of whien 
seemed just to clear our mainmast head, could 
be distinctly seen and heard, A great many of 
the shells were dropped behind the Amer- 
ican Consul’s house, and after one explo- 
sion We saw a number of peoplerunning toward 
the house as if some one had been killed. The 
solid shot struck mostly im front of this house, 
which was the highest building in the town. 

‘“‘Meanwhile we occupied’ ourselves in dodg- 
ing and dropping on deck when anything like a 
ehell came near us. The Captain was very badly 
frizhtened, and at 4 o’clock decided to pull u 
anchor, go oui, and give himself up to the Le 
gitimists rather than stay where he was and be 
shot at. 

“At this point a General came ont fromsbore 
and said that all damage to our vessel would be 
made good. He otfered $6,000 as indemnity. 
Ashe and the Captain were considering the 
matter the flect ceased firing and got away. 
Tney had landed six*boatloads of soldiers early 
in the day and these were attaeked at once by 
troops from St. Mare. We heard that every one 
of the Légitimists was Killed. Although the 
military of Hippolyte are very spirited and 
brave, thoir guns could not carry to the attack- 
ing fleet, the big one we had assisted in mount- 
ing being thrown over en ite back on the first 
fire. The fleet had already bombarded and set 
on fire a town near by—Grand Saline, I think— 
and that evening, When we got away-from Bt, 
Mare under cover of darkness, we saw this town 
in fiames.”’ : 

The damage toe the town of St. Marc was con- 
siderable, and it was thought that if a deter- 
mined attack by land had been made at ence it 
ceuld have been captured. Two men were 
killed in the forts and six wounded. according 
to the report givon to the Harold by those who 
had been on shore. 

The Harold immediately proceeded to Port 
de Paix. slipping by the men-of-war in the 
dark. Then she completed her cargo of log- 
wood and coifee and sailed for New-York Jan. 
29. The carpenter, Janssen, who was injured 
while at work for Hippolyte, was barely abie to 
walk about yeaterday. He will probably re- 
ceive some compensation frem the Hippolyte 
Government in consideration of his service 
and injury on its aecount. 


WASHINGTON, l’eb. 5.—The Collector of Cus- 
tems at New-York has reported to the Treasury 
Department that he has dene all in his power 
to aid Minister Preston, the Haytian Minister, 
in preventing the departure from that port of 
vessels laden with arms and ammunition for 
the Haytian insurgents. 


NO DEFENSE BY THE OLD MAN. 

Garrett Brinkerhoff, a wealthy old gen- 
tleman residing in Communipaw, N. J., was 
mulcted in $20,000 damages by a Breoklyn 
Sheriifs jury yesterday. The award was made 
to John J. Meehan, a furniture dealer, in whose 
store at 494 Myrtle-avenue, Brooklyn, old Mr. 
Brinkerhofi first met Mrs. Meehan. This was 
three years ago, when Mrs. Meehan was. 38 
years old. 

The oid gentleman became a steady customer, 
bought the most useless articles, paying any 
price asked for them, and showed great Interest 
in Mr. Meehan. He finally induced that trades- 
man to move to Bayonne, N. J., and it was 
while there that the latter’s suspicions were 
aroused. He soon had sufficient proof of bis 
wife’s conduct and left her. He took up his 
abode in Brooklyn, while she went to reside 
ki Communipaw. Mr. Meehan began suit im 
the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, fer $100,000. 
damages for the alienation of his wite’s affec- 
tions, and the case came up for trial two weeks 
ago. No defense Was put im and the matter was 
sentto a Sheriii’s jury for the assessment of 
damages. Under Sheriif Taylor teok the testi- 
mony, which consisted mainly of that of De- 
tective Wilson, a private officer, who disclosed 
some convincing facts. 

_Mr. Meehan wil! now have to begin suit in the 
New-Jersey courts to collect his judgment, as 
all of Mr. Brinkernoff’s property, valued at 
nearly $500,000, is located in that State. 








CLAIMED BY THE WIDOW STOOGUM. 

The Westchester County Grand Jury yes- 
terday brovght in an indictment against 
Thomas Waldon for bigamy. The complainant 
is Marietta Stocum of Mount Vernon. She 
claims that they were married by a Southern 
minister named J. A. Tarbeck, and that now 
Waldon nas been married again in Greenwich, 
Conn., to a young woman. 

Waldon is about 45 yoars of age,.and the com- 
plainart, who claims to be his wifes, is said to be 
over 50, and has always been known about 
Mount Vernen as “the Widow Stoeum.” Wal- 
don claims it is all a case of persecution, 
though once they had a mock wedding when 
they had all been indulging in. stimulants and 
aid not appreciate what they were doing. He 
never acknowledged her as his wife, and never 
regarded her as such. He says she bas eom- 
menced this preseeution out of revenge for his 
marrying a handsome young wife, and is confi- 
dent be can prove his innoeence. 





FHEY OBJECT TO BOILER INSPECTION. 

The attempt ef Police Commissioner Bell 
of Brooklyn te compel the owners of boilors in 
that city tosubmitto periodieal inspections by 
the city boiler inspector terminated yesterday 
in a test suit, brought by Charles S. Higgins & 
Co. This firm obtained an {njunction from Jus- 
tice Pratt restraining the boiler inspecter from 
examining Higgins’s boiler pending.the aetion. 

The plaintiffs base their sult upon a law 
passed in 1874 exempting such boilers as are 
insured in a eompany organized under the laws 
ef this State from additional inspection by the 
local department. They elaim that the sost of 
sneh inspection is very groat, as business has to 
be suspended for at least a day, and that the 
tests applied by the city are aceompanied by 
great danger. 





SPECIMEN LABOR LEADER. 

William Kershaw is an Englishman and a 
carpet weaver. He was an old-time leader of 
District Assembly No, 49, Knights of Labor. 
When Higgins & Co.’s employes wont out on 
st he led them, and later manifested his 
ardor by brutally assaulting Thomas Campbell, 
the foreman of Higgins’s factory.

AN ACCIDENT WHICH THREATENED 
“THE HIGHEST BIDDER.” 

A curious aceident happened to one of 
Mr. Daniel Frohman’s companies Sunday en 
its way into New-York. 

Last week two of Mr, Frohman’s traveling 
organizations, Mr. E. H. Sothern and company 
and “The Wife” road company were playing in 
Philadelphia. Both closed there on Saturday 
night, and both commenced on the following 
Monday night in this city—Mr. Sothern in “The 
Highest Bidder” at the Grand Opera House and 
“The Wife’ at the Star Theatre. Both com- 
panies are fully equipped with a large amount 
of special scenery, and to properly transport 


this the railroad company was notified to pre- 
pare ascommodations. The public generally 
give but little thought to the fact that for hours 
after the ourtain has fallen and they are 
safe in their own homes the stage 
Carpenters and property men are busy 
carrying the scenery from the theatre 
to load on large trucks, and then driving 
with it to the station, where it is placed in the 
cars which are to carry it to the next city in 
which the company plays. In this instance, 
when ths scenery of the two companies arrived at 
the station, there was but one large oar there te 
receive it, and the railroad authorities had gone 
home for the night. While the poor carpenters 
were cucgeling their brains as to how to put a 
quartintea pint measure, so to speak, they 
laid one large, awkwardly-shaped pieee repre- 
senting an arch upon thereof of the car to 
have it out of the way for the time being. This, 
in the hurry, was afterward forgotten, and, 
when all @lse was loaded, and nothing appa- 
rently left behind, the train started for Jersey 


ty. 
A& the train moved along the strong breeze 
layed with the piece of scenery, lifting it a 
ittle more and a little more, until a particu- 
larly strong gust got well under its broad ex- 
panse of canvas and setit sailing gracefully 
into the night air. But it was 4 o’cloek in the 
morning and there was no one to notice its 
flight. When the tired earpenters tumbled out 
of the train in Jersey City and began to unload 
| the scenery the loss was noticed, and with it 
came the herrible thought that the piece had 
been left upon the car top. They looked, but it 
was po longer there. Withoutit none of the 
‘Highest Bidder’ scenery could be used Mon- 
day night, and where was it? For asbort time 
consternation reigned. Then one man was dis- 
patched to the Grand Opera House to find what 
its ssenic resources could furnish if the worst 
should result, another waited in tho trainmas- 
ter’s office while telegrams were veing sent to 
every point along the road. 

Sunday passed and part of Monday without 
word of the fugitive, and 1f became evident 
that the ingenuity of the Grand Opera House 
carpenters would have to suflice for Monday, at 
least. Atd o'clock Monday afternoon a tele- 
gram was received from a little station 10 miles 
this side of Philadelphia, which read: 

“Scenery found on ridge pole of barn two miles 
from here. Have sent wagon for it. Will torward 
iton train 15." 

It- was found, but too late for the opening 
night. Last night, however, the entire settings 
were used, and this plece stood among ita more 
sober brethren as solidly as though it had never 
been upon a little “ racket” of its own. 





FLASH LIGHT PHOTOGRAPHY. 


AN ELECTRICAL METHOD WHICH PRO- 
DUCES EXCELLENT RESULTS. 

Dr. Milton J. Roberts showed the photo- 
graphical section of the American Institute last 
night how fiash-light pictures can be easily 
taken with electrical apparatus, and told of the 
coming use of the process in medicine and 
surgery. The section’s meeting room at Clinton 
Hall was well filled, and those present enjoyed 
the experiment in the new field that is opening 
in photography. H.J. Newton, the President 


of the section, very appropriately stated at the 
close of the meeting that, while Solomon wisely 
said that ‘‘there was nothing new under the 
sun,’’ it was true that photographers are now 
getting out from under the sun and showing 
something decidedly new. 

Dr. Roberts said that in medicine and surgery 
much depended upon a record of vwerified data 
upon whieh to base an opinion, and a photo- 
grapb often was of material aid to the physl- 
elan in that connection. Ideal photography to 
the medical man was the procuring of a good 
pieture under the cenditions in which the 
pationt was first placed in his ewn house er 
the ward in the hospital. The difficulties of de- 
pending ee the sun for the photograph under 
such conditions were apparent, and to remove 
the patient to a well-equipped gallery was often 
impossible as well as unadvisable. 

Indeed, the management of the sun’s rays was 
not always suecessful. Portable apparatus was 
therefore necessary and the surroundings sueh 
that quick work could be accomplished. What 
was needed was a bright light of momentary 
duration. 

Dr. Roberts exhibited his method of taking 
pictures with a flash light, by which the shutter 
on the camera was moved, and the magnesium 
powder exploded at the same instant by means 
of an electric current. The shutter movement 
was accomplished by means of a temporary 
magnet placed next to the shutter and con- 
nected with a simple mechanicism whieh would 
move the shutter as the current was turned on 
or off. Another wire from the battery was con- 
nected with an elliptical-shaped pan, in which 
was placed the powder. The ourrent heating a 
steel wire in turn ignited the powder. Back of 
the pan was placed a polished reflector, by 
whieh much light was saved. 

A picture of the audience wastaken, The 
ladies jumped when the magnesium exploded, 
but they had been caught by the camera at the 
instant of the flash. The plates will be devel- 
oped in a dark room, and prints as well as lan- 
tern slides shown at the next meeting. 

0. G Mason aise took flash-light pictures 
with the bulb apparatus. It requires a small 
battery.only to work the apparatus, three cells 
being suftictent to make an adequate current. 

Another feature of the apparatus is that the 
operator ean take his own pieture or form one 
of a group, as he ear stand several fest from the 
camera and make the exposure by aimply press- 
ing a key. 





ROBBED OF RIS GOULD WATCH. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon while 
Henry A. Matthews, thg janitor of the Univer- 
sity Building in Washington-square, was watch- 
ing a fight at Bleecker-street and South Fifth-ave- 
nue three muscular negroes attacked him, two 
of them pinioning his arms while the other, 


whose name was William Dorsey, removed his 
seventy-five-dollar gold watch. Mr. Matthews 
grabbed Dorsey before he could got oat of the 
crewd, and called for a policeman while he 
searched Dorsey for the watch. He was unable 
to find it, aad Patrolman O'Hara, who came 
running up, was equally unsuceeasful. Dorsey 
was marched off to the station, and in the crewd 
that followed Mr. Matthews saw another of his 
assailants in Alfred Crumes, a jet-black six- 
footer. Crumes ran when he saw he was recog- 
nized, and was caught after a hard ohase in the 
basement of 73 West Washington-place. He 
did not have the watch either. 

Dorsey and Crumes were taken to the Jeffer- 
son, Market Police Court, and sommitted to 
prison in default of bail. The detectives are 
searching for their companion.

BROOKLYN WANTS A LARGE 
AND HIGH-CLASS MUSEUM. 
THE INSTITUTE TO FORM THE NUCLEUS 
OF AN ACADEMY OF ARTS AND SCI- 

ENCES IN PROSPECT PARK. 

The first step toward establishing a 
Museum of Fine Arts in Brooklyn was taken 
last night and an earnest and enthusiastic stev 
it was. The hallof the institute at 200 Wash- 
ington-street was nearly filled by an assemblage 
that admirably represented the culture, the 
wealth, and the enterprise of the City of 
Churches. 

The meeting was the result of a public call in 
whieh this statement was made: “ It is the de- 
sire of the Directors of the Brooklyn Institute 
to make its property the nucleus of a broad and 
eomprehensive institution fer the advancement 
of art and science, and its membership a large 
and active association of public-spirited citizons 
whe appreciate the necessity of educating the 
people through museums of science and art.” 


This call was signed by more than 200 gentle- 
men and ladies prominent in Brooklyn affairs. 
A large proportion of these signers attended 
last night's meeting. Ameng the familiar faces 
there were those of the Kev. Charles H. Hall, 
John B. Woodward, the Rev. Johu W. Chad- 
wick, Dr. A. J. F. Behrends, David A. 
Boody, the Rey. Charles R. Baker, Eugene 
Biacktord, William J. Coombs, Major

The meeting was called to order by Gen. 
Woodward, who explained that tho assemblage 
had been ealled together to see if an art depart- 
ment could not be organized in conneetion with 
the Brooklyn [nstitute. Much suceess had 
been enjoyed by the scientific department of 
the institute, and the Directers of the institu- 
tion desired to broaden the field of its useful- 
ness. Brooklyn had passed the village period, 
and it was time that she had a museum of 
science and art in whieh hor citizens eould take 
pride. There was nothing of the kind within 
the city limita now. Touching on the question 
of locality Gen. Woodward said that there 
was an admirable plot of land owned by thecity 
adjacent to Prospect Park. That plot was well 
adapted for the lecation of a great museum and 
library. In fact, there was room there for a 
university. The Brooklyn Institute had taken 
the lead in this matter because it seemed proper 
that some chartered organization should form 
the nucleus of the propesed museum. 

Prof. Franklin W. Hooper was Introduced as 
one whe had already done a great deal of work 
in furtherance of this project. Zhe Professor 
spoke of what had been accomplished by the 
Brooklyn Institute and dwelt upon the neces- 
sity of having a larger and wealthier organiza- 
tion to develop properly the important work 
that the institute had been doing in a emall 
way. The speaker thought that the total value 
of the property owned by the institute might 
be safely put at $200,000. Thatought to make 
a good start for an academy of sciences and art. 
it was purposed to apply the property 
of the institute to the lasting benefit 
of the city of Brooklyn. The object 
of the present agitation was to lay 
the broadest possible foundation for a museum 
of arts and sciences. ‘To achieve that purpose 
steps should be taken to secure the very best 
availablo plot of landin Brooklyn and to erect 
thereen a structure that would be sufficiently 
large and substantial to meet the requirements 
of the future. An ideal spot for the location of 
ench a building wus near the main en- 
trance te Prospect Park, facing the Soldiers’ 
Menument and adjacent to the magnificent 
monumental arch whieh it is proposed to build 
atthe park entrance. The speaker would have 
a memorial hallas the central building of the 
museum. There were museum buildings in 
Genova, Switzerland, which would serve ad- 
mirably as a pattern fer the proposed structure 
here. Prof. Hooper suggested another site, viz., 
at the top of Prospect ‘Hill, which he thought 
from its eievated position would be even better 
than the site first spoken of, 

Dr. A. J. F. Bohrends said that the city of 
Brooklyn had been very slow to assert its in- 
dividuality. Therefore he nailed with delight 
the promise of this publio-spirited movement. 
Brooklyn either ought to do something for her- 
self or elae give up entirely and resign herself 
to absolute annexation to New-York. What 
Brooklyagj ought to do out of pure self-respect is 
to consolidate and concentrate her resources. 
The Metropolitan Museum of Art and the Mu- 
seum of Natural History in New-York had 
grown from very humbie origin, and Brook- 
lyn coula certainly start its museum of 
sciences and art under juss as fa 
vyorable auspices. Twenty years ago the 
American Museum of Natural History was 
carried in the carpet bag of one man. Now it 
was rapidly attaining a magnificent grewth. 
The speaker touched upon the importance of 
closely allying the public school system with 
such inatitutions as the proposed muscum. 
Such an alliance would help both the museum 
‘and the schools. He wanted te see a well- 
equipped musenm in Prospect Park, with a 
large lecture hall, from which should emanate 
instruction in all branches of science and art. 
Such an institution was demanded by public 
pride and publio interest. Dr. Behrends etosed 
his remarks by moving that the meeting accept 
the invitation of the Brooklyn Institute to co- 
operate in the work of establishing a great pub- 
lie museum. The motion was carried. 

The Rev. Charles R. Baker spoke earnestly in 
favor of the museum project. He said thatif he 
had anything to say about the matter he would 
spend the first $50,000 contributed to equip the 
museum in the purchase of casts of the works 
of the great masters. It should be the purpose 
of the museum to teach the subtlest distine- 
tions of art. It should also be within the reach 
of all classes of people from the highest to the 
lowest. 

The Rey. Charles H. Hall was heartily in 
favor of establishing a museum of science and 
art, and of duing 1t at once. He was not afraid 
of the effects of science on the churches. He 
thought it would be a good idea to have a little 
more scienee in Brooklyn in order to shake 
sowe of the Brooklyn churches ent ef their 
slough of dullness. Dr. Hall traced the growth 
of the Brooklyn Institute from the time when 
all of the boeks in its library could have been 
carried in a wheelbarrow. 

Mr. David A. Boody spoke briefiy of the prac- 
ticability of the projeet. He said that the time 
was ripe for it. Brooklyn needed just sucha 
museum as Was proposed andshe was bound to 
have it. 

The following letter from the Rev. Dr. R. 8. 
Sterrs was read: 

“I regret exceedingly that my necessary absence 
from the city in connection with a course of leet- 
ures in Boston will forbid me to be present at the 
meeting at which the large and promising plan of 
the Brooklyn Institute is to be presented and dia- 
cussed. But I donot think that you or others will 
need tobe assured of my most hearty sympathy 
with the effort to establish ample and attractive 
museums of science andartin brooklyn. The city 
greatly noeds them, and I know of no olty in which 
they could be more fittingly placed. 

*“*T shall hope at some future time to be able to ex- 
| a my interest in the movement otherwise than 

y a brief and hurried note,” 

The following resolution, offered by Joshua 
M. Van Cott, was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee of 25 be appointed to 
act in conjunction with the Board of Directors of 
the Brooklyn Institute in the establishment of a 
fine arts organization which shall labor to secure 
for Brooklyn an art museum, and that this com- 
mittee be instructed to invite the co-operation of 
all the associations in the city that are interested 
in art, and to report ata future mecting. 

The Chairman appointed the following com- 
mittee: The Rev.Charles H. Hali,Chairman; the 
Rev. Dr. R. 8. Storrs, Seth Low. the Rev. Dr 
Behrends, Stewart L. Weodford, Alexander FE. 
Orr, David H. Houghtaling, the Rev. Dr. L. T. 
Chamberlain, cures H. Knapp, John T. Mar- 
tin, Charles Pratt, Joshua M, Vau Cott, John P. 
Adams, Henry Hentz, the Rev. Charles R. 
Baker, William H. Male, the Rev. John W.

Berri, Frederick A. Sehroeder, William Hamil- 
ton Gibson, A. Augustus Healy, Col. Henry T.

At the suggestion of the Rev. John W. Chad- 
wick the following-named iadies were added te 
the committeo: Mra.

Dr. Chadwivk cordially indorsed the museum 
project. Me said it would armply justify itself 
by the increase of publie BKappiness that it 
would bring. 

After the adjournment ef the meeting blanks 
headed as follows were distributed for signa- 
tures,and a large number ef names were secured: 

“The undersigned hereby agrees to become a mem- 
ber of the Fine Arts’ Association, formed in con- 
nection with the Brooklyn institute, for the pur- 
pose of establishing an art museum for the benefit 
of the whole city, and to contribute toward the 
maintenance of such organization $6 (five dollars) 
os an initiation fee and $5 (five dollars) each year 
as annual dues so long as ho ehall continue his con- 
nection with the association.” 

The Broeklyn Institute, which is to ferm the 
basis of this proposed museum, ts almost as 
venerable as the city in which it exists. Its 
origin dates baek as far as 1823, when a public 
library for young men was started by a few 
publico-spirited citizens. At the present time 
there are fully 300 persone actively interested in 
the welfare of the inatitute.

WHY HE KEPT A DIARY 


IT WAS NOT TO PREPARE FORK 
A WILL CONTEST. 
BUT AFTER M&S. STEWART’S DEATH 
JUDGE SMITH AWOKE TO THE VALUE 
OF HIS LITTLE HISTORY. 

The diary of ex-Judge Smith, reflecting 
the discoveries and opinions of himself and his 
family in relation to Judge Hilton's manage- 
ment of Mrs. Stewart's affairs, became again a 
subject of inquiry in the Stewart will case yes- 
terday without eliciting much that was new. 
Nevertheless Judge Smith proved an entertain- 
ing witness, His feelings toward Judge Hilton 
having been fully exposed during Monday’s in- 
sight inte his diary, he no longer felt it neces- 
gory to bridle his tengue, and throughout the 
day, by innuendos and by direst specoh, he lost 
no occasion to make it understood that, in his 
opinion, Judge Hilton deceived Mrs. Stewart 
and kept her in all matters, personal and pecu- 
niary, subservient to his will. 

Ia answer to Mr. Russell’s firat questions, 
Judge Smith said he did not know thatany ene 


— kept a diary recording matters about Mrs. 
tewart’s affairs, but he thought likely that 
others kept a recerd of what went on. There 
Was occasion enough for it. Mrs. Smith's diary, 
however, was not one of those kept for that 
purpose. It merely recorded ordinary matters. 
Nor was there any understanding between his 
wife and himself that sne should bring him all 
the information she could get about Mrs. Stew- 
art’s affaira. She teld him everything, and he 
jotted down only what he thought important to 
remember. These jottings were made in an- 
ticipation that atsome time a question would 
arise regarding the conyeyances to Judge Hil- 
ton. He did not foresee or expect a contest ef 
the will until after Mrs. Stewari’s deatn, se that 
the diary was not kept to previde forsuch a pro- 
cooding as the presert one. 

When Judge Smith read Mrs. Stewart’s will it 
occurred to him, he said, thata contest might 
result and that the diary might then be useful, 
The will impressed him as illegalin parts, and 
to that extent subject te attack. He took no 
part in any movemert toward breaking the 
will, but he belicved the trust clause illegal aud 
the deferred legacy clauses open to opjectien. 
His general impression was that the will was 
Grawn to protect Judge Hilton and that the 
court would so view. 

In spite of this view, Judge Smim felt that 1t 
was not worth while te contest the will. His 
wife received under ita previsions $250,000, be- 
sidea a handsome legacy from the residuary es- 
tate. Judge Smith frankly said that he was 
willing at that time to let well enough alone. 
So whenever anything like a eontest was pro- 
posed he used his influence against it. For a 
jong time after Mrs. Stewart’s death, during the 
period of the settlement of Mra. Smith’s legacy 
and of payments upen it, eordial relations were 
apparently maintained between the Smith and 
Hilton families, with the witnuess’s approval. It 
paid not to interfere with Mrs. Stewart's doing 
as she pleased. 

At one time the witness was tempted to bring 
& sort of de lunatico inquirendo preceeding to 
determine how far Judge Hilton’s influence ex- 
tended over Mrs. Stewart, but that plan was 
abandoned. After her death ene reason why he 
advised against a eontest was because ef the 
elause in the will shutting off contestants. It 
Was more pleasant to get along in peace poth 
before and after Mrs. Stewart died. Mrs. Stew- 
art gave Mrs. Smith a house on Fifth-avenue, 
furnished it for her, provided her with horses, 
and allowed her $10,000 per year for main- 
tenance. Presents were simply lavished on her 
relatives, including various members of the 
Smith family, by Mrs. Stewart. She gave his 
daughter, Mrs. Prescott Hail Butler, a fur- 
nished house and the witness’s sons got sub- 
stantial money gifts and legacies. 

Inthe afternoon Mr. Russell undertook to 
sum up Judge Smith’s position, with a view to 
discrediting the story of conversations in which 
Mrs. Stewart had been oredited with saying 
that Judge Hilton was managing her business 
asatrust. Opportunity came for this tirade 
over an objection by Mr. Choate to the intro- 
duction as evidence of certain friendly letters 
from Mrs. Smith to Judge Hilton. Mr. Russell 
used plain and vigorous English, which sent the 
blood in a torrent to the aged witness's face. 

Mr. Russell said it was inoredible that this 
witness, knowing that Mrs. Stewart mage no 
puwanes in her will for Judge Hilton, and that 
16 had never charged her anything for his serv- 
ices, should believe she considered the assign- 
ment of the business of A. T. 8tewart & Co. 
other than absolute. Judge Smith's attitude 
while Mrs, Stewart lived, when Judge Hilton’s 
wealth grew in public sight, was also ineonsiat- 
ent with the theory that Mrs. Stewart believed 
Judge Hilton was massaging her affairaas a 
trust. Mr. Russell said he would prove, if given 
ample latitude, that Judge Smith main- 
tained a friendly attitude toward 
Mrs. Stewart and the Hiltens so long 
as anything was in prospect for the Smith 
family. Having secured beyond any risk or 
pessibility of harm all that the Smith family 
could hope to get under the most favoring oir- 
eumstances, he was now reaching for more 
through the contestants. Jt was incredible 
that Judge Smith, if a simcere man, shonid 
allow his family to maintain for years the 
most friendly relations with the family of a 
man who was despoiling their patroneses. 

When Mr. Russell had his say, the Surrogate 
declined to admit the letters unless if should 
appear that they were written with Judge 
Smith’s cognizance and approval. They were 
not so written and only Mr. Russell’s speech 
was added to the recora. It evidently did not 
make Judge Smith and Judge Hilton feel any 
kindlier toward each other, for te the degree 
that Judge Smith reddened under its lash, 
Judge Hilton appeared positively gieeful. 

Judge Smith stuck to it that he theucht Mra. 
Stewart believed always that Judge Hilton was 
®& Trustee for her. All omission of his name as 
@ beneficiary under her will and everything else 
that seemed incompatible with this belief Judge 
Smith laiad to Judge Hilton’s extraordinary in- 
fiuense over Mrs. Stewart. She obeyed him 
without question, perhaps net knowing what 
she did, or caring, except that it pleased him. 


RAVAGEHS OF WHITE ANTS. 
Among other things the [sthmus of Pana- 
ma is noted forthe white ant, a harmless sort 
of a chap ecneugh when he is all alone, but a

his brothers, sisters, and other relations. ‘‘ Ter- 
mites” is the name used when one wishes to be 
very respectful toward them. The Academy of 
Soiences discussed them Monday night and 
Ustened with much interest to what was said 
by Mr. P. B. Dudley. 

Mr. Dudley explained in an interesting fash- 
jon all about the ants—how they build’ their 
neste and defend themselves against attack; 
how they destroy furniture and woodwork, and 
how they proceed with their labors. He said 
the Panama Railroad Company loses thousands 
of dollars every year through the ravages of 
these ants. All the woodwork in the ehops has 
to be replaced abort once in five years. One 
railroad car was destroyed by them, and there 
was an instance of a huge telegraph pole being 
altogether demolished. 

A series of letters from Mr. J. Beaumont, 
pela ae of Construction of the Panama 
Railroad, who has given the ants very care- 
ful study, was read. Specimens ef their nests 
and some of their handiwork were exhibited. 
A reeently-made nest looks like a flat sponge, 
only it is much harder. Older nests are as hard 
as ebony and about as heavy. One exhibit was 
& bit of rafter taken from the Episcopal Church 
in Panama, the roef of which was entirely de-, 
stroyed by the ants. Nothing buta shell was 
left of the rafter. A section of a barrel stave 
which had heen reduced by the ants from its 
ordinary thickness to the thinness of tissue 
pre was another interesting exhibit. Whatis 

adly needed is away of treating wood that 
will put an end to the ravages of the ants.

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GOV. HILL AND 1H MILITARY. 


A PROPOSED TRIP TO MINNEAPOLIS FOR 
POLITICAL EFFECT, 

The latest exhibition of the willingness 
of Gov. Hill to use the National Guard for the 
purpose of furthering his personal and political 
ambitions is showa in the proposition that he 
shall accompany the Thirteenth Regiment of 
Brooklyn on its suggested trip to Chicago and 
Minneapolis in August next. 

It will be remembered that with the begin- 
ning of the current year Gov. Hill made himself 
aparty tothe expenditure of something like 
$10,000 of the funds set apart for the support 
and maintenanoe of the National Guard by the 
summoning of State troops to Albany to swell 
the proportions of the inauguration ceremonies 
on the Ist day of January. The moving spirits 
of that scheme, as it is understood and ac- 
cepted, were Adjt.-Gen. Porter and Col. 
David E. Anaten, commandant ef the Thir- 
teenth Regiment. The plan proved successful, 
even beyond the most sanguine expectations 
of its projectors and promoters, who have been 
encouraged thereby to essay a further and still 
more Important undertaking in a similar direc- 
tion; thatis to say, in the line of forwarding 
David B. Hill’s speculative chanees as a possi- 
bie Presidential candidate of the Democraey in 
1892. 

The antecedent wirepulling has been accom- 
plished with great dexterity. The controlling 
spirits of the midsummer  oxposition, 
which has come to be the pride and 
boast of Minneapolis, have been manipulated 
to the extent of extending an invitation te 
the Thirteenth Regiment of Brooklyn to pay a 
visit to that city in August, and steps have been 
taken to secure the co-operation of Gov. Mer- 
riem te the extent of officially requesting that 
Gey. Hill shall make it convenient to grace that 
occasion with his presence in cempany with his 
‘military family,” otherwise the ataif of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the State of New-York. 
The journey from the capital of the Empire 
State to that of Minnesota is proposed to be 
made under eseort of Col. Austen's sommand 
of the National Guard. The faet that Gov. 
Merriam is a Republican ts relied upen to divest 
the jeurneying of Gov. Hill of whatever polit- 
icai significance might attach toit. But it is 
nevertheless confidently counted upon by the 
Joyal adherents of the foremost Demoorat of 
the Empire State that the triumphal progress 
of New-York’s Governor threugh tbe streng Re- 
publican belt of the West will not be without 
ites effect in advancing his future political pros- 
pects and aspirations. 

Apart from its purely military features the 
junketing tour is oxpected to possess numerous 
potential elements. The band of the Thirteenth, 
under the leadership of the renowned trombone 
player, Innis, is likely to be the official musical 
organization of the Exposition. And further 
than this the Rev. T. De W 
lain of the Thirteenth, is likely to be the orator 
who is to descant upon th4 marvelous progress 
and the iliimitable possibilities of the great and 
growing West. 

Active steps have already been taken looking 
to the securing of transpertation fer the regi- 
ment. It is estimated that 500 men oan be 
taken on the week’s trip ata maximum cost of 
$15 per man, this sum to include all expenses. 
Whether our State authorities will find it practi- 
eable to appropriate funds for the taking to Chica- 
goand Minneapolis of a larger regiment remains 
to be seen. Should this prove to be the case 
the assistance will net be deelined by Col. 
Austen. 


THEY TALK OF BUILDING.

MEMBERS OF THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY 
WANT A HOME OF THEIR OWN. 

Members of the County Democracy are 
seriously talking of building for themselves a 
home somewhat similar in size and eharacter to 
Tammany Hall. No definite action has been 
taken in the matter, but it is expected that a

The plan most generally favored is to build a 
fine structure on the now vacant lot at Four- 
teentu-street and West Union-square. The 
building which formerly stood on this site. was 
eccupied for many years by the County Denioc- 
racy, and the members of the organization have 
® natural fondness for the loeailty. It is pro- 
posed to cembine in the new building a large 
hall for public meetings, committees rooms, and 
club rooms fer social purposes. The ground 
floor will be deveted to stores, 

Some of the members are very enthusiastic 
over the prospeet of having @ building of their 
own. ‘'We need a home,” said ex-Senator 
James Daly yesterday, ‘‘and the present is as 
good a time as any to getit. Idonotthink the 
idea has crystalized just yet, but it won't be 
long before it assumes detinite shape. A build- 
ing such as is proposed I think may be made a 
source of revenue to the organization, I under- 
stand that Tammany Hall pays a good dividend 
to its ownérs each year.” 

It ia suggested that the New-Amsterdam Club 
may unite with the County Demecracy in this 


project. If so, a portion ef the new building 
will be set apart for the use of the club.

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PROVING THEIR OWN SKILL 


THE MERCHANT TAILORS IN 
CONVENTION. 

WELCOMED BY MAYOR GRANT AND 
ADDRESSED ON THE CREDIT SYSTEM 
AND A NATIONAYL TRABE SCHOOL. 

The clothing of the 150 merchant tailors 
who assembled in the Commandery Room of 
the Masonic Temple, Twenty-thicd-street and 

Si xth-avenue, yesterday morning, was faultless 

in style and material. Each of these men was 

arrayed in a sult that might have served as a 

glowing and effective advertisement of his es- 

tablishment. There was the very latest thing 
in trousers, while the samples of coats ran all 
the way from the imposing frock to the flippant 
aud irreverent cutaway. All the trousers were 
roomy to expansiveness and were duly creased 
fore and aft, while each coat, atretehed across 
the wearer’s shoulders without a single wrinkle 
or the slightest draw anywhere. The dressing 
altogether was so perfect that the assemblage 
might readily have passed fer some vast fash- 
ion plate. What was still more noticeable, the 
representatives from the remote districts were 
quite as elegantly and fashionably appareled as 


those from the metropolis. If one might judge 
frem their clothing, they were well up to the 
times in every trick of their trade. 

The occasion of their gathering was the third 
annual convertion ef the Merehant Tailors’ 
National Exchange of the United States of 
America. They had come from many parts of 
the country, and some of them were accempa- 
nied by their famiiies,as they had come for 
Pleasure as well as business, Asa copsequence 
the gallery was occupied by a number of ladies 
and friends of the delegates. The hall was bar- 
ren of decorations, except two fioral pieces that 
atood on the speaker’s platferm. One of these 
represented « pair of shears worked in white 
immortelles, while the other was a design of 
intermingled shears, thimble, square, tape 
measure, and threaded needles. 

The President ot the Exchange, Daniel Patter- 
son of New-York, ocenpied the chair, and the 
pee eg, were epened with proves by D. J. 

indsay, the Secretary. Mayor ’ 
introduced and eaid thatit gave bim great 
pleasure to extend to the National Exehange 
of Merchant Tailors the liberty of the greatest 
aud best-dressed city on the continent. He 
then dwelt upon the Perron of American 
tailoring, and declared that if a well-dressed 
man were tv walk on the Strand in London or 
on the Boulevard of Paris, one could easily tell 
that he was an American by the excellence and 
artistie make-up of his attire. He also touched 
upon the former jealousies of tailors, and con- 
gratulated the convention on the fraternal 
spirit that not only charaeterized its members, 
but that was fast becoming prevalent ameng 
merebant tailors everywhere. So remarkable 
had been the development of this spirit that 
even a Chicago tailor would now recommend a 
customer to a fellow-craftsman. At the cenciu- 
sion of his remarks the Mayor was vigerously 
cheered. 

President Patterson was the next speaker, 
and what ho said was marked by careful study 
of his subject. He touched particulariy upoa 
the credit system of business that obtains 
among tailors and severely condemnedit. He 
said that it was time for the tatlur to be placed 
on a level with other business men. The public 
bad lived too long under the impression that a 
tailer’s bill was an insult if sent in sooner than 
six months after it was contracted. Not anly 
would a eustemer grow angry if he got his bill 
within the time mentioned, but he would take 
another six months to make up his mind when 
he would pay it, and would then often conclude 
not to pay 1tall. This was an evil that Mr. Pat- 
terson was anxious to do away with, and ae 
thought that the most efficacieus remedy lay in 
a@ system of monthly accountings, 

He urged upen the convention the adoption 
of some such business system. He deprecated 
the practice ef eertain tailors in exacting part 
payment at the time of ordering and the re- 
mainder on the delivery of the goods. He de- 
voted eonsiderable attention to the establish- 
ment of @ training school for tallora, and ad- 
yocated such a means for supplying the trade 
with skilied labor. Of the relations between 
merchant tailors and their journeymen em- 
ployes, he said that it was deplorable that the 
antagonism between the two classes should be 
so marked. He felt encouraged, however, by a 
growing disposition on both sides to have their 
differences settled by arbitration. 

The Reeerding Secretary gave an oratorical 
report that showed the Exchange to be in good 
condition and constantly growing. Ths Treas- 
surer showed that there was a balance of $1,165 
in the treasury, 

Then came reports from suberdinate ex- 
changes, Alleghany, Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago, Columbus, Day- 
ton, Detreit, Little Rock, Lonisvilie, Milwau- 
kee, New-York, Piiladeiphila, Pittsburg, Rook- 
ford, San Francisco, St. Leuis, 8t. Paal, Syra- 
cuse, and Washington. All these reports were 
characterized by enthusiastic references to the 
progress and popularity of the idea of the Mer- 
chant Tailors’ National Exchange, while the al- 
lnsions to the difficulty of collecting bills were 
numerous and often sorrowful. The 
Washington Exchange report declared 
that it was almost impossible te collect 
money in the capital sity; Columbus was 
ebliged to keep a ‘“*dead-beat” beek, and Pitts- 
burg had been reduced to the necessity of ob- 
taining judgments and then publishing the 
namesof the delinquents. This drastic meas- 
‘ure seemed to find favor in the eyes of the con- 
vention, for the Pittsburg report was loudly ap- 
plauded, The New-York Exehange reported a 
most flourishing, eondition. Its membership 
had increased 50 per cent. within the year, and 
its wealth had grown even more. It had a bal- 
ance of $2,000 in jts treasury, exclusive of 
$4,000 for ite trade school and $300 for insur- 
ance. It confidently locked forward to the time 
whenevery reputable merchaat tailor in the 
city would belong to it. 

During a recess of an hour a collation was 
served in the ante-room of Commandery Hall. 
After the recess the convention was addressed 
by Robert J. Walsh of Chicago, whose subject 
was ‘‘Has Moerebant Tailoring Kept Pace 
with the Improvements of the Age?’ His con- 
clusion was thatit had. The best styles had de- 
veloped since merchant tailoring was estab- 
lished, and the best tailoring of the world was 
now done in America. He pointed with pride 
to the fact that a merchant tailor had been 
President of the United States, and said that it 
would not be the fault of the craft if others did 
not attain that honor. 

The report on trade scheols was very ex- 
haustive, and was read by George W. Matthews 
of Chicago. It strongly advocated the raising 
ofafund for the establishment of a national 
training schoo) for tailors, wherein the sons of 
mercbant tailors could leara all the details of 
the trade and could be taught the dignity of la- 
bor. This seheol should be situated not far 
trom Washington, and should be presided over 
by a President ard full corps of instructors. 
Every effort should be wade ¢o start this move- 
ment atonce. The fashion reporters of the Ex- 
change should be instructed to obtain subscrip- 
tions at once, and every local exchange should 
exert itself to the establishment of such a 
school. 

This repert was considered of such grave im- 
portance that its discussion was made a special 
order of business after the recess to-day. 

It was late in the afternoon when the con- 
vention adjourned, in order to permit the Ex- 
ecutive Cemmittee to ge into session. It will 
reconvene at 9 o’olock this morning and con- 
tinue threugh the day. This evening the dele- 
gates and their wives and friends, numbering in 
all some 300 people, will attend the perform- 
ance of “The Ola Homestead” at the Academy 
of Music. The programme for to-morrow em- 
braces a@ reception at the trade schools, First- 
avenue and Sixty-eighth-street, in the afternoon 
and a banguet at the Hotel Brunswiek in the 
evening.

AMERICANS ARE STARVING. 

Ata meeting of the New-York Academy 
of Anthropology held yesterday afterneon in 
Room 22 of the Cooper Upien a paper was 
read by Dr. F. B. Lawson of Brooklyn on 
“The Inorganic Elements of the Human Body 
and their Value in Health and Disease.’’ 

“Bread,” said the doctor, ‘is not the staff of 


life, if it is made of fine flour. Flour ground 
by patent processes is deprived of its two 
health-giving principles, phosphate of magnesia 
and phesphate of lime. Children, deprived of 
their natural nourishment, are fed on 
artificial food, and statistics show that 
four out of five die. Men and women 
are dying in the streets or committing 
suicide, asylume are filled with lunatica, hos- 
pitals are overflowing with patients, all because 
menand women are deprived of the proper 
kinds of food, The inhabitaxzts of all the older 
countries are atarving by inohes. They are 
restless in their old homes and emigrate to 
some new country, where they remew their youth 
and vigor. 

“The first symptom of starvation is dyspepsia. 
This is proverbially an American disease, and it 
cannot be radically removed until all the inor- 
ganic elements are restored. The equilibrium 
of vegetable and animal life must be preserved, 
else perfect health will not ensue.”

NO COMPETITION FOR A CUSTOMS EX-~- 
AMINERSHIP—NEW APPOINTMEDTS., 

The Custom House Civil Service Com- 
mission 1s having an experience whichis dupli- 
cated by nothing in its history. For once, 
at least, it seems to be unable to get enough 
candidates to compete for a Goyernment office. 
The rush for public places seems to have weak- 
ened wonderfully, and the officials are greatly 
puzzled. 

They appeinted an examination for an exami- 
ner of ;worsteds some time ago, and waited for 
the candidates to appear. Week followed week 
and still nobody filed an application. Then 
came one candidate, but the examination was 
getting néarer and nearer, and it would never 
do to hold an examination of one personin such 
a case. Before the day set for the ordeal ar- 
rived another man sentin his name, but even 
two were not enough, and, therefore, very saa- 
ly, the commission postponed the examination 
set for Feb. 1 until.more candidates should 
turn up, 

Since Feb, 1 one of the brace already seeured 
has sreeeee ana entered in avother competi- 
tion, taking partin the examination for an ex- 
aminer of upiolstery goods, whica was held 
yesterday. There were six applicants for this 
post, and they were duly and scientifically put 
to the regulation tests. But the other aohing 
void is still unfilled, and there is only one per- 
son waiting to prove his ability te become an 
examiner of worsteds. There Is no legal pro- 
vision empowering the commission to stretch a 
net across Wali-street, gather in a suitable sup- 
ply of American citizens, and examine them by 
force. The populace does not seem likely to 
come in voluntarily, but the vacant examiner- 
ship ought to be filled, and there is any amount 
of speculation at the commissien’s headquar- 
ters over the ways and means of gathering ina 
big enough batch of applicants. Eaoh of the 
#xaminerships has a salary of $1,800 a year at- 
tached toit. A good deal of technieal know!l- 
edge is valuable in beth. 

An unusual number of appointments in the 
Customs Service was made yesterday. Alfred 
C. Mitchell, Henry C. Clark, and Emanuel 
Kolasky were sppointed damage examiners at 
a salary of $1,800 eash. They will be stationed 
at the Appraiser’s stores.

MUST PASS AN EXAMINATION. 


BRIDGE EMPLOYES MUST BE SOUND IN 
MIND AND LIMB. 

Dr. E. A. Lewis, the surgeon engaged by 
the Brooklyn Bridge Trustees for emergeney 
cases on the great theroughfare, yesterday 
began in the Administration Building asctentific 
examination of the conductors, engineers, and 
yard men. Tenof the 125 employes were ex- 
amined in two hours and a half, but more expe- 
ditious work is expected hereafter. Iwo hours 
during the afternoon will bedevoted to the 
employes until a detailed report can be made to 
the Trustees in each case by the surgeon. All 
applicants for places will be required to submit 
to the same careful physica! inspection. 

Aa the surgeon’s examination is an Innovation 
in bridg6 management it-is ee to know 
something about the standard required of om- 
ployes. Each report will give the height, age 
weight, circumference of chest, ordinary an 
full expansion; general physical and muscular 
development, physical defects, and evidences 
ofintemperance. Special pains will be taken to 
discover any heart or lung troubles, with a 
view of minimizing the riak of sudden illness 
or death while on duty. Sightand hearing are 
two important phases of the examination. Con- 
cerning the former acuteness, range, and fleld 
of vision and color sense are to be specially in- 
quired about with the most approved appli- 
ances. Hearing will be tested with the aid of a 
watch and by coaversation. 

Superintendent Martin sald yesterday after- 
noon that the reperts were in the nature of 
private matters and would probably not be 
made public. “The staff on the bridge,” said 
he, “is quite satisfactory, but an individual 
examination by the surgeon can do no harm to 
any one and may be the means of preventing 
a serious aceident. We eare very little about 
the general physique of the men so long as they 
are sound of body. It ia certain that men who 
are color biind and have defective hearing can- 
not be relied upon. Afterall, the great point 
abouta first-class bridge employe is that he must 
be clear and level headed, and do the right thing 
in an emergency. It will be a great relief to 
the Trustees and public to know that reliable 
men are operating trainsjon the bridge.”

Mr. Nieoll asked 
him if he had ever paid any money te get 
the stand. Hehad not. He was then asked.if 
his books wouldn’t show an entry payment of 
$100 to any eity official. He thought not, and 
said he entered his expenses ina lump at the 


end of the week. After demanding his reap- 
pearance with his books at the afternoon ses- 
sion Mr. Nicoll dismissed him. 

J. Dressier, a dealer in meats, said he ‘had 
made his application and gave it to Henry 
Woltman. He had sub-let from a Man named 
Reed. 

The princtpal witness of the day was Charles 
Westerbourgh, a dealer who had go@a stand iu 
the new market.

Co., Went to Dim and said he could get a stand 
for him, telling him that he knew some ene who 
had one. Levy then introduced him to Patter- 
son. This introduction took place after Weat- 
erbourgh had seen the Controller and asked kim 
for a stand. The Controlier had told him he 
would not allow any purchase of stands at all. 
Then Westerbourgh was introduced to Patter- 
sou, and went back to the Controller, who asked 
him if he knew any one who had a atand foraale. 

Westerbourgh told him he did, but would not 
give the name. Finally the Controller allowed 
him to buy the stargd, the witness said, think- 
ing it would perhaps be a hardship to deprive 
him of it. Westerbourgh then saw Patterson 
and agreed upon the price. The witness 
thought that the money was paid sometime 
after Jan. 12. but could not recollect the exact 
date. Then the witness said bé saw the Cen- 
troller with Patterson, and the Controller told 
Mr. MeAdam, the chief clerk there, that it was 
“all right,’’ and ordered him to make the trans- 
fer. Vhe witness's partner, Smith, was with 
them. Then they left, and the witness supposed 
his partner paid the money to Patterson. 

Edward De Noielles, who had had no stand in 
the old market, but secured one in the new mar- 
ket, testified that he bought his stand from J. 
Cc. Van dorn, agreeing to buy it about four 
weeks ago, paying $2,000 to have stands in the 
market as soon as permits could be got. He paid 
$1,000 to Van Horn on acgount. ::e made no 
application to the Centroller’s offiee and did 
not think it worth while, while the investigation 
was going on.

THE NEW-YORK STATE GRANGR. 
Syracuse, N. Y., Feb. 5.—The sixteenth 
annual session of the New-York State Grange 
was begun this morning in the assembly reom 
of the Leland Hotel. The session to-day was 
secret. To-morrow, in the open session, Mayor 
Kirk is to deliver the address of weleome, 


which will be responded to by Lieut.-Gov. 
Jones. The New-York State Grange was or- 
ganized in this city in 1874, and it now has a 
mnembership of about 35,000. There are 500 
subordinate granges in thisState. Each county 
1s allowed one delegate for every 400 members 
and one at large to the State Grange meeting. 
There is also a National Grange, which has a 
membership of upward of half a millien persons, 

‘There are about 150 delegates in attendanes 
at this session. The officers are: Worthy Mas- 
ter—-W. A. Armstroag, Elmira; Overseer—W. C. 
Gifford, Jamestown; Stewara—George P. Cush- 
man, Chenango; Assistant Steward—C. D. Mon- 
roe, Oneida; Secretary—H. H. Goff, Menroe; 
Gatekeeper—George H. Taylor, Onondaga;

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EDGAR POE'S “GOLD BUG”

ORIGINAL RECORDS OF 
HE STORY. 

WHERE THE AUTHOK OF “ THE RAVEN” 
FOUND THE MATERIALS FOR ONE OF 
HIS BEST TALES. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., Feb. 5.—-Every intelligent 
boy and girl in Charleston, and a great many 
grown peuple, have read Edgar Poe's story oc 
“The Gold Bug.” 

The scene is on Sullivan’s Island, and as tha 
readers of the report of Prof. Shepherd’s lecture 
on Edgar. Allan Poe will remember, that poet 
and story writer was at ene time a soldier sta- 
tioned at Fort Moultrie. Doubtless he came 
over frequently to Charleston for ales, wines, 
liquors, and cigars, of some of whieh the author 
of “The Gold Bue” was inordinately fond. It 
was also discovered yesterday that he paid 
many a visit to the old books in the office of 
the Probate Judge—certainly he paid one visit 
and saw an old record out of which he wore the 
interesting story of his scarab:eus, ‘The Gold 
Bug.” 

The cerrespondent ef Tue Times upturned 
the very document yesterday which, allowing 
for the imagination of the pootic Pos, was the 
basis of the story. The document is dated Sept. 


5, 1745, and belongs to a number of unclassi- 
fied records which Probate Judge Gleason was 
collecting yesterday to have bound in a sepa- 
rate volume. As will be noted, the paper, 
which is fairly well preserved, is nearly 145 
Years of age. Of the acouracy and truth of 
the facts as set forth there can be no doubt. 
One of the affidavits among a number, all by 
crows of the same pilot boat, is as follows: 


“andrew Parle, being duly aworn on the Holy 
Evangelists of Almighty God,deposes that about haif 
past 5 o’clock on the merning ef the lst of September, 
A. D. 1745, in about seven fathoms of “water e 
Sullivan's Island, he saw a schooner coming down 
afore the wind and made towardshim until he came 
within pistol shot. ‘he schooner tiew a black flag, 
and coming near © him lower his mainsail. 
hd em that he tackt and steod away from him, upon 
which they fired from the schooner beth musquet 
and round shet with the Spanish pendent also tiy- 
ing, upon which this deponent made the best of his 
way up to town.” 


; But there is another affidavit, which is as fol- 
ows: 


“John Garvin, a full branch pilot, being sworn on 
the Holy Evangelists of Almighty God, deposes 
that very late on the night ef Au t 31, 1745 
whon coming in from sea and when off the shore of 
Long Island, there being a partial fog, he suddenly, 
when bearing west, ran into a great number of 
small boats, one of which he capsized. He im- 
mediately tackt and fetched up about a quarter 
ofamile to the westward and almost in speakin 
distance of a brigantine, It was too late to haul o 
and his course brought him close along side and 
one of his crew read the title ‘Cid Campeador.’ 
This deponent knows that the ‘Cid Campeador’ is a 
Spanish brigantine, the commander of which is 
Julian de Vega. 

“This deponent further avers that about fifty 
yards to the northwest of the brigantine lay a 
schooner. The wind at this time was unfavorable 
to entry, and he (the depoment) thought it best, in 
God’s grace, to put back to sea, in the which re- 
spect he was aided vy a providential wind. The 
brigantine opened fire, but tne shot was wide of the 
Tange on account of the fogg, and the more be- 
cause this depoment had quenched the lights, which 
he had hauled down. He further avers that he kept 
on his way aleng the coast and put into Waccamaw 
Bay, and began to make his way baok to Oharles 
Town on September the 15th. On reaching Wacca- 
taaw Point, where the King’s Road ends, and where 
is Grimbeck’s Tavern, where the mail coach puts tp, 
and is carried across the river to make the journey 
good to Charleston, this deponent was informed 
that a Spanish brigantine was ashore on Sonth 
Island. This deponent, with his own mon and sun- 
dry of the ad people from the Tavern, sailed 
down to the Isiand and found that a brigantine had 
been cast away and was on her beam ends over 
against the red sand bluffs. The brigantine was 
boorded and there was found thereon only four 
men, the commaader, Julian de Vega, Alfonse 
Realta, the second mate, and two sailors. The 
commander surrendered to us in the name ofthe 
King, and he was taken on boord with as and all 
his men. This deponent, deposing further, saith 
that this Capt de Vega on the voyage to Charlies. 
toun related a most incredulous story. He swore 
that the brigantine had been loaded with silver and 
gis, the sum thereof in English sterling being 

6,800,000. That he and the first mate, 
Miguel Aretino, had agreed to make good 
to themseives this money andi that they 
shoula bury it on Long § Iaeland. That 
they had boldly permitted the whole crewe Into the 
conspiracy, and on the afternoen of the 3ist of 
August the Captain and the mates and the crew 
went ashoar in the sm boats. tthe mate 
selected a large pine tree near the shore, which was 
blazed with a circie with two inner cross marks on 
the side of the tree tarned from the shoar. That 
from this tres the mate took a bearing with a land 
compass—northeast 28 deg. 15 min, The Captain next 
measured a distance of about 20 chaina, or nearly a 

uarter ofa mile, the ond thereof being in a marsh. 

he commander and the skipper had made unto 
themselves an agreement that the commander 
should keep the memo um of the distance 
secret from the mate and crew, and that 
the Captain should keep the bearing, so that there 
should be ne foul play or Leben At about 1 
o'clock on the morning of September } 
boorded«the brigantine’s companion ooner and 
conveyed eight small beats loaded with the coin to- 
the shore, and it was buried. The Captain further 
said that when the small boats and convoy were om 
the way to the shoar they were run through by ®& 
schooner, ashe thought, (the same my Vos- 
sel,) which was blewn alongside andon which he 
fired. Butthe most villanous part of the Captain's 
tale is that it had been agreed that when the fleet of 
small boats should return from the shoar the brig- 
antine and the schooner were to bear away from 
the fleet, the same to be lost. The commander 
further said that on the return the schooner must 
have been frightened away by the fearof the ves- ‘ 
sel on which he had fired, and kept well away. ° 
This deponent further states that on passin 
in to Charles Town yesterday he saw the wreck o 
a@ schooner on the beach of Sand Island (Morris Isl- ‘ 
and) and picked up one of the boats of the Cid , 
Campeador in which a share ef the Spanish King’s 
money had been carried to the Long Island. He 
hath no doubt and verily believes that the schooner . 
drifted westward toward Sullivant’s Island, and 
was cast ashore on Sand Island. The mate on board 
the schooner, who was lost, had with him the bear-< 
ing of the gold and silver. where it was buried in 
the marsch, from the pine tree; and peradventare it 
would be idle to search therefor without the chart. 
But by God’s grace this deponent disireth an order 
from the King’s lawful officer to search therefor and 
willtrue return make to any magistrate ef the 
King.” 

Another of the papers reeites the granting of 
the order, but no return has yet been made; 
nor does it appear on the records what became 
of Julian de Vega and the three other wreeked - 
Spanish marines. It is easy to understand 
why the schooner, which fired ita last shot at 
the Charlesten sehooner on the morning of 
Sept. 1, 1745, was flying a pirate flag. 

The above records are only now given to. 
show that Edgar Allan Poe had a fair ground- . 
work for his story, and that there is nearly 
$30,000,000 in gold and silver somewhere on 
Long Island. The wreck of the brigantine off 
South Island is a matter of undoubted history, 
as are the facts above given from Probate 
Judge Gleason’s court.
